All  the  members  being  present,  the  Mayor  addressed  the  Common 
Council  as  follows: 

'Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council  : 

You  assume  control  of  the  city's  legislative  affairs  at  a  favorable  time  in 
its  history.  I  believe  the  long  years  of  business  depression  and  slow 
growth  in  Indianapolis  are  ended.    A  new  era  of  prosperity  and  rapid 
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development  has  dawned,  and  unless  all  signs  fail,  another  year  will  find 
this  city  taking  great  strides  in  material  improvements. 

Few  cities  in  the  land  suffered  like  this  one  from  the  effects  of  the  panic 
of  1873.  The  business  failures  of  that  period,  and  those  which  followed^ 
for  years  afterwards  as  results  of  over- speculation  prior  to  the  crash,  have 
hung  over  us  like  a  pall.  But  for  a  few  years  past,  business  has  gradually 
improved;  and  now  these  signs  of  returning  prosperity  are  met  with  dis- 
coveries of  great  sources  of  natural  wealth  almost  at  our  doors,  which  bid 
fair  to  make  this  one  of  the  greatest  manufacturing  cities  of  the  country. 
The  foundations  for  a  large,  rich  and  attractive  city  are  already  laid.  We 
have  but  to  take  advantage  of  our  surroundings  to  attain  these  ends;  and 
I  congratulate  you  on  the  fact,  that  you  have  been  called  to  your  present 
positions  at  a  time  when  you  can  so  materially  aid  in  promoting  these 
much  desired  results. 

The  preceding  Council  left  a  good  record  for  economy  and  honest  service. 
We  should  always  strive  to  improve,  even  on  a  good  example  set  for  us. 

With  this  determination,  let  us  now  begin  our  two  years'  work,  and 
with  the  same  ambition ,'  end  it. 

I  hope  a  friendly  feeling  will  at  all  times  exist  between  this  body  and 
the  Board  of  Aldermen.  A  free  spirit  of  conference  and  just  compromise 
should  always  manifest  itself  between  the  two  bodies. 

Great  haste  in  matters  where  public  intesests  are  involved  should  never 
be  practiced.  The  committees  are  organized  to  scrutinize  and  investigate, 
and  nothing  which  is  not  thoroughly  understood  when  presented,  should 
receive  your  approval ,  without  a  reference  to  the  appropriate  committee. 

THE  CITY'S  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  city's  present  indebtedness,  together 
with  the  dates  of  maturity  and  rates  of  interest  being  paid  on  the  various 
series  of  bonds  outstanding : 

Amount  due  January  1,  1889,  drawing  6  per  cent., . $110,000 

Amount  due  January  1,  1890,  drawing  6  per  cent., 45,000 

Amount  due  April  1,  1893,  drawing  8  per  cent., 2i,000

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  annual  interest  on  these  bonds  amounts  to  the 
sum  of  $100,668.50,  which  is  nearly  all  payable  semi-annually. 

I  have  not  included  the  $500,000  of  our  outstanding  Belt  Railroad  bonds 
in  the  above  statement,  for  the  reason  that  the  city  holds  a  like  amount  of 
the  first  mortgage  bonds  of  that  company  to  off-set  that  indebtedness,  and 
it  is  not  doubted  that  the  city  is  fully  protected  against  loss  on  that  account. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  the  city  also  owes  the  sum  of  $70,000,  fall- 
ing due  December  31st  next,  having  been  borrowed  last  week  by  your  prede- 
cessors to  take  up  the  temporary  loan  for  the  same  amount  made  one  year 
before.  This  may  be  called  the  standing  temporary  loan.  In  addition  to 
it,  you  will  have  to  borrow  small  amounts  at  short  time  to  defray  the 
current  expenses  for  the  months  until  taxes  commence  to  come  in,  as  was 
done  last  year. 

The  original  amount  of  this  standing  temporary  loan,  which  was  caused 
largely  by  thf  embarrassments  and  losses  of  ex- Treasurer  Pattison,  was 
$100,000,  but  the  last  Council  reduced  the  amount  $30,000  during  its  first 
year.  This  was  only  made  possible  by  the  collection  of  a  large  amount  of 
delinquent  taxes  during  that  year,  which  had  been  accumulating  for  years. 
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"While  I  hope  you  will  be  able  to  reduce  the  amount  of  this  annual  loany 
made  in  anticipation  of  our  current  revenues  to  meet  running  expenses,  I 
very  much  fear  you  can  not  do  so,  at  least  this  year.  If  the  city  should  get 
any  material  financial  relief  from  the  Legislature  next  year,  which  can  be 
used  to  wipe  out  that  indebtedness,  I  hope  it  will  be  done,  and  that  no 
future  Council  will  be  forced  to  allow  such  an  annoying  incumbrance  to 
be  placed  on  the  city's  credit. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  $110,000  of  our  old  bonded  indebtedness,  falling 
due  one  year  from  this  time,  can  not  be  then  paid,  except  by  renewal  in 
some  form.  I  trust  the  Finance  Committee  will  take  prompt  steps  to  make 
arrangements  to  refund  that  part  of  our  debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest. 
I  also  ask -that  committee  to  renew  the  effort  made  two  years  ago  toward 
refunding  the  larger  sums  falling  due  in  the  near  future,  at  lower  rates. 
It  is  certainly  not  improbable  that  at  least  the  holders  of  the  $600,000  of 
bonds  maturing  in  1893,  would  take  long-time  four  or  four-and-a-half 
per  cents,  in  exchange  for  them,  without  waiting  until  their  maturity. 
This  city  ought  not  to  be  paying  such  ruinous  rates  of  interest  as  it  now  is. 

If  any  encouragement  can  be  received,  looking  to  the  refunding  of  even 
a  considerable  part  of  our  indebtedness,  a  representative  should  be  sent 
to  New  York  at  an  early  day  to  conduct  the  negotiations. 

You  will  remember  that  two  years  ago  the  city  tried  the  experiment  of 
placing  the  $100,000  loan  made  for  one  year  at  that  time,  among  our  peo- 
ple here  at  home.  Bonds  ranging  from  $100  to  $1,000  were  put  on  sale 
at  the  Treasurer's  office.  But  $82,000  of  the  amount  required  was  taken 
here,  however,  the  remainder  being  sold  in  New  York.  The  matter  was 
not  very  well  advertised  at  that  time.  I  believe,  with  longer  time  bonds, 
drawing  four  or  four  and  one-half  per  cent.,  the  $110,000  fallingdue  one 
year  from  now,  could  be  placed  among  our  own  citizens.  I  request  that 
this  matter  receive  the  consideration  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

ESTIMATED   RECEIPTS   AND   EXPENSES. 

"While  I  confidently  believe  the  city  will  rapidly  improve  from  now  on,, 
even  without  reference  to  what  you  may  be  able  to  do  in  your  official  capa- 
city, it  will  require  but  a  plain  statement  of  facts  as  to  its  present  sources 
of  revenue  for  corporation  uses,  to  demonstrate  that  for  this  year,  at 
least,  you  can  not  indulge  in  any  lavish  expenditures  to  aid  in  these  im- 
provements. The  municipality  should  be  able  to  keep  pace  with  its  indi- 
vidual citizens  in  the  matter  of  improvements.  But  I  fear  it  will  not  be 
able  to  do  so  until  its  income  is  in  some  way  increased.  Under  the  act  of 
1877  this  city  is  limited  in  its  tax  rate  to  ninety  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars  of  property  values,  and  the  ' '  "Winter  bill  ' '  of  1885  contains  simi- 
lar limitation  clauses. 

According  to  '  'Hicks'  Statistics  of  Leading  Cities  of  the  United  States," 
compiled  in  January,  1887,  but  one  other  city  has  so  low  a  rate.  During- 
the  ten  years  this  law  has  been  in  force  the  city  has  managed,  by  close 
economy,  to  get  along,  however,  and  on  the  whole  the  law  has  been  a 
popular  and  a  beneficial  one.  During  these  years  the  people  have  been  in 
no  condition  to  pay  heavy  taxes.  They  preferred  not  to  be  taxed  to  accu- 
mulate a  sinking  fund  with  which  to  pay  any  part  of  our  bonded  debt  at 
its  maturity,  the  law  referred  to  specifically  abolishing  the  sinking  fund 
previously  provided  for,  and  showing  upon  its  face  that  it  was  the  purpose 
to  refund,  instead  of  to  pay,  the  same.  Of  course  it  must  be  accepted  as 
settled,  that  the  great  bulk  of  our  old  debt  will  have  to  be  renewed,  in 
some  form,  as  it  falls  due.  Hence,  for  my  present  purpose,  I  need  not 
take  our  fourteen  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  permanent  indebtedness 
into  account  here,  except  as  the  one  hundred  thousand  annual  interest  on. 
that  debt  affects  our  current  revenues. 
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The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  and  City  Clerk  will  fully  advise  you  as  to 
last  year's  receipts  and  expenditures,  and  I  need  not  therefore  review  them 
here  to  any  extent.  _ 

Taking  last  year's  assessed  valuations  of  property  and  the  city's  net  in- 
come from  miscellaneous  sources,  as  a  basis,  I  think  a  liberal  estimate  for 
this  year  from  similar  sources,  is  the  sum  of  $520,000. 

Last  year  the  seven  principal  items  of  expense  were  as  follows : 

Interest  on  city  debt,  including  the  $70,000  temporary  loan, §103,818 

Fire  department, 77,293 

Public  light, „ 74,531 

Police  dep  rtment 56,858 

Water  rents, 33,268 

Street  repairs,  pay-rolls  and  material  accounts, 32,716 

Street  improvements, 23,308 

Total, $401,792 

If  these  items  of  expense,  or  the  aggregate  of  them,  should  remain  the 
same  this  year  as  last,  it  will  be  seen  that  only  the  sum  of  $118,208  will 
remain,  with  which  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  other  thirty  classes  or 
items  of  expenses  under  which  the  accounts  of  the  city  are  kept.  It  must 
not  be  forgotten,  either,  that  such  departments  as  the  Eugineer's,  the  City 
Hospital  and  Branch,  and  the  City  Dispensary,  as  well  as  the  salaries  of 
all  the  city  officers,  are  included  in  these  thirty  items. 

But  without  further  mention  of  these  minor  items  of  expense  at  this  time, 
let  us  see  what  saving,  if  any,  can  be  made  over  last  year,  in  the  seven 
principal  ones  above  set  out. 

The  interest  account  will  be  slightly  increased. 

The  cost  of  the  Police  Department  you  can  not  control.  But,  as  to  it, 
the  public  can  not  reasonably  ask  or  expect  the  Police  Commissioners  to 
reduce  the  expenses.  The  men  are  none  too  well  paid.  Neither  ought  the 
number  be  reduced.  I  am  sure  the  present  Board  of  Commissioners  have 
done,  and  are  doing,  all  they  can  to  give  the  city  an  economical  and  effici- 
ent police  service. 

Your  predecessors  entered  into  a  three  years'  contract  with  the  Indian- 
apolis Water  Company  on  the  basis  paid  for  water  during  the  existence  of 
the  previous  contract.  As  several  thousand  feet  of  new  mains  are  annually 
laid,  and  as  the  contract  provides  for  locating  one  tire  plug  for  every  five 
hundred  feet  of  such  mains,  at  the  rate  of  $50  a  year  for  each  ping,  the 
cost  of  that  department  will  be  considerably  increased. 

Both  the  street  repair  and  street  improvement  departments  have  been 
neglected  so  long,  that  the  expense  of  maintaining  them  will,  almost  of 


necessity,  be  larger  this  year  than  last.    For  the  year  1874-'5,  the  street 
repairs  in  this  city 
nal  improvements  <*. 


i  uiis  year  man  last,  ror  uie  year  io(*-  i>,  uie  isuect 
cost  $89,434,  and  the  city's  portion  of  the  cost  of  origi- 
amounted  to  $65,833.     Since  that  time  there  has  been 


a  gradual  scaling  down  in  the  allowances  for  these  departments,  until,  as 
seen  above,  the  appropriations  for  maintaining  them  last  year  was  but  a 
little  more  than  one-third  what  they  amounted  to  twelve  years  ago.  The 
city's  part  of  the  Washington  street  improvement  alone,  will  nearly 
equal  the  total  of  last  year's  expenditures  in  that  department;  and  as  it 
has  become  a  public  necessity  for  several  of  our  other  principal  streets  .to 
be  at  once  put  in  better  condition,  it  is  clear  that  the  cost  of  maintaining 
the  two  departments  referred  to  will  be  increased  this  year. 

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  cost  of  maintaining  five 
out  of  the  seven  departments  named  above,  will,  in  the  aggregate,  be 
considerably  increased  this  year,  leaving  but  two  of  the  expensive  de- 
partments in  which  to  effect  any  saving.     What  can  be  done  in  these? 

A  contract  already  exists  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Co. 
for  lighting  the  streets,  which  expires  in  the  near  future.  That  a  material 
saving  can  be  made  in  this  department  after  that  date,  there  is,  of  course, 
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little  doubt.  There  is  much  to  consider  in  connection  with  this  subject  of 
future  street  lighting.  I  hope  the  Committee  on  Public  Light  will  give  the 
matter  their  immediate  and  earnest  attention,  so  that  the  question  of  a 
future  contract  for  street  lighting  will  be  fully  understood  before  the  pre- 
sent one  expires. 

In  this  connection  the  committee  should  not  forget  that  the  vapor  light 
contracts  have  been  rapidly  accumulating,  until  what  it  was  at  first  stated 
should  never  cost  to  exceed  a  few  hundred  dollars  a  year,  have  now  in- 
creased to  as  many  thousands.  As  fast  as  these  contracts  expire,  the 
number  of  lights  should  be  reduced,  as  well  as  the  price  of  those  retained. 
There  are  many  of  these  vapor  street  lights  that  have  never,  as  I  believe, 
been  of  any  practical  value  to  the  city. 

It  has  been  apparent  to  all  who  have  given  the  subject  consideration, 
that  the  Fire  Department  has  cost  the  city  too  much  in  proportion  to  its 
receipts,  for  years  past.  The  expense  of  maintaining  this  department  is 
out  of  all  proportion  to  many  of  the  others.  It  consumes  more  than  one- 
seventh  of  the  city's  income,  without  including  the  thirty  odd  thousand 
dollars  paid  annually  to  the  Water  Company,  the  bulk  of  which  is  also 
properly  chargeable  to  the  cost  of  fire  protection.  This  department  has 
for  so  long  been  the  pride  of  the  city,  however,  that  the  public  would  be 
loath  to  see  anything  done  to  impair  its  efficiency.  And  yet,  the  large 
expense  of  maintaining  it  has  become  so  serious  a  question,  on  account  of 
the  city's  cramped  financial  condition,  that  the  time  has  fully  come  for  the 
Council  to  carefully  consider  the  question  of  how  it  can  be  reduced  with 
the  least  detriment  to  the  service. 

The  pa3"  of  the  officers  and  men  employed  can  not  fairly  be  cut  down ; 
for,  taking  into  consideration  the  hazard  and  character  of  the  work  required 
of  them,  their  salaries  are  low  enough.  And  with  the  amount  of  appa- 
ratus now  in  use,  the  number  of  houses  maintained,  and  men  employed, 
I  do  not  suppose  the  cost  of  supplies  can  be  lessened;  for  I  believe  the 
Chief  Engineer  has  been  as  sparing  in  his  demands  as  possible  under  the 
circumstances.  Hence,  it  would  seem,  that  any  saving  to  be  made  in  this 
department  will,  have  to  be  brought  about  by  reducing  the  number  of  men 
employed,  or  the  number  of  houses  maintained,  or  both.  I  have  heard  it 
stated  by  one  well  posted  in  the  management  and  affairs  of  the  depart- 
ment, that  one  man  can  be  spared  from  each  of  the  seven  engine  companies 
without  detriment  to  the  efficiency  of  the  department.  I  have  also  heard 
the  opinion  many  times  expressed  that  at  least  one  house  can  be  closed 
without  serious  injury  to  the  service.  I  can  not  vouch  for  the  correctness 
of  these  opinions,  but  I  ask  the  Fire  Committee  to  carefully  consider  these 
suggestions,  and  any  other  matters  occurring  to  them,  keeping  in  mind  the 
past  high  standard  of  efficiency  of  the  department  on  the  one  hand,  and 
the  condition  of  our  finances  on  the  other.  As  soon  as  said  committee  can 
make  such  investigations  as  they  think  proper  and  sufficient,  I  recommend 
that  thejr  report  to  the  Council,  so  that  final  action  on  the  matter  of  reduc- 
ing the  expenses  of  this  department  may  be  had  at  the  earliest  practicable 
time. 

THE  CITY  TAX  LIMIT.  * 

Let  me  return  to  the  question  of  our  tax  limit.  Can  the  city  much  longer 
exist  under  the  limitations  as  now  fixed?  If  not,  what  is  to  be  done,  when, 
and  how  ? 

At  the  time  the  ninety  cent  limit  law  was  passed ,  the  assessed  value  of 
property  in  Indianapolis  for  purposes  of  taxation,  was  $60,456,201,  and 
the  rate  was  $1.13  on  the  $100  for  general  city  uses.  For  some  years  prior 
to  that,  the  valuation  of  property  and  rate  of  taxation  had  both  been  even 
higher.   The  cut  of  23  cents  on  the  $100  of  valuations,  as  returned  for  the  year 
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1876,  was  perhaps  all  that  was  intended  by  the  Legislature,  or  desired  by 
those  who  reccommended  the  passage  of  the  bill.  But  assessments  were- 
lowered  from  year  to  year,  until,  in  the  year  of  1886,  the  total  valuations, 
as  returned  by  the  Assessor,  amounted  to  $55,759,746.  This  sum,  at 
ninety  cents  on  the  $100  (making  no  allowance  for  delinquency)  would  have 
yielded  $501,837.  But  after  the  Assessor  had  made  his  return,  as  above, 
the  County  Board  of  Equalization  arbitrarily  cut  down  the  values  fixed  by 
him  on  real  estate,  twenty  per  cent.,  leaving  the  total  value  of  all  property, 
real  and  personal,  for  that  year,  $48,756,608,  yielding  but  $438,809,  or  a 
loss  to  the  treasury  of  $63,028.  These  reduced  values  on  real  estate,  as 
thus  fixed,  can  not  be  increased  for  five  years  yet,  the  law  requiring  assess- 
ments for  taxation  of  real  estate  to  stand  for  six  years.  The  statute  says 
that  real  estate  shall  be  valued  for  purposes  of  taxation ,  at  its  ' '  full  fair 
cash  value,  estimated  at  the  price  it  would  bring  at  a  fair  voluntary  sale." 
Tested  by  this  rule ,  it  ma)^  be  questioned  whether  the  values  fixed  by  the 
Assessor  on  the  property  in  this  city,  in  1886,  were  to  high.  But  admit- 
ting that  the  Board  of  Equalization  was  justified  in  its  action  at  the  time, 
the  increase  in  values  since  has  been  as  much  or  more  than  the  reduction 
then  made;  and  if  real  estate  advances,  as  we  all  confidently  expect  from 
now  on,  I  do  not  doubt  that  its  ' '  full  fair  cash  value, ' '  hj  the  time  an- 
other assessment  is  allowed,  will  be  almost  double  that  on  which  its  own- 
ers will  be  paying  taxes.  But  to  say  nothing  of  increased  values,  or  what 
the  per  cent,  of  increase  will  likely  be  for  the  next  five  years,  an  amend- 
ment to  the  present  law,  increasing  the  limit  in  the  same  ratio  that  the 
values  for  taxation  have  been  reduced  since  1877 ,  would  still  leave  the  ag- 
gregate amount  of  taxes  collected,  the  same,  and  would  yield  no  more 
revenue  for  city  uses  than  was  originally  intended. 

In  saying  what  I  have  on  this  subject,  I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
recommending  that  the  law  be  amended  so  as  to  increase  the  rate  of  tax- 
ation over  the  limit  as  now  fixed,  unless  it  becomes  an  imperative  neces- 
sity, in  order  to  save  the  city  from  disgrace.  I  have  only  tried  to  show 
that  the  city  is  now  compelled  to  run  on  much  less  revenue  that  it  did  ten 
years  ago,  and  that,  too,  with  a  largely  increased  territory  to  support. 

If,  at  the  end  of  the  present  year,  you  should  see  that  the  city  govern- 
ment can  not  be  decently  maintained,  or  longer  attempted  to  be  run  with 
safety  to  its  credit  on  the  tax  rate  now  allowed ,  you  can  then  lay  such 
facts  before  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly,  as 
will  fully  advise  them  of  the  city's  financial  condition,  and  make  such  re- 
commendations to  them  as  you  may  deem  to  be  your  duty  as  the  people's 
representatives. 

In  no  event  would  any  law  on  the  subject  of  a  property  tax  become  op- 
erative during  your  term.  But  it  is  hoped  that  the  General  Assembly, 
which  meets  one  year  from  this  time ,  will  pass  some  special  tax  laws  that 
will  materially  aid  this  city  during  the  coming  year.  The  question  of 
passing  a  bill  imposing  a  higher  tax  on  saloons,  will,  of  course,  be  one  of 
general  interest  and  effect  throughout  the  State,  and  it  will  either  pass  or 
be  defeated  without  reference  to  what  you  or  I  may  say.  But  there  is  a 
statute  much  needed,  which  I  believe  you  can  materially  aid  in  securing. 
I  refer  to  a  law  authorizing  you  to  impose  a  special  license  or  tax  on  ve- 
hicles, to  be  used  in  repairing  our  streets.  The  law,  as  it  now  stands, 
neither  imposes  such  a  tax,  nor  authorizes  you  to  do  so,  except  on  the  few 
that  carry  passengers  and  freight  for  hire.  A  strong  effort  was  made  by 
the  Mayor  and  other  officials  of  this  city,  four  )rears  ago,  to  secure  the 
passage  of  such  a  law,  but  it  met  with  no  favor  among  our  members. 

I  believe  those  who  wear  out  the  streets,  should  at  least  keep  them  in 
repair  after  the  abutting  property  owners  have  once  built  them.  With  a 
vehicle  tax  sufficient  to  keep  our  streets  in  repair,  and  as  much  more  to  go 
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into  the  general  treasury  derived  from  some  other  special  source,  the  city 
could  likely  get  along  without  an  increased  property  tax  for  years  to  come. 
I  hope  some  such  relief  will  be  given,  for  the  value  to  this  city  of  main- 
taining a  low  tax  on  real  estate  can  not  be  over-estimated. 

THE   STREET   RAILWAY   COMPANY. 

On  June  20,  1887,  a  special  committee  of  the  Council,  together  with  the 
City  Attorney  and  Mayor,  made  a  report  as  directed  by  a  resolution  of  the 
Council,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Co.  is  vio- 
lating certain  provisions  of  its  charter.  The  report  will  be  found  printed 
in  full  on  pages  395  to  397  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  of  last  year. 
There  are  eight  violations  set  out.  Some  of  them  are  of  minor  importance 
in  themselves,  but  of  course  for  the  Council  to  allow  any  violations  of  cor- 
poration charters  to  be  practiced,  is  setting  a  bad  precedent.  There  are 
some  violations  mentioned  in  that  report,  however,  of  so  much  consequence, 
even  outside  of  any  principle  involved,  as  to  call  for  immediate  action  by 
you,  unless  they  are  at  once  remedied.  (1)  The  company  should  be  re- 
quired to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  inferior,  dangerous,  and  unsightly 
* *  bob-tail ' '  cars  now  in  use.  (2)  The  T  rail  and  old-time  flat  rail 
should  be  replaced  with  the  ' '  most  approved  ' '  kind,  as  the  charter  di- 
rects. (3)  Conductors  should  be  placed  on  several  of  the  principal  lines. 
If  the  company  had  been  complying  with  the  terms  of  its  charter  on  this 
subject  for  the  past  few  years,  there  is  little  doubt  that  several  serious  ac- 
cidents and  deaths  of  citizens,  as  well  as  several  murders  and  robberies  of 
the  company's  drivers,  would  not  have  occurred.  (4)  The  company 
should  be  required  to  complete  the  Mississippi  street  line  to  Twelfth  street 
in  the  early  spring,  or  else  take  up  the  portion  of  the  track  already  laid: 
for  to  allow  the  company  to  leave  the  line  as  it  is,  will  be  to  uphold  it  in 
practicing  a  plain  deception  and  fraud  on  the  Council.  Yea,  it  means 
more  than  that.  It  will  most  likely  defeat  the  building  of  a  line  by  any 
other  company  to  Crown  Hill,  while  the  present  company  persistently  re- 
fuses to  accommodate  the  thousands  of  citizens  who  have  for  years  begged 
for  such  a  line. 

Without  further  particularizing,  I  again  call  your  attention  to  the  report 
above  mentioned,  and  ask  that  you  give  it  such  consideration  as  the  im- 
portance of  the  matters  there  discussed  demand,  no  action  having  hereto- 
fore been  taken  thereon. 

There  is  still  another  matter  connected  with  the  street  car  service 
which  ought  not  to  longer  pass  unnoticed.  It  is  not  mentioned  in  the 
report  referred  to,  and  is  not  in  any  legal  sense,  perhaps,  a  violation  oj 
the  company's  charter.  I  refer  to  the  use  of  mules  as  a  means  of  propell- 
ing the  cars.  This  city  has  grown  too  large  to  longer  tolerate  such  a  ser- 
vice. The  practice  is  both  cruel  and  disgraceful.  Public  sentiment  should 
begin  to  assert  itself  on  this  subject,  and,  aided  by  you,  should  not  cease 
until  the  managers  of  the  company  are  forced  to  replace  worn-out  mules 
with  horses. 

THE   WATER   COMPANY. 

The  question  of  the  adoption  of  more  equitable  rules  and  prices  by  the 
Indianapolis  Water  Co.  for  the  benefit  of  private  consumers,  should  be  in- 
vestigated by  you.  There  are  many  complaints  by  those  who  use  the 
company's  water,  and  still  more  by  those  who  do  not,  because  of  their 
inability  to  get  the  same ,  for  the  reason  that  they  are  unable  to  pay  the 
prices  charged,  or  are  unwilling  to  comply  with  the  rules  promulgated  by 
the  company.  The  water  supplied  by  the  company  is  good.  It  ought  to 
be  now  used  by  five  times  as  many  of  our  citizens  as  do  enjoy  it.  The 
health  of  the  people  demands  that  better  water  than  that  wkich  comes  from 
■our  surface  wells  should  be  introduced.    Just  what  powers  the  Council 
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may  have  under  the  terms  of  the  company's  charter,  to  remedy  existing: 
evils  in  reference  to  these  matters ,  I  donot  now  pretend  to  say.  But  the 
subject  is  such  a  grave  one  to  the  people  that  it  ought  to  receive  your- 
prompt  attention.  I  tried  to  get  a  consideration  of  these  complaints  of 
citizens  and  such  concessions  by  the  company  as  are  equitable,  two  years 
ago,  when  the  city's  contract  with  the  company  was  under  consideration, 
but  failed.  The  company  afterwards  got  the  terms  demanded  by  it  from 
the  city  for  the  public  supply,  and  a  contract  running  for  three  years.  It 
having  been  treated  so  liberally  by  the  city,  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  sup- 
pose that  fair  prices  and  regulations  will  now  be  guaranteed  to  the  citizens 
by  its  officers.  * 

With  the  patrons  of  the  city  water  increased,  the  dust  nuisance  during 
our  mid-summer  and  fall  months  would  largely  cease,  and  would  perhaps 
be  brought  within  such  bounds  by  the  use  of  the  street  sprinkler,  as  to 
enable  the  Fire  Department  to  do  the  rest  on  our  principal  streets  where 
water  mains  are  laid. 

THE   WASHINGTON    STREET   IMPROVEMENT. 

Washington  street  should  be  regraded  and  repaved  as  early  as  possible* 
but  all  natural  gas  and  water  pipe  connections  along  the  street  should  be 
first  made.  I  recommend  that  the  Engineer  be  directed  to  give  notice  to 
all  property-owners  along  the  entire  line  to  be  improved  a  reasonable  time 
in  advance  of  commencing  the  work,  that  no  openings  for  such  purposes 
will  be  allowed  after  the  new  street  is  made ,  and  that  the  order  thereafter 
be  rigidly  adhered  to. 

A    NEW    CITY    BUILDING    NEEDED. 

The  basement  of  the  Court  House  is  illy  suited  for  Police  Court  pur- 
poses. Neither  was  this  room  where  you  meet  ever  intended  for  a  legisla- 
tive hall.  After  a  three  years'  experience  of  pretty  close  confinement  in 
this  basement,  I  can  say  that  none  of  the  rooms  are  fit  for  public  offices. 
The  city  is  in  no  condition,  financially,  at  this  time  to  erect  a  city  build- 
ing, however.  But  as  soon  as  the  remaining  pieces  of  the  Tomlinson  real 
estate  are  sold,  I  think  the  city  will  be  morally  bound  to  invest  the  pro- 
ceeds in  some  kind  of  a  structure  for  the  use  of  the  '  'city  authorities, ' '  as 
directed  by  the  will  of  Mr.  Tomlinson.  The  terms  of  the  will  have  one- 
half  been  complied  with  in  building  a  public  hall  for  the  '  'use  of  citizens' ' 
over  the  market  house,  but  no  provision  has  been  made  for  the  "city 
authorities.' '  The  city  has  been  perpetually  enjoined  from  erecting  such 
a  structure  where  Mr.  Tomlinson  directed,  on  the  East  Market  Square. 
In  order  to  comply  as  nearly  as  possible  with  his  expressed  wish,  I  do  not 
believe  you  could  do  better  than  sell  the  remnant  of  real  estate,  as  soon  as 
a  good  price  can  be  obtained  for  it,  and  invest  it  in  building  a  cheap  addi- 
tion to  the  Central  Station  House.  By  purchasing  the  lot  on  the  south, 
an  addition  large  enough  to  accomodate  the  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen, 
City  Court,  and  City  Officers,  could  be  built  for  a  small  sum.  The  present 
structure  is  sound,  and  could  be  utilized  in  every  part.  The  prison  is  all 
that  is  needed,  and  the  Police  Court  ought  to  be  near  it.  To  say  nothing 
of  the  inconvenience  of  transferring  prisoners  through  the  streets  every 
day  to  the  Police  Court,  it  is  demoralizing  to  the  public,  humilitating  to 
many  prisoners,  who  deserve  better  treatment,  and  wrong  in  every  sense. 

I  recommend  that  the  special  committee  appointed  some  weeks  ago,  give 
this  matter  their  careful  consideration,  and  report  what  the  lot  will  cost,, 
and  what  an  addition  suited  to  the  purposes  required,  can  be  built  for. 

TOMLINSON   HALL. 

It  costs  more  to  maintain  Tomlinson  Hall  than  was  originally  antici- 
pated.   It  should  be  made  to  pay  expenses  and  something  for  the  wear 
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and  tear  of  furniture,  if  possible.  This  can  only  be  done  by  charging  a 
moderate  rental  for  its  use.  The  schedule  of  prices  fixed  by  your  prede- 
cessors, should  be  closely  adhered  to,  as  to  all  persons  and  societies  who 
rent  the  same  for  profit.  There  are  cases,  however,  where  no  more  than 
the  expense  of  light  and  fuel  should  be  charged.  For  meetings  of  a  State 
and  national  character,  bringing  large  crowds  of  people  to  the  city,  and 
for  entertainments  purely  charitable  in  their  character,  in  which  the  citi- 
zens of  Indianapolis  generally  are  interested,  I  believe  exceptions  should 
be  made.  A  sound  discretion  should  always  be  used  when  petitions  from 
such  sources,  asking  the  free  use  of  the  hall,  are  presented.  It  will  be 
easy  to  determine  when  a  case  appeals  to  the  pride ,  sympathy  or  gener- 
osity of  the  city,  and  deserves  your  favorable  consideration. 

THE   NEW   MARKETS. 

Many  of  the  marketers  fail  to  pay  their  stall  rent  promptly.  It  is  doubt- 
ful whether  the  present  ordinance,  dividing  the  annual  rental  into  four 
payments,  is  a  wise  one.  It  greatly  complicates  the  accounts  and  entails 
a  great  deal  of  work  on  the  Clerk. 

I  ask  the  Market  Committee  to  give  this  and  other  subjects  about  which 
complaints  are  constantly  made  in  reference  to  the  East  Market,  early 
attention,  so  that  all  existing  errors  and  evils  may  be  remedied  before  the 
commencement  of  the  new  market  year. 

THE  PUBLIC  PARKS. 

Our  public  parks  should  be  made  as  attractive  as  possible.  While  i^ 
will  not  be  possible  to  do  much  toward  improving  Garfield  park  in  the 
near  future,  perhaps,  some  policy  with  reference  to  it  should  be  adopted 
soon.  When  the  purchase-money  bonds  fall  due  and  are  paid,  in  January, 
1894,  the  land  alone  will  have  cost  the  city  $270,000.  As  it  is,  it  affords 
no  revenue  to  the  city  or  pleasure  to  the  people. 

Millitary,  University  and  Circle  Parks  can  be  maintained  at  a  very  small 
cost.  They  should  be  gradually  beautified.  Circle  Park  will  never  be 
made  popular  or  attractive,  however,  so  long  as  the  street  surrounding  it 
continues  to  be  the  principal  stand  for  express  wagons. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Property  to  make  such 
recommendations  concerning  the  improvement  and  care  of  these  parks,  as 
to  them  may  seem  proper;  and  I  suggest  that  said  committee,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  investigate  the  question  of 
establishing  stands  for  hacks  and  express  wagons.  As  I  am  at  present  in- 
formed, no  places  for  them  to  stand  are  now  designated  by  order  of  the 
Council  at  all.  This  should  be  done,  and  all  necessary  regulations  con- 
nected therewith,  fixed  by  an  ordinance.  Several  places  should,  if  possi- 
ble, be  established;  for  it  is  neither  pleasant  nor  convenient  to  the  public 
to  have  them  all  at  two  or  three  places,  as  now. 

NEW   COMMITTEES. 

I  think  you  should  at  once  make  provision  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Committee  on  Natural  Gas. 

There  should  also  be  appointed,  not  later  than  the  middle  of  the  year,  a 
Special  Committee  on  Legislation,  thus  giving  its  members  ample  time  to 
discuss  and  digest  all  matters  of  legislation  deemed  important  for  the  city, 
before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly.  I  have  copies  of  a  number  of 
bills  prepared  four  years  ago,  which  I  will  gladly  give  to  the  committee, 
if  appointed,  as  a  basis  for  their  work.  This  city  has  outgrown  many  pro- 
visions of  the  old  law  of  1867,  and  the  charter  act  ought  to  be  amended  in 
many  material  respects,  so  far  as  the  larger  cities  of  the  State  are  concerned. 

POLICE   JUDGE. 

I  will  also  ask  that  committee ,  at  the  proper  time ,  to  consider  the  propri- 
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ety  of  asking  the  Legislature  to  make  provision  for  the  election  of  a  Police 
Judge  in  this  city.  It  is  doubtful  whether  Article  VIII  of  Chapter  XXI  of 
the  Kevised  Statutes  of  1881,  is  now  in  force.  But  even  if  that  act  has  not 
been  repealed  by  implication,  it  is  not  altogether  what  this  city  needs. 

I  will  not  discuss  the  question  of  the  propriety  of  relieving  the  Mayor  of 
the  Police  Court  work  at  this  time,  but  may  make  it  the  subject  of  another 
communication,  either  to  this  body  or  the  Legislative  Committee,  when 
appointed.  As  no  action  by  the  General  Assembly  would  likely  bring 
about  any  change  during  my  term,  but  would  only  affect  my  successors,  I 
shall  hope  to  be  able  to  present  some  reasons  for  the  change  suggested, 
that  will  not  be  considered  as  springing  from  selfish  or  interested  motives. 

conclusion. 

In  conclusion,  the  City  Clerk  will  permit  me  to  suggest  that  all  papers 
referred  to  committees ,  be  sent  to  the  chairman  as  soon  as  copies  can  be 
had  from  the  printer,  and  in  all  cases  of  special  emergency,  that  written 
copies  be  prepared  for  the  use  of  the  committees,  so  that  meetings  can  be 
held  promptly. 

Let  me  urge  you  all  to  be  regular  and  prompt  in  our  attendance  at  our 
meetings.  By  so  doing,  special  sessions  will  rarely  ever  become  necessary. 
Adjourned  and  called  meetings  should  be  discouraged. 

I  ask  your  indulgence  and  assistance  in  presiding  over  your  delibera- 
tions, and  promise  you  in  return  my  best  endeavors  to  deal  justly  with  you 
all,  under  every  circumstance.

To  the  Mayor,  City  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — At  the  last  meeting  of  the  City  Board  of  Health,  the  secretary  was 
requested  to  prepare  an  instruction  card  to  accompany  the  flags  of  warning,  and 
the  following  is  a  copy  of  the  result.

DANGER  FLAGS. 

When  flags  of  warning  are  posted  on  buildings,  indicating  the  existence  of  small 
pox,  cholera,  diptheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  or  any  other  infectious  or  contagious 
disease,  they  must  remain  at  least  two  weeks,  and  longer  if  necessary,  to  avoid  the 
contagion  of  the  Jesease,  except  measles,  which  must  remain  at  least  one  week. 
Flags  must  not  be  removed  without  the  authority  of  the  health  officers 

The  person  affected  with  the  disease  must  be  effectually  isolated,  and  the  children 
of  the  household  must  be  prohibited  from  attending  any  school. 

SMALL    POX. 

When  small  pox  exists  all  unva3cinated  persons  must  be  vaccinated  with  non- 
humonized  virus  immediately,  and  all  persons  who  have  been  exposed  to  the 
disease,  although  vaccinated,  must  be  re-vaccinated 

BURIALS. 

In  case  of  death  from  any  contagious  or  infectious  disease,  the  body  must  br>  placed 
in  a  coffin  as  soon  as  possible,  securely  closed  and  not  opened  again.     The  burial 

stg.  2. 
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must  take  place  within  eighteen  hours,  or  earlier  if  those  in  charge  are  so  notified 
by  the  health  officers.     The  funeral  must  be  strictly  private. 

DISINFECTANTS. 

For  disinfecting  discharges,  vomiting  matter,  etc.: 

Dissolve  four  ounces  of  chloride  of  lime  in  one  gallon  of  soft  water. 

For  disinfecting  clothing: 

Immerse  in  boiling  water  for  half  an  hour,  or  destroy  by  fire. 

The  room  in  which  there  has  been  a  case  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease  must 
be  disinfected,  and  all  bedding,  clothing  and  furniture  disinfected  or  destroyed. 
Close  the  room  tightly,  fumigate  with  sulphorous  acid  gas  produced  by  burning 
sulphur. 

Bichloride  of  mercury  solution: 

Four  ounces  of  bichloride  of  mercury  to  the  gallon  of  water,  and  add  one  drachm 
of  permonganaie  of  potassium  to  each  gallon.  One  ounce  of  this  solution  to  one 
gallon  of  water  will  be  suitable  to  disinfect  clothing,  and  the  proportion  of  four 
ounces  to  the  gallon  to  wash  walls,  ceilings  and  wood  work.  The  full  strength 
may  be  used  for  discharges  and  vomited  matters,  etc.  It  is  poisoness  and  must 
not  come  in  contact  with  metal.

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REGULAR  SSESION— January  2,    1888. 

The  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  met  in  the  Alder- 
manic  Chamber,  Monday  evening,  January  2,  A.  D.  1888,  at  seven  and 
one-half  o'clock,  in  hregular  session,  as  fixed  by  the  Rules  of  said  Board. 

John  W.  Bowlus,  City  Clerk,  called  the  Board  to  order,  and  stated 
that  the  following  members  held  certificates  of  election,  issued  upon  the 
authority  of  the  report  of  the  Canvassing  Board  of  Inspectors  at  the  last 
City  Election,  held  on  the  nth  day  of  October,  1887 ;  the  said  report  of 
Inspectors  being  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  said  members 
having  filed  their  certificates  of  election  with  the  City  Clerk,  and  have  duly 
qualified  as  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  according  to  law :

Whereupon  the  Clerk  announced  d  quorum  present,  and  that  the  first 
business  in  order  was  the  election  of  a  temporary  President. 

Alderman  Reynolds  moved  that  Alderman  Rail  be  elected  temporary 
President ;  which  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Alderman  Rail  then  took  the  Chair,  and  announced  that  the  election 
of  a  permanent  President  was  now  in  order.

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Alderman  Reinecke  seconded  the  nomination,  and  upon  his  motion, 
the  Clerk  was  directed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Board  for  Alderman  Wright. 

Temporary  President  Rail  then  announced  that  Alderman  Wright  had 
received  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  for  President,  and  he  there- 
upon declared  him  the  duly  elected  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen 
for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

President  Wright,  upon  taking  the  Chair,  delivered  the  following  ad- 
dress : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen : 

.  In  assuming  the  duties  of  the  position  to  which  you  have  called  me,  I  desire  to 
express  to  you  my  gratification  and  appreciation  of  the  honor  you  have  conferred 
on  me. 

Indianapolis  is  the  only  city  in  the  State  governed  by  a  common  council  and 
board  of  aldermen.  The  Board  of  Aldermen  was  created  by  act  of  the  Legislature 
approved  March  5,  1877,  and  afterwards  amended  March  8,  1881. 

I  had  the  honor,  as  a  duputy  city  clerk,  of  calling  to  order  the  first  Board  of 
Aldermen  organized  under  the  original  act,  and  presiding  until  the  organization 
was  completed  by  the  election  of  the  late  Judge  Horatio  C.  Newcomb  as  its  Presi- 
dent. The  first  meeting  was  held  on  Monday  evening  May  7,  1877.  Judge  New- 
comb  was  succeeded  as  President  by  the  following  gentlemen  in  the  order  named : 
William  D.  Wiles,  Jonathan  M.  Ridenour,  Henry  Coburn,  James  T.  Layman, 
Brainard  Rorison,  and  Thomas  E.  Endly.  Under  the  original  act  the  Board  of 
Aldermen  had  equal  power  with  the  Council  to  originate  legislation,  but  by  the 
amendment  of  March  8,  1881,  this  power  was,  I  think,  properly  limited,  and  now  this 
body  has  no  power  to  originate  any  ordinance,  order,  resolution  or  motion  for  the 
appropriation  of  money  or  for  the  government  or  regulation  of  the  city,  but  the 
same  must  originate  in  the  Common  Council.  The  concurrent  action  of  the  two 
bodies  being  required  in  all  cases  to  give  force  and  effect  to  any  measure  except  in 
regard  to  qualifications  of  its  own  members  and  its  order  of  business.  The  action 
of  the  Council  and  Board  must  be  separate  and  distinct.  This  practically  makes 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  a  board  of  review,  with  the  veto  power,  a  very  arbitrary 
power,  to  be  exercised  only  after  mature  reflection  and  careful  investigation. 

Indianapolis  is  the  only  city  in  the  State  with  a  tax  levy  limited  by  State  Statute 
to  ninety  (90)  cents  on  the  one  hundred  dollars  valuation,  being  but  little  more 
than  half  that  of  other  large  cities  of  the  State. 

The  condition  of  the  different  departments  of  the  city  and  the  management  of 
the  city's  business  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  be  fully  and  carefully  set  forth  in  detail 
by  Mayor  Denny,  in  his  message  to  the  Common  Council.  His  long  experience  in 
city  affairs  and  his  inclination  to  always  advise  for  the  best,  ought  to  entitle  his 
suggestions  to  the  highest  consideration  by  the  members  of  this  Board. 

During  the  two  years  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  body,  I  have  endeavored  to 
carefully  scrutinize  every  measure  coming  to  us  from  the  other  branch  of  the  city 
legislature,  and  I  can  pay  that  I  have  been  continually  surprised  at  the  very  few 
mistakes  made  by  the  Common  Council.  When  it  is  considered  that  propositions 
must  originate  with  them,  many  of  which  have  been  entirely  new  and  of  very 
great  importance  to  the  city's  future,  and  necessarily  considered  hastily,  and  to  a 
certain  extent,  without  sufficient  time  for  close  investigation,  I  think  it  can  be 
safely  said  that  the  Council  has  m»de  no  material  or  serious  mistake.  I  trust  the 
incoming  Council  will  make  equally  as  enviable  a  reputation. 

It  ought  to  be  the  policy  of  the  city  to  lessen  the  cost  to  the  property  owners  of 
the  improvement  of  public  streets.  A  saving  of  one-fifth  to  one  fourth  could  be 
made  on  all  streets  used  for  only  residence  purposes  by  narrowing  the  road- 
ways of  such  streets  to  a  minimum  width,  and  adding  the  surplus  to  the  sidewalks 
and  parking  the  same.     The  appearance  of  the  city  and  its  beauty  and  comfort 
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would  thereby  be  greatly  enhanced.  This  could  be  further  increased  by  the  uni- 
form planting  of  the  best  varieties  of  shade  trees  along  such  newly  improved  pub- 
lic streets. 

In  the  matter  of  public  parks,  the  city  is  very  deficient.  By  reason  of  the  very 
low  tax  limit  fixed  by  State  Statute  under  which  this  city  operates,  and  the  great 
uncertainty  and  doubtful  expediency  of  an  increased  rate,  the  city  has  not  been 
financially  able  to  properly  undertake  the  improvement  of  what  parks  we  have  or 
to  consider  the  purcbase"of  additional  grounds  for  park  purposes.  The  question  has 
been  one  of  finance.  Garfield  Park  ought  to  be  improved;  land  on  the  north 
ought  to  be  acquired  for  park  purposes;  this  should  include  Fall  creek  and  the  low 
grounds  adjoining  from  the  Michigon  road,  if  possible,  to  Schofields'  mill.  The 
surface  of  the  ground  is  such  that  it  is  now  almost  a  complete  park.  How  best  to 
create  a  fund  for  this  purpose  has  received  many  suggestions. 

I  have  thought  that  all  this  might  be  accomplished  by  creating  a  park  fund  in 
an  increase  of  the  city  poll  tax.  It  would  seem  proper  that  a  fund  should  be  cre- 
ated for  this  purpose  from  such  a  source,  especially  where  the  benefits  to  be  enjoyed 
are  so  nearly  personal  and  individual.  The  city  now  collects  but  fifty  cents  per.  capita  ^ 

from  male  citizens^between  the  ages  of  twenty  one  and  fifty  years,  It  would  require 
State  legislation  to  increase  this  tax,  but  if  increased  one  dollar,  would  give  this 
city  a  fund  amounting  to  more  than  $17,000  the  first  year,  and  constantly  and  ra- 
pidly increasing. ;  the  number  of  polls  returned  by  the  last  assessment  being  17,065 

March  1st  next  the  contract  with  the  gas  company  for  street  lighting  will  be 
"subject  to  a  revision  by  the  city.  A  renewal  of  this  contract,  if  made,  ought  to  be 
made  at  a  very  material  reduction  from  the  present  price.  Under  the  terms  of 
this  agreement  the  city  has  the  right  to  substitute  any  other  mode  of  street  lighting 
than  the  one  now  in  use;  that  is,  any  other  than  artificial  gas,  electricity  being 
specially  mentioned.  The  city  also  has  the  right  at  anytime,  by  giving  one  week's 
notice,  to  test  the  utility  of  any  other  mode  of  lighting  as  many  as  300  lamps  em- 
braced in  any  one  district  or  portion  of  the  city.  The  property  owners  have  paid 
for  and  own  all  public  street  lamps  and  fixtures  to  the  number  of  2  640,  and  for 
furnishing  light,. lighting  and  extinguishing  the  same,  the  city  pays  $25  per  annum 
per  post,  being  2,740  hours  of  light  per  post  through  a  burner  having  a  capacity  of 
four  cubic  feet  per  hour.  It  might  be  well  to  test  the  utility  of  natural  gas  for 
street  lighting,  by  permitting  300  lamps  to  be  so  lighted.  Light  furnished  by 
natural  gas  for  2740  hours  through  a  burner  having  the  capacity  of  twelve  cubic 
feet  per  hour  (three  times  the  capacity  of  artificial  gas  burners)  would  cost,  under 
ordinance  rates,  $2.30  per  post  per  annum,  as  against  $25,  the  present  cost;  or  300 
lamps  for  $690,  as  against  $7,500,  the  present  cost.  A  test  will  prove  the  utility  of 
natural  gas  for  this  purpose  as  well  as  the  correctness  or  incorrectness  of  these 
figures. 

It  might  be  well  for  us,  in  considering  proposed  legislation,  to  remember  that  a 
public  office  is  a  public  trust,  and  that  its  duties  and  obligations  must  be  discharged 
in  the  interest  of  the  public  without  reference  to  the  person  or  individual  to  be 
benefited  or  injured  by  our  action. 

The  city  needs  cheaper  gas  than  the  ordinance  rates  for  manufacturers;  cheaper 
light  for  street  lamps;  "Washington  street  ought  to  be  improved  ;  the  viaduct  com- 
pleted, and  the  street  car  service  and  accommodations  made  equal  to  the  demands 
of  a  large  and  rapidly  growing  city. 

All  measures  must  be  considered  entirely  upon  their  merits.  All  propositions 
calling  for  the  expenditure  of  money  should  be  closely  scrutinized. 

All  important  measures  should  be  referred  to  appropriate  committees  for  in- 
vestigation. Time  and  the  public  press  are  valuable  assistants  and  effective  agents 
in  arriving  at  proper  conclusions  and  preventing  bad  legislation. 

Our  course  should  be  conservative,  but  at  all  times  firm  and  positive  in  that 
which  we  believe  to  be  the  best  interest  of  the  people  who  have  delegated  us  to 
represent  them. 

In  assuming  the  duties  of  presiding  officer,  I  shall  not  forget  that  all  members 
are  equal  and  entitled  to  like  privileges. 

"With  your  assistance  and  suport,  I  shall  undertake  to  discharge  the  duties  of  this 
position,  as  nearly  as  possible.wtih  equal  justice  to  all.     Again,  I  thank  you. 
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The  nomination  of  a  Vice  President  being  in  order,  Alderman  Con- 
nett nominated  Alderman  Reynolds;    and  on  motion,  the  Clerk  cast  the- 
vote  of  the  Board  for  Alderman  Reynolds. 

Whereupon  the  President  declared  Alderman  Reynolds  the  duly  elected 
Vice  President  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the  ensuing  two  years.

To  the  Members  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

4  Gentlemen: — ?Tayor  Denny,  in  his  recent  message  to  the  Common  Council,  makes 

the  following  recommendations: 

",'A  contract  already  exists  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company 
for  lighting  the  streets,  which  expires  in  the  near  future.      That  a  material  saving 
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©an  be  made  in  this  department  after  that  date,  there  is,  of  course,  little  doubt. 
There  is  much  to  consider  in  connection  with  this  subject  of  future  street  lighting. 
I  hope  the  Committee  on  Fubiic  Light  will  give  the  matter  their  immediate  and, 
earnest  attention,  so  that  the  question  of  a  future  contract  for  street  lighting  will 
be  fully  understood  before  the  present  one  expires." 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  the  above  recommendation,  and  de- 
sire to  join  with  the  Mayor  in  his  request,  and  ask  that  the  Committee  on  Public 
Light  of  this  Board  at  once  begin  the  consideration  of  this  very  important  question. 
AH  of  the  various  means  and  methods  of  street  lighting  ought  to  be  carefully  and 
thoroughly  investigated  with  reference  to  the  best  light  and  the  cheapest  price" 

At  no  time  should  the  city  pay  an  extra  price  for  any  service  or  product,  and 
particularly  at  this  time,  considering  the  city's  financial  condition,  caused  by  its 
limited  resources,  an  extra  price  for  street  lighting^  must  not  be  entertained. 

In  connection  with  artificial  gas  light,  I  think  the  committee  ought  to  consider 
the  various  methods  and  cost  of  electric  lighting,  as  well  as  natural  gas.  1  believe 
the  latter  might  be  made  available  for  this  purpose.  Sixty-six  thousand  dollars  per 
annum  for  2  G40  lamps— or  at  the  rate  of  $2.28  per  thousa  id  cubic  feet— is  too  much 
to  pay  for  gas  for  street  lights.  If  a  contract  is  again  made  with  the  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Co.j  it  ought  to  be  made  at  a  very  material  reduction  from  the  present  price. 
We  have  less  than  sixty  days  in  which  to  investigate,  consider  and  determine  upon 
a  contract,  the  present  one  expiring  March  1st.  _ 

I  believe  these  questions  ought  to  be  considered  in  joint  session  of  the  commit- 
tees of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Common  Council,  aad  I  therefore  recommend 
sach  a  course. 

Alderman  Rail  offered  the  following  motion ;   which  was  adopted :  . 

That  the  resolution  compelling  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  to  place 
platforms  on  the  rear  end  of  their  cars,  be  taken  from  the  Clerk's  desk  and  referred 
to  the  Railroad  Committee. 

And  on  motion  by  Alderman  Rail,  the  consideration  of  the  above  mat- 
ter was  made  a  *' Special  Order"  for  the  next  regular  meeting.

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  the  case  of  Davidson  vs.  The 
I.,  P.  §  G.  R  R  Co,  The  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  others,  cause  No.  1967  Marion 
Circuit  Court,  has  finally  been  dismissed  in  the  Hendricks  Circuit  Court,  whence  it 
had  been  taken  from  this  county,  on  change  of  venue,  some  five  years  ago. 

This  noted  case  was  begun  in  the  Marion  Circuit  Court  eleven  years  ago  against 
more  than  800  defendants,  for  the  recovery  of  a  large  tract  of  land  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  city,  practically  covering  all  the  territory  bounded  by  Washington 
street  on  the  south;  State  street  on  the  east;  Massachusetts  avenue  on  the  north, 
and  Noble  street  on  the  west.  The  plaintiffs  are  the  heirs  of  the  late  Gov.  Noble, 
who  willed  this,  with  much  other  property,  to  his  heirs  upon  certain  conditions, 
and  for  many  years  the  heirs,  in  one  way  and  another,  have  been  litigaiing  for  the 
recovery  of  the  said  real  estate;  but  the  Superior  and  Supreme  Courts  have  invar- 
iably decided  against  the  claimants.  Many  people,  however,  have  procured  re- 
leases from  the  heirs  to  quit  their  titles. 

The  plaintiffs  contend  that  the  will  of  the  Governor  was  not  obeyed  ;  that  the 
property  was  squandered  by  the  executors ;  that  the  partition  of  the  land  was  il- 
legal; that  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  1850,  in  ordering  the  sale  of  part  of  the 
home  farm,  was  unconstitutional;  that  all  the  occupying  claimants  are  inrtuders 
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and  should  be  ejected;  that  plaintiffs  had  suffered  damages  in  the  sum  of  #100T000, 
and  they  asked  for  the  possession  of  the  property.  The  property  is  valued  at  an 
enormous  sum,  and  the  city  was  the  largest  "in  interest  of  the  defendants.

The  truck  is  almost  entirely,  and  as  far  as  possible,  of  iron  and  steel,  and  of  the 
best  workmanship.  The  ladder  extends  seventy-six  feet  from  the  ground  and 
stands"  upon  a  turn-table  placed  upon  the  forward  end  of  the  truck,  and  can  be 
quickly  and  easily  turned  to  either  side.  The  two  outside  length  wises  pieces  of  the 
ladder  are  of  the  best  yellow  pine,  and  in  the  center  is  a  two  and  a-half-inch  steel 
pipe  forming  a  third  and  middle  leg,  bracing,  and  very  much  strengthening,  the 
ladder,  and  raises  and  extends  with  it,  forming  a  stand  pipe  or  section  of  iron  hose 
extending  from  near  the  ground  to  the  top  of  the  ladder.  The  regular  hose  i& 
attached  to  the  lower  end,  and  at  the  top  a  short  piece  of  hose  and  a  nozzle,  easily 
handled,  and  from  which  the  water  can  be  thrown  almost  with  the  percision  of  a 
rifle  shot.  The  rungs  are  of  young  hickory.  Tbe  hoisting  apparatus  is  a  patented 
invention  of  great  efficiency,  and  with  it  the  ladder  can  be  raised  in  one  minute. 
The  entire  apparatus  is  as  strong  and  as  light  as  consistent  with  the  necessary 
strength,  and  can  be  drawn  by  two  horses. 

It  is  especially  constructed  for  reaching  fires  in  high  buildings,  and  for  saving 
life  and  property  from  places  high  and  difficult  to  reach  and  which  can  not  be  done 
by  ordinary  apparatus.

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned,  tax  payers  and  citizens  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, respectfully  present  for  your  consideration,  as  guardians  of  the  health  and 
well-being  of  the  people,  that  there  exists  and  is  maintained  a  "Hair  Cleaning" 
establishment,  and  other  obnoxious  works,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  this  city, 
being  located  west  of  Meridian  street,  in  the  vicinity  of  the  west  end  of  Palmer 
street,  on  the  property  owned  by  one  George  Knarzer,  described  on  the  city  and 
county  tax  duplicates  as  "  Fifty-hundredths  of  an  acre,  north  of  the  southeast  cor- 
ner of  the  northeast  quarter  of  Section  14,  Township  15,  Range  3"  (east.)  Said 
establishment  being  operated  under  the  supervision  of  one  Schuyler  C.  Haughey. 
The  stench  arising  from  the  prosecution  of  the  above  described  business,  is  unbeara- 
ble, numerous  cases  of  sickness  having  been  caused  among  the  women  and  children, 
I  and  its  maintain ance  is  a  constant  source  of  depreciation  of  values  in  real  estate  and 
rentals,  thus  working  a  hardship  to  the  community  in  its  vicinity. 

We  simply  ask  at  your  hands  an  act  of  equity  in  this  matter;  and  as  the  subscri- 
bers represent  almost  the  entire  tax-paying  population  of  this  icfected  district  of

Gentlemen: — Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the  case  of  Antony  Schenecke 

vs  The  City  and  Richter  &  Twiname,  in  which  case  the  plaintiff  demanded  five 
thousand  dollars  ($5,000)  damages  on  account  of  an  injury  she  alleged  she  received 

by  falling  over  a  stake  set  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer.  Her  injury  resulted  in  a 
-miscarriage,  and  other  female  troubles,  so  she  alleged.  She  was  clearly  negligent; 
-and  on  examination  this  was  so  plainly  developed,  that  she  dismissed  the  case,  at 

her  own  costs. 

Another  case  of  importance,  is  the  case  of  Crowell  vs.  Jaqua,  in  which  the  Court 
holds  that  the  Act  of  1885,  providing  for  the  collection  of  street  assessments,  ap- 
plies only  to  unplatted  lands.  The  former  decision  or  the  court,  rendered  about 
the  first  of  the  year,  held  that  said  Act  applied  to  all  cases  of  street  improvements, 
and  required  that  the  contractor  in  every  case  of  non-payment,  must  pursue  his 
iemedy,  not  by  a  precept,  but  in  the  circuit  court.  Hereafter  the  remedy  in  all 
-cases,  except  on  unplatted  land,  will  be  by  precept;  but  as  to  unplatted  lands,  no 
precept  can  be  enforced,  and  the  contractor  must  go  to  the  circuit  court,  and  there 
•■enforce  his  lien  against  the  land.

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DANGER   FLAGS. 

Resolved,  That  when  flags  of  warning  are  posted  on  buildings,  indicating  the  ex- 
istence of  small  pox,  cholera,  diptheria,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  or  any  other  infec- 
tious or  contagious  disease,  tfhey  must  remain  at  least  two  weeks,  and  longer,  if  ne- 
cessary to  avoid  the  contagion  of  the  disease,  except  measles,  which  must  remain  at 
least  one  week. 

Flags  must  not  be  removed  without  the  authority  of  the  He-tlth  officers. 

The  person  affected  with  the  disease  must  be  effectually  isolated,  and  the  children 
of  the  household  must  be  prohibited  from  attending  any  school. 

SMALL   POX. 

When  small  pox  exists,  all  unvaccinated  persons  must  b«  vaccinated  with  non- 
faumorized  virus  immediately,  and  all  persons  who  have  been  exposed  to  the  dis- 
ease, although  vaccinated,  must  be  re-vaccinated. 

BURIALS. 

In  case  of  death  from  any  contatious  or  infectious  disease,  the  body  must  be  placed 
in  a  coffin  as  soon  as  possible,  securely  closed,  and  not  opened  again.  The  burial 
must  take  place  within  eighteen  hours,  or  earlier,  if  those  in  charge  are  so  notified 
toy  the  Health  officer.     The  funeral  must  be  strictly  private. 

DISINFECTANTS. 

For  disinfecting  discharges,  vomiting  matter,  etc : 

Dissolve  four  ounces  of  chloride  of  lime  in  one  gallon  of  soft  water. 

For  disinfecting  clothing: 

Immerse  in  boiling  water  for  half  an  hour,  or  destroy  by  fire. 

The  room  in  which  there  has  been  a  case  of  infectious  or  contagious  disease,  must 
be  disinfected,  and  all  bedding,  clothing  and  furniture  disinfected  or  destroyed. 
'Close  the  room  tightly,  fumigate  with  sulphorous  acid  gas  produced  by  burning 
isulphur. 

Bichloride  of  mercury  solution  : 

Four  ounces  of  bichloride  of  mercury  to  the  gallon  of  water  and  add  one  drachm 
•of  perm.onganate  of  potassium  to  each  gallon.  One  ounce  of  this  solution  to  one 
gallon  of  water,  will  be  suitable  to  disinfect  clothing,  and  the  proportion  of  four 
ounces  to  the  gallon  to  wash  walls,  ceilings  and  wood  work.  The  full  strength  may 
be  used  for  discharges  and  vomited  matters,  etc.  It  is  poisoness,  and  must  not  come 
in  contact  with  metal."

1.  That  the  motion  requesting  the  C.,  H.  &  D.  R.  R.  Co.  to  build  a  stone  wall 
between  Pine  and  Noble  streets,  be  referred  to  the  City  Attorney  and  City  Civil 
Engineer. 

2.  That  G.  O.  No.  2, 1888,  be  passed.  This  ordinance  amends  the  street  railway 
ordinance,  allowing  the  company  to  run  a  track  on  the  streets  around  the  Union 
Station.  There  now  remains  but  thirty-four  feet  of  the  street  on  the  north  side  of 
the  Station  for  all  vehicles  and  footman;  and  in  times  of  crowds,  it  will  be  impos- 
sible for  the  people  to  be  bandied  if  this  street  is  to  be  further  burdened  with  an 
additional  street  railway  track.

CALLED   DIRECTORS'    MEETING. 

At  a  called  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway 
Company,  held  at  their  office  on  the  28th  day  of  April,  1887,  called  to  order  by  A. 
W.  Johnson.  Present,  A.  W.  Johnson,  Chas.  F.  Johnson,  John  Churchill;  absent, 
A.  V.  DuPont,  Tom.  L.  Johnson. 

Upon  motion  of  Chas.  F.  Johnson,  the  following  resolution  was  presented  and 
passed  unanimously: 

"Resolved,  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  of 
Indianapolis,  Indiana,  that  we  do  hereby  fully  accept  all  the  terms  and  conditions 
embraced  in  ordinance  No.  1,  1887,  passed  by  the  Council  March  21st,  1887,  and  by 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  the  11th  day  of  April,  1887,  as  follows: 

G.  O.  1,  1887 — An  ordinance  to  provide  for  certain  changes  of  track  of  Citizens' 
Street  Railway  Company,  and  a  transfer  of  certain  rights. 

Whereas,  At  the  instance  of  the  Union  Railway  Company,  the  city  has  vacated 
certain  parts  of  Louisiana  and  Illinois  streets,  through  which  the  Citizens'  Street 
Railway  Company  have  the  right  to  lay  their  tracks;    now  therefore, 

"Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  That  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company  are  herewith  permit 
ted  to  surrender  their  rights  in  the  said  parts  of  streets,  and  that  they  may  also 
move  their  present  tracks  opposite  the  new  baggage  room,  near  the  north  curb  line 
of  Louisiana  street ;  and  in  li<  u  thereof  are  given  the  right  to  construct  their  tracks 
through  the  streets  or  public  ways  that  are  now  opened,  or  hereafter  may  be  open- 
ed, within  the  block  bounded  by  Illinois,  Meridian  and  Georgia  streets,  and  locate 
a  new  track  within  three  (3)  feet  of  the  new  curb  line  to  be  established  on  the  west 
side  of  the  new  depot  building,  on  Illinois  street. 

Section  2.  That  the  right  to  maintain  double  tracks  through  the  tunnel,  shall 
be  co-extensive  with  their  contract  rights  through  other  streets  in  the  city. 

Section  3.  All  tracks  built  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  con- 
ditions, requirements  and  restrictions  of  the  ordinance  now  governing  the  Citizens' 
Street  Railway  Company  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

There  being  no  other  business  before  the  Board,  the  meeting  adjourned;

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  sun- 
dry matters,  report  thereon  as  follows : 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  petition  of  A.  H.*  Gladden  and  others,  praying  for 
the  opening  of  a  twelve  foot  alley  through  what  is  commonly  known  as  the  "  Base 
Ball  Park,"  be  not  granted.  It  is  true  that  an  alley  will  soon  be  required,  and 
should  be  put  through  said  ground,  but  at  the  present  time  it  would  be  too  expen- 
sive for  the  property  holders  adjacent  to  the  proposed  alley.  As  the  petition  now 
stands,  there  is  not  a  property  holder  on  the  line  of  the  said  alley  between  {Seventh 
and  William  streets  who  asks  for  said  alley.  The  owner  opposes  the  opening,  and 
the  Base  Ball  Association — that  has  expended  many  thousand  dollars,  and  is  under 
contract  to  expend  many  more  thousand  dollars  on  the  said  ground,  and  in  support 
of  a  ball  club  to  play  on  the  same  —  is  opposed  to  such  opening,  and,  in  the  event 
that  the  alley  should  go  through,  it  would  have  to  be  compensated  for  any  loss  it 
would  sustain  as  an  occupying  tenant.  Your  committee  dees  not  feel  warranted  in 
recommending  that  the  city  assume  the  responsibility  of  a  suit  that  would  grow 
out  ot  the  immediate  opening  of  said  alley. 

2.  As  to  the  petition  of  Elizabeth  Talbott  and  others,  asking  for  the  vacation  of 
thirty  seven  feet  off  of  the  south  side  of  Exposition  avenue,  west  of  Pennsylvania 
street,  your  committee  report  progress,  and  ask  for  further  time. 

3.  We  have  progressed  in  the  examination  of  the  petition  of  Jay  G.  Voss  and 
others,  asking  for  the  opening  of  the  alley  between  Delaware  and  Pennsylvania 
streets,  and  north  of  King  street,  and  ask  for  further  time. 

4.  On  the  vacation  of  Leota  and  other  surrounding  streets  and  alleys,  we  report 
progress,  and  ask  for  further  time.

Gentlemen: — The  Indianapolis  Natural  Gas  Company  has  completed  a  twelve-inch 
pipe  line  from  the  gas  fields  in  the  neighborhood  of  Noblesville,  Hamilton  county, 
to  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  at  the  intersection  of  Meridian  and  Twelfth 
streets,  at  which  point  is  located  its  reducing  station. 

The  annexed  plat  shows  the  general  plan  of  mains  for  conveying  natural  gas 
through  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  lanes  or  public  grounds  of  the  city,  adopted  by 
the  said  company.  The  pipes  and  mains  to  be  located  in  the  center  of  the  streets 
and  alleys,  so  far  as  practical,  and  low  pressure  mains  will  be  located  in  alleys, 
wherever  practical.  The  highest  pressure  to  be  carried  upon  high  pressure  mains, 
is  twenty  pounds  to  the  square  inch,  to  be  properly  equipped  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  provide  for  the  removal  of  escaping  gas.  The  highest  pressure  to  be  carried 
upon  low  pressure  mains,  is  eight  ounces  to  the  square  inch.  High  pressure  mains 
will  be  located  as  follows :  Starting  at  the  reducing  station  and  running  thence 
south  on  north  Meridian  street  to  Seventh  street;  thence  west  to  Mississippi  street;

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Accounts  and  Claims,  together  with  the  City 
Attorney  and  City  Civil  Engineer,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Robert 
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Kennington,  in  the  matter  of  improving  Sanders  street,  would  report  that  we  have 
investigated  the  same,  and  find  the  following  facts : 

Sanders  street  was  originally  laid  out  to  a  width  of  eighty  feet  from  Shelby  street 
to  a  point  about  two  hundred  feet  east  of  Wright  street,  and  from  thereon  to  East 
street  straight  with  the  nonh  line,  laid  out  to  a  width  of  fifty  feet.  After  said 
opening  to  East  street  was  made,  the  city  vacated  fifteen  feet  pn  each  side  of  that 
portkm  that  was  eighty  feet  wide,  and  the  property  owners  on  the  east  half  of  the 
street,  set  their  fences  out  to  the  line  so  vacated.  "The  street  was  properly  located 
and  improved  from  Shelby  street  to  the  west  line  of  the  Brothers'  grounds,  from 
thereon  to  Wright  street,  The  transitman  ran  the  line  to  connect  with  the  street  as 
located  at  Wright  street,  making  the  mistake  of  following  the  original  records,  for 
distances,  being  all  open  grounds,  nothing  to  indicate  the  proper  line,  and  not 
taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  said  vacation  threw  the  north  line  of  the 
street  fifteen  feet  south,  which  makes  a  square  offset  of  fifteen  feet,  at  a  point  two 
hundred  feet  east  of  Wright  street. 

We  find  that  to  make  the  necessary  correction,  said  street  improvement  will  have 
to  be  moved  south,  beginning  at  nothing,  at  the  west  line  of  the  Brothers'  grounds, 
and  running  in  triangular  form,  six  hundred  and  eighty-six  feet  west,  to  a  width 
of  thirteen  feet.     The  estimated  cost  of  making  said  correction,  is  $134.00. 

We  recommend  the  Street  Commissioner  be  authorized  to  do  the  work.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Light,  have  to  report  that  as  instructed, 
we  have,  to  the  best  of  our  ability,  endeavored  to  ascertain  as  to  the  best  terms  on 
which  a  renewal  of  the  contract  with  the  Gas  Company  might  be  made. 

"We  find  it  impossible  to  master  the  secrets  of  the  manufacture  of  gas  in  the  short 
time  at  our  disposal;  but  from  information  obtained  from  parties  more  favorably 
situated,  from  a  comparison  of  the  prices  paid  in  other  cities,  and  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  whatever  may  be  our  facilities  in  the  near  futvre,  the  present  company  is 
the  only  one  now  prepared  to  deal  with  us. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  a  contract  be  entered  into  with  the  In- 
dianapolis Gas  Light  and  Cuke  Company  to  supply  the  city  and  private  consumers 
at  the  rate  of  $1.25  per  thousand  feet,  and  $18.75  for  each  lamp-post,  for  the  pe- 
riod of  two  years  from  March  1st,  the  city  reserving  the  right  to  experiment  with 
natural  gas.

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This  Agreenent,  Made  and  entered  into  this  1st  day  of  March,  1888,  by  and 
between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Indian- 
apolis Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part ; 

Witnesseth:    Whereas,  The  contract  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  said 

parties,  on  the day  of  March,  1885,  for  the  lighting  of  said  city  for  three  years 

from  the  first  day  of  March,  1885,  has  expired;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  to  make  and  enter  into  a  new  contract  between  said 
parties  or  others,  for  the  public  lighting  of  said  city; 

Now,  therefore.  It  is  agreed  by  and  between  said  parties  hereto,  that  said  Indian- 
apolis Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  to  furnish 
gas  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  day  of 
March,  1888,  of  the  quality  and  kind  used  and  furnished  in  other  cities  ofsimilar 
size  to  this  city,  in  this  country,  for  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  lamps,  all 
of  which  are  now  in  serviceable  condition  in  and  upon  the  streets  of  said  city;  said 
lamps  to  be  lighted  upon  a  time-table  to  be  furnished  by  the  city,  which  table  shall 
provide  for  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  (2,740)  hours  per  year  for  each  and 
every  lamp,  and  the  burners  thereof  shall  be  of  the  capacity  of  not  less  than  four  (4) 
cubic  feet  per  hour  for  each  and  every  lamp.  Said  party  of  the  second  part  also 
agrees  at  proper  and  regular  times  to  light  and  extinguish  said  lamps,  according  to 
the  schedule  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  first  part;,  to  keep  said  lamps  clean  and 
in  repair ;  and  if  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  keep  the  same 
clean  and  in  repair,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  do  so,  and 
deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  sum  due  said  company.  It  is  further  agreed  that 
the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  deduct  from  any  amount  due  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)  cents  for  each  and  every  post  for 
each  and  every  night  that  it  is  not  lighted  and  kept  lighted  during  the  time  provi- 
ded in  the  timetable :  Provided,  that  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  cases  of  failure 
to  light  and  keep  lighted  that  are  caused  by  frost,  over  which  said  party  of  the  se- 
cond part  has  no  control;  but  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  use  the  utmost 
reasonable  dispatch  in  thawing  out  such  posts. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  her  ofiicers,  shall  have 
the  right,  at  any  time,  to  test  both  the  quality  of  the  gas  furnished,  and  the  capacity 
of  the  burners  on  street  lamps. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  the  2,640  posts  and  lamps  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  se- 
lected and  designated  by  the  proper  committee  or  committees  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  a  representative  committee  of  said  Gas  Com- 
pany ;  and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  to  furnish  gas  for  all  offices 
occupied  by  city  ofiicers,  for  all  engine  houses,  for  the  Council  Chamber,  for  all 
tunnels,  bridges  and  station  houses,  and  all  other  places  where  gas  is  required  for 
the  use  of  said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  at  a  price  of  one  dollar  and  twenty- 
five  cents  ($1  25)  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreements  of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  said  party  of  the  second  part  for  each  and 
every  street  lamp  of  said  ciiy  to  which  gas  is  applied,  the  sum  ©f  eighteen  dollars 
and  seventy-five  cents  ($18.75)  per  annum  for  said  2,640  posts;  (said  sum  to  be  full 
compensation  for  all  gas  furnished),  and  for  cleaning,  lighting  and  keeping  in  re- 
pair and  in  order  for  service,  such  lamps  and  posts  as  above  undertaken  and  agreed 
by  the  party  of  thn  second  part.  And  the  party  of  the  first  part  does  further  agree 
to  pay  for  gas  furnished  said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  except  street  lamps,' 
the  price  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  ($1.25)  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  as 
above  mentioned. 

The  compensation  herein  agreed  to  be  paid,  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  month,  and  the 
city  warrants  or  orders  shall  be  received  at  par  in  such  payments 

And  the  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  with  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
that  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract,  all  fines  and  damages  collected  by  the 
said  city  from  persons  for  breaking  or  damaging  said  street  lamps  or  posts,  shall  be 
paid,  when  collected,  to  said  party  of  the  second  part.      And  the  said  party  of  the 
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second  part  also  agrees  that  if  the  city  should,  at  aDy  time,  require  a  greater  num- 
ber of  lamp  posts  lighted  than  above  mentioned,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
will  furnish  gas,  light  and  keep  the  same  in  repair  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said 
2,640  lamps  above  mentioned,  and  at  the  same  rate.  And  said  party  of  the  second 
part  does  further  agree  to  dis-mantle  any  gas  lamp  now  erected,  and  re-light  in 
lieu  thereof  any  lamp-post  now  erected,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  erected  upon  the 
lines  of  existing  mains,  when  so  ordered  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, during  the  existence  of  the  present  contract,  and  due  notice  being  given 
by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  without  any  cost  to  said  city. 

It  is  mutually  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  should  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  deem  it  advisable  to  make  a  test  of  the  utility  of 
natural  gas,  or  any  other  mode  of  lighting,  at  any  time  during  the  existence  of  this 
contract,  the  party  of  the  first  part  may,  upon  giving  at  least  one  week's  notice  to 
the  party  of  the  second  part,  discontinue  the  use  of  any  number  of  lamps,  not  ex- 
ceeding three  hundred  (300),  the  said  lamps  so  discontinued  all  to  be  embraced  in 
one  district  or  portion  of  said  city;  and  during  the  time  said  lamps  are  not  in  use, 
no  charge  shall  be  made  therefor,  and  a  reduction,  in  proportion  to  the  price  herein 
provided  for,  shall  be  made  from  the  bills  rendered  said  city  for  the  time  said  lamps 
remain  unlighted;  and  should  the  party  of  the  first  part  desire  to  have  said  lamps 
re-lighted,  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  re-light  the  same  within  forty- 
eight  (48)  hours  after  notice  so  to  do. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  price  charged  to  citizens  by  said  company,  shall  be 
the  same  as  that  herein  agreed  to  be  pa<d  by  said  city,  to-wit:  the  sum  of  one  dol- 
lar and  twenty-five  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  for  all  gas  consumed  during  the 
period  of  two  years  from  March  20th,  1888. 

This  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1888, 
and  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  said  last  mentioned  date, 
and  until  a  new  contract  shall  be  entered  into  between  said  parties  hereto. 

In  Witness  Whereof,  The  parties  hereto,  by  their  proper  oflicers,  have  hereunto 
signed  their  corporate  names,  and  caused  their  corporate  seals  to  be  affixed,  the  day 
and  year  first  above  written.

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To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: —  5Tour  Committee  on  Rules,  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  re- 
quiring this  committee  to  report  an  amendment  to  Rule  53,  (doubtless  meaning 
Rule  15),  so  as  to  correspond  to  the  Rule  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  the  subject 
of  giving  notice  to  reconsider,  report  that  there  is  no  Rule  of  the  Board  allowing 
notice  to  be  given  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  and  that  Rule  15  of  the  Council  now 
allows  a  motion  to  reconsider  on  the  same  or  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the 
Council.  We  present  herewith  an  amendment  to  Rule  15,  as  follows,  which  incor- 
porates the  right  to  give  notice  of  a  motion  to  reconsider,  to-wit: 

Rule  15.     To  be  amended  to  read  as  follows,  to-wit : 

Rule  15.  Any  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  may  move  a  reconsidera- 
tion of  any  decided  matter,  except  the  passage  of  an  appropria'ion  ordinance,  pro- 
vided such  motion  be  made  not  later  than  the  next  regular  session  after  aforesaid 
action  ;  and  provided,  further,  that  any  such  member  voting  with  the  majority  may 
at  the  same  session  of  the  aforessid  action,  give  notice  of  a  motion  to  reconsider  at 
the  next  regular  session ;  and  this  notice  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  a  motion  to 
reconsider. 

The  said  motion  and  notice  are  in  order  at  any  time,  except  when  some  other 
subject  or  motion  is  pending  The  motion  to  reconsider  a  debatable  question,  is 
itself  debatable.  The  motion  to  reconsider  any  particular  matter  or  subject,  shall 
not  be  made  more  than  once  at  the  same  session. 

It  shall  require  the  same  number  of  votes  to  reconsider  any  action  had,  that  was 
required  to  pass  or  adopt  the  same.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been  once 
decided,  such  decision  can  not  be  reconsidered.

This  Agreenent,  Made  and  entered  into  this  1st  day  of  March,  1888,  by  and 
between  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Indian- 
apolis Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  party  of  fhe  second  part; 

Witnesseth:    Whereas,  The  contract  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  said 

parties,  on  the day  of  March,  1885,  for  the  lighting  of  said  city  for  three  years 

from  the  first  day  of  March,  1885,  has  expired;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  to  make  and  enter  into  a  aew  contract  between  said 
parties  or  others,  for  the  public  lighting  of  said  city ; 

Now,  therefore,  It  is  agreed  by  and  between  said  parties  hereto,  that  said  Indian- 
apolis Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  agrees  to  furnish 
gas  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  day  of 
March,  1888,  of  the  quality  and  kind  used  and  furnished  in  other  cities  ofsimilar 
size  to  this  city,  in  this  country,  for  two  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  lamps,  all 
of  which  are  now  in  serviceable  condition  in  and  upon  the  streets  of  said  city;  said 
lamps  to  be  lighted  upon  a  time-table  to  be  furnished  by  the  city,  which  table  shall 
provide  for  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  (2,740)  hours  per  year  for  each  and 
every  lamp,  and  the  burners  thereof  shall  be  of  the  capacity  of  not  less  than  four  (4) 
cubic  feet  per  hour  for  each  and  every  lamp.  Said  party  of  the  second  part  also 
agrees  at  proper  and  regular  times  to  light  and  extinguish  said  lamps,  according  to 
the  schedule  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  first  part;  to  keep  said  lamps  clean  and 
in  repair ;  and  if  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  keep  the  same 
clean  and  in  repair,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  do  so,  and 
.  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  any  sum  due  said  company.  It  is  further  agreed  that 
the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  have  the  right  to  deduct  from  any  amount  due  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  the  sum  of  fifteen  (15)  cents  for  each  and  every  post  for 
each  and  every  night  that  it  is  not  lighted  and  kept  lighted  during  the  time  provi- 
ded in  the  time-table :  Provided,  that  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  cases  of  failure 
to  light  and  keep  lighted  that  are  caused  by  frost,  over  which  said  party  of  the  se- 
cond part  has  no  control;  but  said  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  use  the  utmost 
reasonable  dispatch  in  thawing  out  such  posts: 

It  is  further  agreed  that  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  her  officers,  shall  have 
the  right,  at  any  time,  to  test  both  the  quality  of  the  gas  furnished,  and  the  capacity 
of  the  burners  on  street  lamps. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  the  2,640  posts  and  lamps  shall  be  such  as  shall  be  se- 
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lected  and  designated  by  the  proper  committee  or  committees  of  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  and  a  representative  committee  of  said  Gas  Com- 
pany;  and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  also  agrees  to  furnish  gas  for  all  offices 
occupied  by  city  officers,  for  all  engine  houses,  for  the  Council  Chamber,  for  all 
tunnels,  bridges  and  station  houses,  and  all  other  places  where  gas  is  required  for 
the  use  of  said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  at  a  price  of  one  dollar  ($1  00)  per 
thousand  cubic  feet. 

In  consideration  of  the  foregoing  agreements  of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  the 
said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  pay  said  party  of  the  second  part  for  each  and 
every  street  lamp  of  said  city  to  which  gas  is  applied,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars 
($15.00)  per  annum  for  said  2,640  posts;  (said  sum  to  be  full  compensation  for  all 
gas  furnished),  and  for  cleaning,  lighting  and  keeping  in  repair  and  in  order  for 
service,  such  lamps  and  posts  as  above  undertaken  and  agreed  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part.  And  the  party  of  the  first  part  does  further  agree  to  pay  for  gas  fur- 
nished said  city  in  her  corporate  capacity,  except  street  lamps,  the  price  of  one 
dollar  ($1.00)  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  as  above  mentioned. 

The  compensation  herein  agreed  to  be  paid,  shall  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part  in  equal  monthly  installments,  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  month,  and  the 
city  warrants  or  orders  shall  be  received  at  par  in  such  payments 

And  the  party  of  the  first  part  further  agrees  with  the  party  of  the  second  part, 
that  during  the  continuance  of  this  contract,  all  fines  and  damages  collected  by  the 
said  city  from  persons  for  breaking  or  damaging  said  street  lamps  or  posts,  shall  be 
paid,  when  collected,  to  said  party  of  the  second  part.  And  the  said  party  of  the 
-second  part  also  agrees  that  if  the  city  should,  at  any  time,  require  a  greater  num- 
ber of  lamp  posts  lighted  than  above  mentioned,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
will  furnish  gas,  light  and  keep  the  same  in  repair  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said 
2,640  lamps  above  mentioned,  and  at  the  same  rate.  And  said  party  of  the  second 
part  does  further  agree  to  dis-mantle  any  gas  lamp  now  erected,  and  re-light  in 
lieu  thereof  any  lamp-post  now  erected,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  erected  upon  the 
lines  of  existing  mains,  when  so  ordered  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, during  the  existence  of  the  present  contract,  and  due  notice  being  given 
by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  without  any  cost  to  said  city. 

It  is  mutually  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  should  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  deem  it  advisable  to  make  a  test  of  the  utility  of 
natural  gas,  or  any  other  mode  of  lighting,  at  any  time  during  the  existence  of  this 
contract,  the  party  of  the  first  part  may,  upon  giving  at  least  one  week's  notice  to 
the  party  of  the  second  part,  discontinue  the  use  of  any  number  of  lamps,  not  ex- 
ceeding three  hundred  (300),  the  said  lamps  so  discontinued  all  to  be  embraced  in 
one  district  or  portion  of  said  city;  and  during  the  time  said  lamps  are  not  in  use, 
no  charge  shall  be  made  therefor,  and  a  reduction,  in  proportion  to  the  price  herein 
provided  for,  shall  be  made  from  the  bills  rendered  said  city  for  the  time  said  lamps 
remain  unlighted;  and  should  the  party  of  the  first  part  desire  to  have  said  lamps 
re-lighted,  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  re-light  the  same  within  forty- 
eight  (48)  hours  after  notice  so  to  do. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  price  charged  to  citizens  by  said  company,  shall  be 
the  same  as  that  herein  agreed  to  be  paid  by  said  city,  to-wit :  the  sum  of  one  dol- 
lar per  thousand  cubic  feet,  for  all  gas  consumed  during  the  period  of  two  years 
from  March  20th,  1888. 

This  contract  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1888, 
and  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  period  of  two  years  from  said  last  mentioned,  date, 
and  until  a  new  contract  shall  be  entered  into  between  said  parties  hereto 
i  In  Witness  Whereof,  The  parties  hereto,  byT  their  proper  officers,  have  hereunto 
signed  their  corporate  names,  and  caused  their  corporate  seals  to  be  affixed,  the  day 
and  year  first  above  written. 

The  said  company  agrees  to  place  on  each  lamp  at  the  corner  of  the  streets,  two 
signs  showing  the  name  of  the  cross  street. 

Provided,  That  the  City  of  Indianapolis  hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right,  at  any 
time  after  March  1st,  1889,  to  release  from  this  contract,  and  light  any  number  of 
street  lights  in  any  manner  or  by  any  mode  said  city  may  elect,  by  giving  at  least 
one  week's  notice  thereof  to  the  said  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company.

We  are  authorized  to  say  for  a  certain  responsible  company,  (electric  light)  that 
it  will  light  our  city  (using  450  lights),  at  $100.00  each  per  year,  $45,000.00.  This 
is  less  than  the  Council  proposes  to  light  the  city  by  means  of  art  gas,  which 
is,  $49,438.89. 

We  believe,  however,  that  no  contract  can  be  made  for  less  than  three  (3)  years, 
and  at  present  we  do  not  feel  justified  in  making  a  contract  with  any  one  for  more 
than  one  year  f©r  city  lights. 

Since  the  above  information  was  obtained,  another  company  tells  us  that  it  will 
require  800  electric  lights  to  properly  light  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and,  inasmuch 
as  that  would  necessitate  more  expense  than  the  present  mode  of  lighting,  and 
especially  for  the  present  year,  we  deem  it  prudent  to  make  no  recommendation  on 
this  plan  at  present;  and  yet,  we  believe  electric  light  will  in  the  near  future,  be 
the  true  method  for  street  lighting. 

From  a  reliable  source  we  find  that a"London  Ga^  Company  made  the  following 
.statement.     One  ton  of  "  good  gas  coal  "  yielded  :

Tar  170  pounds. 

Coke 1,195  pounds.

JMot  counting  the  gas,  each  ton  of  coal  costing  $3.00  (a  high  price)  yields  $8.40 
Difference  $5.40;  a  margin  most  certainly  sufficient  to  pay  all  expenses  and  give 
a  handsome  profit. 

So,  the  Gas  Company  could  afford  to  let  all  their  gas  waste  into  the  air  and  then 
make  money.     In  other  words,  every  foot  of  gas  sold  is  clean  profit. 

Now  counting  the  gas,  the  total  products  from  one  ton  of  good  gas  coal,  sell  for 
$28.20.  Discount  this  calculation  (which  is  based  upon  an  actual  report  from  a 
London  Gas  Co.),  50  per  cent.,  and  we  have  $14.10;  coal  $3.00  per  ton  ;  difference 
$11.10,  the  profit  on  each  ton  of  coal. . 

We  are  informed  by  one  who  is  authority,  that  in  our  own  city,  the  gas  in  the 
holder  cost,  (for  the  years  1881  to  1885  inclusive)  45c.  to  49c.  per  1,000  cubic  feet. 
Same  years.  1881  to  1885,  inclusive,  for  distribution,  10c.  per  1,000  cubic  feet. 
Supposing  that  these  figures  (say  60c.)  are  correct,  the  company  would  receive,  at 
the  $1.00  rate,  66f  per  cent. 

From  the  above  facts  we  do  therefore  recommend  $1.00  per  1,000  gas,  and  $15.00 
per  post. 

Now,  the  above  has  been  considered  by  us  as  agents  of  the  people.  We  have 
endeavored  to  place  ourselves  in  the  position,  as  to  the  city,  of  employees  to  em- 
ployer. In  fact,  we  have  attempted,  without  prejudice,  to  do  what  we  thought  to 
be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city  and  its  citizens. 

The  question  of  lighting  the  city  is  one  which  your  committee  desires  now  to 
leave  with  you  and  the  amendments  which  accompany  this  report.

-Co.  to  build  a  stone  wall  along  the  south  side  of  its  tracks  between  Noble  and  Pine 
streets,  also  the  ground,  and  the  charter  of  the  company,  and  find  that  the  said 
charter,  granted  in  1867,  allowing  said  company  to  lay  a  track  on  east  Maryland 
street,  does  not  provide  for  the  building  of  any  such  wall,  or  any  wall  or  barrier;

Gentlemen: — Since  your  last  meeting,  the  case  of  Galvin  et  al.  vs  The  City  et  al.r 
in  which  case  the  plaintiffs  attempted  to  quiet  title  to,  and  vacate  all  of  Miami 
street  east  of  Archer  street,  also  a  part  of  Highland  street,  has  been  disposed  o£  by 
the  plaintiffs  dismissing  their  case.  There  are  here  about  1,250  feet  of  street  which 
the  city,  by  the  acceptance  of  various  plats,  has  declared  to  be  streets  of  the  city, 
and  yet  there  has  never  been  any  improvement  of  any  part  of  it;  besides,  there  is 
now,  and  for  a  long  time  has  been,  a  fence  across  a  part  of  the  said  Miami  street. 
I  would  recommend  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Alleys  to  investigate,  and  see  what  should  be  done  by  the  city  with  these  streets,  a& 
well  as  about  2,000  feet  more  of  streets  and  alleys  in  this  part  of  the  city  now  in  the 
same  condition  as  the  above.

The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was 
read  and  received,  and  the  Engineer  instructed  to  advertise  for  sealed 
proposals : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  of  February  20th  and  27th, 
1888,  I  herewith  submit  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  an  iron  bridge,  to  be  placed  over 
the  Canal  on  Second  street.  Second  street,  east  of  the  Canal,  is  sixty  feet  wide^ 
west  of  the  Canal,  it  is  forty  feet  wide.  Therefore  I  have  thought  it  advisable  to 
design  a  bridge  forty  feet  wide,  and  the  estimate  is  based  on  this  width  and  a  span 
of  sixty  feet.  The  bridge  is  designed  to  carry  one  hundred  pounds  live  load  per 
square  foot,  and  has  one  roadway  twenty-six  feet  center  to  center  of  trusses,  and  two 
sidewalks,  each  seven  feet  from  center  of  trusses  to  extreme  end.  Depth  of  trusses 
is  eight  feet.     The  estimated  cost  is  as  follows:

The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was 
read  and  received : 

To  the  Mayor.  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — A  year  or  two  ago,  I  recommended  to  some  members  of  the  Council 
the  advisability  of  taking  up  the  brick  sidewalk  now  around  Circle  Park,  and  ex- 
tending the  lawn  out  to  the  curb  line.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'  Monument  is  to  occupy  the  Park,  and  as  the  plan  of  the  monument  shows 
that  the  greater  part  of  said  Park  will  be  occupied  by  the  monument,  steps  and 
walks  around  the  same,  thereby  very  materially  diminishing  the  extent  of  the  lawn„ 
and,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  appearance  of  the  monument  would  be  very  much 
improved  by  extending  the  area  of  the  lawn  at  its  base,  therefore  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  ordered  to  take  up  the  brick  walk  now  around 
said  Park,  and  extend  the  lawn  out  to  the  curb.  This  would  increase  the  diameter 
of  the  Circle  from  333.4  to  360.8— the  width  of  the  present  walk  being  13.8  feet. 
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To  do  this  would  not  necessitate  vacating  any  part  of  Circle  street,  but  would 
simply  occupy  the  present  sidewalk  with  a  lawn. 

I  have  laid  the  above  matter  before  Mr.  Bruno  Schmitz,  the  Architect,  as  well  as 
the  Commissioners  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Monument,  all  of  whom  very  hear- 
tily approve  of  the  above  suggestion.

Gentlemen: — The  introduction  of  natural  gas  has,  and  will  still  more,  increase  the 
responsibilities  and  labors  of  n  y  Department.  As  you  are  aware,  there  are  two 
companies  now  laying  mains  in  the  city,  and  the  probabilities  are  that  two  more 
will  be  operating  in  the  streets  before  midsummer. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  at  the  present  time  it  requires  all  the  force  employed  in 
my  Department  to  look  after  the  tests  and  other  matters  necessary  to  a  proper 
supervision  of  the  work  of  laying  the  mains,  and  the  busy  season  coming  on  wherein 
I  will  need  all  the  help  of  my  present  force,  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  other 
than  those  pertaining  to  the  natural  gas,  I  most  respectfully  ask  to  be  allowed  to 
employ  additional  help  to  assist  me  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  devolving  upon 
me  in  reference  to  natural  gas.  As  at  this  time  it  is  impossible  for  me  to  say  just 
how  many  men  will  be  required,  I  would  like  to  have  authority  to  employ  such  as- 
sistants as  the  necessities  of  the  case  would  demand;  compensation  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  to  be  made  for  the  time  actually 
employed.

Gentlemen: — I  submitted  to  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  &  Coke  Company  a  con- 
tract in  pursuance  and  one  which  conformed  in  price  for  gas  as  passed  by  your 
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honorable  bodies,  and  requested  the  signature  of  the  company,  and  that  the  same, 
after  being  signed,  be  returned  to  me,  And  now  I  beg  leave  to  report  that  said 
company  has  returned  said  contract  to  me  unsigned,  together  with  a  communica- 
tion, which  I  submit  for  your  consideration.

The  following  communication  from  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and 
Coke  Company,  was  read  : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — The  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  &  Coke  Company  is  in  receipt  of  a  com- 
munication from  the  City  Clerk,  accompanied  by  a  draft  of  contract  between  the 
city  and  this  company,  stipulating  the  terms  upon  which  the  city  desires  illumina- 
ting gas  to  be  furnished  for  the  coming  year,  and  requesting  that  the  same  be  exe- 
cuted by  this  company. 

In  answer  to  this  request,  we  desire  to  say:  There  have  been  a  number  of  reasons 
advanced  and  urged  by  the  public  press  and  the  Alderrnanic  Committee  that  had 
the  matter  under  consideration,  why  gas  should  b(  furnished  by  this  company  to 
the  city  and  inhabitan  s  at  one  dollar  per  thousand  cubic  feet.  One  is,  that  natural 
gas  can  be  used  in  manufacturing  illuminating  gas  to  such  an  extent  as  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  it.  This  is  true  to  a  limited  extent;  but  it  must  be  born  in  mind  that 
natural  gas  can  not  be  turned  into  the  holders,  and  by  admixture  with  manufactured 
gas  thereby  become  illuminating  gas,  as  has  been  represented  and  repeatedly  stated 
in  the  press;  but,  on  the  contrary,  the  natural  gas,  before  it  can  be  utilized  in  con- 
nection with  manufactured  gas  for  illuminating  purposes,  must  be  decomposed  or 
broken  up  by  the  application  of  intense  heat,  when  the  carbon  in  the  form  of  lamp 
black  is  deposited,  and  the  hydrogen  gas  goes  tree  to  be  treated  with  naptha  or 
other  illuminating  material,  and  again  subjected  to  intense  heat,  and  afterwards 
purified,  before  it  can  be  used  for  illuminating  purposes. 

It  is  claimed  that  30  per  cent  of  natural  gas  can  be  used  in  manufacturing  illu- 
minating gas.  This,  to  a  certain  extent,  is  true ;  but  30  per  cent,  is  the  maximum 
amount  that  can  be  used,  and  it  will  be  readily  seen  irom  the  above,  that  the  using 
of  30  per  cent,  of  natural  gas.  does  not  reduce  the  cost  of  manufacturing  gas  30  per 
cent.  The  fact  being  thai  the  use  or  the  maximum  quantity  of  natural  gas  only 
reduces  the  cost  from  14  to  15  per  cent. 

Again,  one  of  the  important  items  in  the  manufacture  of  gas,  is  the  marketing  and 
sale  of  the  coke.  With  the  introduction  of  natural  gas  for  fuel  purposes,  the  market 
for  coke  in  this  city  will  be  gone,  and  hereafter  coke  manufactured  here  will  have 
to  find  a  market  elsewhere,  at  an  expense  of  handling  and  freight,  that  has  not  ex- 
isted heretofore;  and  from  the  best  calculations  we  have  been  able  to  make,  we  find 
that  the  saving  of  14  to  15  per  cent,  by  the  use  of  natural  gas,  will  be  very  materi- 
ally reduced  by  reason  of  the  loss  in  the  price  that  we  will  be  able  to  realize  from 
the  sale  of  coke. 

It  is  said  that  Indianapolis  should  have  gas  at  one  dollar  per  thousand  cubic  feet, 
because  the  cities  of  Pittsburg  and  Wheeling  are  paying  that  price;  but  it  should 
be  remembered  that  both  of  those  cities  not  only  have  natural  gas,  but  are  located 
in  the  coal  field  from  which  coal  for  gas  purposes  is  obtained,  and  the  coal  is  fur- 
nished in  those  cities  for  from  eighty  to  ninety  cents  a  ton,  while  the  coal  used  here 
for  gas  manufacture,  has  to  be  shipped  from  Pittsburg,  and  costs  here  from  $2.75 
to  $3.00  per  ton. 

It  has  also  been  urged  that  Cincinnati  and  Louisville  are  supplied  with  gas  at 
$1  00  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  and  therefore  Indianapolis  should  have  it  at  the  same 
rate.  While  the  truth  is  that  gas  in  Louisville  is  furnished  at  $1.30,  and  in  Cincin- 
nati at  $1.25,  but  both  of  those  cities  get  their  coal  for  at  least  30  per  cent,  less  than 
Indianapolis,  by  reason  of  water  freights,  and  the  consumption  of  gas  in  those  cities 
is  at  least  five  times  as  large  as  that  of  Indianapolis  in  proportion  to  the  capital  in- 
vested per  mile  of  mains. 

It  is  further  said  that  Indianapolis  should  have  dollar  gas  because  Chicago  is  fur- 
nished' gas  at  that  rate,  which,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  is  not  true,  as  gas  is  furnished 
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'there  at  $1.25  per  thousand  cubic  feet.  The  consumption  of  gas  in  Chicago  per 
mile  of  mains  in  proportion  to  the  capital  invested,  is  twenty  times  greater  than 
here  Consequently  the  price  being  the  same  in  both  cases,  gas  in  Indianapolis 
would  be  much  cheaper  than  in  Chscago.  We  are  within  the  truth  when  we  eay 
that  the  above  mentioned  cities  get  the  raw  materials,  withont  exception,  very 
much  cheaper  than  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

Again,  our  city,  or  its  population,  occupies  a  very  large  territory,  which  makes  it 
expensive  to  distribute  gas;  and  in  conclusion,  in  regard  to  this  branch  of  the  sub- 
ject, we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  cost  of  distributing  gas  in  this  city  is 
twice  that  of  the  cities  above  mentioned,  as  they  are  densely  populated,  with  narrow 
streets,  and  in  the  main  upon  long  river  fronts. 

Great  stress  has  also  been  laid  upon  the  fact  that  the  subject  of  illuminating  gas- 
has  been  investigated  lately  by  a  committee  of  Congress  at  Washington,  and  there- 
fore this  city  should  be  supplied  with  gas  at  $1.00.  But  those  who  have  urged  this 
reason  so  vehemently,  have  always  been  very  careful  not  to  inform  the  public  that 
the  result  of  the  Washington  investigation  is  tiat  the  citizens  of  that  city  are  fur- 
nished gas  to-day  at  $1.25  per  thousand. 

Much  has  been  said  by  the  committee  in  its  report,  and  in  the  public  press,  of 
what  is  shown  upon  the  subject  of  the  cost  of  illuminating  gas  by  the  record  in  the 
Patterson  litigation.  The  truth  is,  that  the  facts  shown  by  that  record  have  never 
been  honestly  or  fairly  presented,  but,  on  the  contrary,  all  that  has  been  published 
in  relation  to  it,  has  been  purposely  garbled,  misstated  and  misconstrued  for  the 
evident  purpose  of  deceiving  the  public  and  creating  prejudice  against  this  company. 
While  the  truth  is  that  the  record  in  that  case  does  show  that  during  a  period  of 
about  five  years  (which  was  the  time  covered  by  the  examination  in  that  case,)  at 
no  time  did  the  cost  of  gas  delivered  to  the  consumer  fall  below  the  sum  8f  $1.21 
per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

It  is  the  desire  of  this  company  to,  as  far  as  possible,  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Com" 
mon  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  it  fully  appreciates  the  present  financial 
condition  of  the  city,  and  the  necessity  for  economy  in  matters  of  municipal  ex- 
penses, and  it  wishes  to  furnish  the  city  and  its  citizens  with  gas  at  the  lowest  pos- 
sible price  at  which  it  can  be  afforded.  It  recognizes  the  fact  that  in  view  of  the 
possibility  in  the  near  future  of  the  invention  of  mechanical  devices  by  which  nat- 
ural gas  might  be  used  for  illuminating  purposes,  and  the  possibility  of  improve- 
ments in  generating  of  electricity  for  lights,  cheapening  the  cost  thereof,  so  as  to 
enable  it  to  compete  with  other  illuminants  in  the  matter  of  price,  it  might  not  be 
wise  for  the  city  to  enter  into  a  contract  fixing  rates  for  a  longer  period  than  a 
year,  and  this  company  has  no  desire  to  urge  or  insist  upon  the  city  making  a  con- 
tract for  more  than  one  year. 

As  the  city  is  doubtless  aware,  there  is  a  contract  now  existing  between  the  city 
and  the  Gas  Company,  which  provides  for  the  furnishing  of  gas  at  one  dollar  and 
eighty  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  to  private  consumers,  and  twenty-five  dollars 
per  post  per  annum  to  the  city,  which  contract  continues  in  force  until  another 
shall  be  entered  into,  while  the  price  originally  fixed  by  the  Council— eighteen 
dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  per  post,  and  one  dollar  and  twenty  five  cents  per 
thousand  cubic  feet  to  private  consumers — is  materially  lower  than  the  company 
feels  in  justice  to  itself  should  accept.  Yet  with  the  view  of  meeting  the  wishes  of 
the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  so  far  as  it  is  within  our  power  to  do,  we  are 
willing  to  enter  into  a  contract  provided  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Council  and.  Board 
of  Aldermen,  on  the  basis  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  thousand  cubic 
feet,  and  eighteen  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  per  lamppost  per  year;  said  com- 
pany to  light,  extinguish  and  keep  in  repair  the  lamps,  or  will  furnish  gas  for  lamp 
posts  on  basis  of  present  schedule,  for  thirteen  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  per 
post,  and  the  city  to  light,  extinguish  and  keep  in  repair;  but  it  is  impossible  for 
us  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  gas  at  $1.00  per  thousand  and  $15.00  per  post  for 
street  lights,  for  the  reason  that  we  can  not  afford  to  sell  our  gas  at  those  prices. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  profits  arising  from  the  business  of  manufacturing 
illuminating  gas,  and  of  the  dividends  that  have  been  paid  by  this  company  in  the 
past,  all  of  which  has  been  grossly  misstated,  and  much  of  which  is  wholly  false. 
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The  committee  and  public  press  claim  to  have  demonstrated  that  illuminating  gas 
costs  nothing,  and  that  this  company  can  allow  all  of  its  gas  to  escape,  and  still 
make  large  profits  from  its  business,  Upon  this  subject  we  have  this  to  say:  The 
capital  stock  and  fixed  obligations  of  this  company  are  the  same  now  that  they  have 
been  for  a  number  of  years  past,  and  have  not  been  increased  in  any  way  for  a  num- 
ber of  years.  If  the  city,  or  the  city  and  a  combination  of  citizens,  or  a  combina- 
tion of  citizens,  will  obligate  themselves  to  furnish  the  city  and  its  inhabitants  with 
illuminating  gas  at  $1.00  per  thousand,  and  furnish  gas,  light,  extinguish,  clean 
and  repair  the  street  lamps  at  $15.00  per  year  for  the  number  of  hours  now  provided 
for  in  the  contract  of  this  company,  this  company  is  ready  and  willing  to  sell  and 
dispose  of  its  plant  to  them  for  the  par  face  value  of  its  capttal  and  fixed  obligations. 
This  proposition  is  made  in  good  faith,  and  as  an  evidence  that  there  is  no  disposi- 
tion upon  the  part  of  the  company  by  reason  of  its  owning  and  controlling  the 
plant  to  take  the  advantage  of  the  city  or  its  citizens  to  their  detriment,  and  because 
we  feel  that  if  the  city  or  acombination  of  citizens  are  desirous  of  purchasing  the 
plant,  and  believe  that  they  can  furnish  gas  at  those  rates,  and  will  obligate  them- 
selves to  do  it,  the  company  is  perfectly  willing  to  dispose  of  its  property  at  the 
price  indicated  and  allow  them  to  do  so. 

We  might  also  say,  although  it  may  have  no  particular  bearing  upon  this  contro- 
versy, that  it  is  the  intention  of  this  company  to  make  a  very  material  reduction  in 
the  price  charged  domestic  consumers  for  gas  on  and  after  April  1st,  1888.

without  being  ordered  out  of  the  way  to  make  room  for  street  cars;  and  this  shall 
apply  equally  to  any  other  street  car  company  as  to  the  present  company. 

As  to  the  tunnel,  we  think  that  the  control  thereof  should  be  reserved  by  the 
city,  so  that  the  right  to  allow  any  other  company  to  go  through  it,  or  in  any  way 
use  it,  so  as  to  be  of  greater  benefit  to  the  city,  may  at  any  time  be  granted.

Except  that  platforms  of  the  above  description  shall  be  placed 
on  both  ends  of  all  cars  on  the  Massachusetts  and  College  avenues,  the  Virginia 
and  Indiana  avenues,  the  Illinois  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  ( Belt  line),  the  Blake 
and  Noble  street,  and  the  Mississippi  and  McCarty  street  lines  of  street  railway. 
That  the  City  Clerk  is  hereby  instructed  and  ordered  to  prepare  duplicate  copies  of 
this  resolution,  and  serve  one  of  them  on  the  said  company,  and  endorse  his  return 
of  service  upon  the  other,  showing  upon  whom  the  same  was  served,  the  date  of 
service  thereof,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Alder- 
men :  Provided,  That  the  passage  of  this  resolution  shall  not  prevent  the  city,  by  its 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  from  ordering  that  double  end  platforms 
be  placed  on  all  cars  at  any  time  hereafter.

4.  To  extend  the  water  main  north  on  Dillon  street  to  Georgia  street;  thence 
west  on  Georgia  street  to  Noble  street,  and  to  locate  two  hydrants,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Chief  Fire  Engineer. 

5.  To  extend  the  water  main  on  JS  ew  York  street  from  East  to  Liberty  street. 

6.  To  lay  a  water  main  on  Dillon  street,  from  English  avenue  to  Lexington 
avenue;  thence  east  on  Lexington  avenue  to  Linden  street. 

7.  To  extend  the  water  main  from  Michigan  street  south  on  Walcott  street  to 
Koller  street. 

8.  To  extend  water  mains  from  their  present  terminus  on  Meridian  street  north 
to  Twelfth  street;  thence  west  on  Twelfth  street  to  Illinois  street;  thence  south  to 
connect  with  the  present  terminus  of  the  main  on  said  Illinois  street. 

9.  To  extend  water  mains  from  the  present  terminus  on  Peru  street  north  to 
Home  avenve ;  thence  east  on  Home  avenue  to  the  east  side  of  Alvord  street. 

10.  That  the  resolution  requiring  water  mains  to  be  laid  on  Eighth  and  Ruckle 
streets,  from  Park  to  Ninth  streets,  and  thence  to  Central  avenue,  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

"Resolved,  That  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company  be,  and  is  hereby,  ordered  and 
directed  to  extend  its  main  from  the  present  terminus  on  Central  avenue  north  to 
Ninth  street."

2.  Instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to  erect  a  drinking  fountain  on  the  east 
side  of  Mississippi  street,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth  streets:  Provided,  he  remove  to 
said  location  the  fountain  now  located  on  said  street  near  Second  street. 

3.  Directing  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  erecting  a 
drinking  fountain  at  or  near  the  north  east  corner  of  Noble  and  Bates  streets. 

As  to  the  motion  directing  us  to  inquire  into  the  question  of  stret  sprinkling,  your 
committee  report  that  it  has  very  carefully  considered  the  matter,  and  finds  that 
the  most  practical  method  will  be  for  the  city  to  sprinkle  by  contract,  and  to  this 
*  nd  have  visited  the  Street  Railway  Company  to  inquire  what  they  will  do  to  assist 
in  the  matter.  The  Street  Railway  Company  will  rig  up  one  car  as  an  experiment, 
and  use  it  on  one  of  its  lines,  and  if  a  success,  will  construct  other  cars,  provided 
the  city  furnish  the  water  from  the  hydrants. 

We  think  that  the  City  Civil  Engineer  should  advertise  for  bids  to  sprinkle  the 
streets  by  Wards,  each  bidder  being  given  the  privilege  of  bidding  for  one  or  more 
Wards.  All  streets  to  be  sprinkled  twice  each  day,  from  the  15th  of  May  to  the 
1 5th  of  October ;  water  to  be  taken  from  the  water-plugs,  and  the  city  to  furnish 
the  water.  The  bids  to  state  the  price  for  sprinkling  all  streets  in  the  respective 
Wards;  also,  all  streets  in  said  Wards  exclusive  of  the  street  or  streets  occupied  by 
the  Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company's  tracks.  All  the  work  of  sprinkling  to  be 
done  under  the  direction  of  the  Street  Commissioner. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  above  suggestions  be  adopted,  and  that  the 
said  Engineer  so  advertise.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  August  27th,  to  Mr  L.  L.  Gilbert,  reached  his  office 
during  his  vacation,  and  was  referred  to  me  a  few  days  ago.  I  am  sorry  that  the 
width  of  Hill  street,  as  donated  by  the  party  laying  out  the  lots  noith  of  our  addi- 
tion, should  be  insufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public.  The  plat  of  our 
addition  was  filed  with  the  city  authorities  and  accepted,  and  if  any  desire  had  been 
expressed  at  that  time  to  have  Hill  street  widened,  we  would  have  been  very  glad 
to  have  done  so;  but  in  the  mean  time  Lots  Nos.  1  and  2  of  this  addition  have  been 
sold  to  Mr.  Michael  Clune,  and  as  Lot  No  1  fronts  on  Hill  street,  I  do  not  see  how 
I  could  possibly  do  anything  in  this  matter  at  this  time.  When  the  plat  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council,  Mr.  Shearer,  the  City  Engineer,  asked  me  whether  the  thiny 
foot  street  north  of  our  lots  was  intended  to  be  thirty  feet  in  addition  to  the  street 
already  donated,  or  whether  our  lot-line  extended  to  the  south  line  of  that  street, 
and  I  replied  that  our  lots  extended  to  the  south  line  of  the  street  heretofore  opened  ;

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The  year  1887  has  been,  most  of  the  time,  a  year  of  encouragement  and  success. 
Four  hundred  and  ninety-two  adults  have  been  cared  for,  and  their  many  wants 
supplied.  The  work  of  "The  Home"  varies  and  enlarges  as  the  y*-ars  go  by.  So 
many  young  girls  come  to  the  city  to  visit  relatives  and  friends — become  confused, 
forget  the  address,  and  sometimes  even  the  names  of  their  friends.  These  find 
shelter  and  kind  care,  and  their  friends  found  for  them.  An  unusual  number  of 
such  girls  have  been  brought  to  us  this  season.  Our  rescued  ones  are  helped,  and 
encouraged  to  live  a  better  life;  and  we  rejoice  with  them  that  the  lost  have  been 
found,  and  a  refuge  provided  for  them. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-three  children  have  been  cared  for;  148,  with  their  wid- 
owed mothers,  were  homeless,  and  had  to  be  returned  to  former  homes  and  friends, 
or  work  found  for  them.  So  many  partially  deranged  women  and  girls — not  insane 
enough  for  the  Asylum,  yet  not  able  to  care  for  themselves.  This  class  of  women 
and  girls  give  us  a  great  deal  of  care  and  anxiety,  and  excite  our  sympathy,  it  is  so 
difficut  to  know  how  to  care  for  them. 

The  extreme  heat  and  drought  made  our  grounds  an  expense,  instead  of  a  profit. 
Our  buildings  and  fences  have  cost  us  heavy  repairs.  Our  fuel  bills  have  made  us 
hope  that  natural  gas  is  not  a  delusion. 

Of  the  655  women  and  children  who  have  been  admitted  during  the  year,  there 
are  thirty  adults  still  in  "The  Home."  This  is  our  usual  average  of  inmates. 
Three  infants  and  one  little  girl  have  been  adopted  in  good  families.  One  infant 
died — leaving  ten  to  be  provided  for. 

The  year  1887  was  the  twentieth  year  of  our  organization.  As  our  eyes  run  over 
the  roll  of  inmates,  we  recall  the  happy  death-bed  scenes  of  some,  and  hear  them 
testify  that  Jesus's  blood  has  washed  away  their  sins,  and  made  them  His  redeemed 
ones ;  or  we  visit  the  bright,  cheerful  homes  of  others — and  there  are  many  of 
them — here  we  see  what  the  love  of  Christ  can  do  in  saving  those  who  are  brought 
to  Him  by  iaith  and  prayer. 

Encouraged  by  the  past,  we  commit  "  The  Home"  into  His  care  with  thankfulness 
for  the  past,  and  ask  for  more  abundant  blessings  on  the  years  to  come.

The  space  over  which  the  pavement  is  to  be  laid,  will  be  excavated  to  a  depth  of 
eight  and  one-half  (8£)  inches  .below  the  top  surface  of  the  pavement  when  com- 
pleted.    Any  objectionable  material  will  be  removed,  and  the  space  filled  with  clean

gravel  or  sand,  well  rammed.  The  bed  or  sub-grade  will  then  be  trimmed  so  as  to 
exactly  conform  to  the  cross  section  of  the  street  when  completed,  and  the  entire 
road-bed  thoroughly  rolled  with  a  heavy  steam  roller,  as  above  specified. 

Upon  this  foundation  will  be  laid  the  'base'  and  'binder,'  so  that  the  same  will 
be,  after  receiving  its  ultimate  compression,  six  and  one-half  (6|)  inches  in  depth ; 
'base'  and  'binder'  will  be  put  on  in  the  following  manner:  The  'base'  will  be  com- 
posed of  c  ean  broken  stone  that  will  pass  through  a  three  (3)  inch  ring,  well  ram- 
med and  rolled  with  a  steam  roller  of  the  weight  given  above,  to  a  depth,  when 
completed,  of  five  (5)  inches,  and  thoroughly  coated  with  hot  paving  cement  com- 
posed of  No.  4  tar  distillate  in  the  proponion  of  one  (1)  gallon  to  the  square  yard 
of  pavement. 

The  second  or  'binder'  corse  will  be  composed  of  clean  broken  stone,  thoroughly 
screened,  not  exceeding  one  and  one-quarter  (1£)  inches  in  the  largest  dimensions, 
and  No.  4  tar  distillate. 

The  stone  will  be  heated  by  passing  through  revolving  heaters,  and  thoroughly 
mixed  by  machinery,  in  the  proportion  of  one  gallon  of  distillate  to  one  cubic  foot 
of  stone.  The  'binder'  will  be  hauled  to  the  work,  spread  upon  the  'base'  course  so 
that  when  thoroughly  rolled,  it  shall  be  one  and  one  half  (1^-)  inches  thick..  To  be 
immediately  rammed  and  rolled  with  hand  and  heavy  steam  roller  of  the  weight 
above  mentioned,  while  in  a  hot  and  plastic  condition. 

The  wearing  surface  will  be  two  (2)  inches  in  thickness  when  completed,  made 
of  paving  cement  composed  of  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent,  of  Trinidnd  Asphalt  and 
seventy  five  (75)  per  cent,  of  distillate  mixture  with  other  materials,  as  follows: 
Clean,  sharp  sand  will  be  mixed  with  pulverized  stone,  stone  to  be  of  such  dimen- 
sions as  to  pass  through  a  one-quarter  (J)  inch  screen,  in  the  proportion  of  two  to 
one.  To  twenty-one  (21)  cubic  feet  of  the  above-named  mixture  will  be  added  one 
peck  of  dry  hydraulic  cement,  one  quart  of  flour  of  sulphur,  and  two  quarts  of  air- 
slacked  lime.  To  this  mixture  will  be  added  three  hundred  and  twenty  (320) 
pounds  of  paving  cement  to  compose  the  wearing  surface. 

The  material  will  be  heated  to  about  250  degrees  Fahrenheit,  the  paving  cement 
in  kettles,  the  sand,  stone  and  other  materials  in  revolving  heaters.  They  will  be 
thoroughly  mixed  with  improved  machinery,  and  the  mixture  carried  upon  the 
work,  when  it  will  be  spread  upon  the  'binder'  course  with  hot  iron  rakes  and  other 
suitable  appliances,  and  immediately  compacted  with  tamping  irons,  hand  and  steam 
rollers,  while  in  a  hot  and  plastic  state.  The  surface  will  be  finished  with  a  dust- 
ing of  dry  hydraulic  cement  rolled  in.  The  cement  so  constructed  must  be  a  solid 
mass,  eight  and  one-half  (8J)  inches  thick,  and  will  be  thoroughly  rolled  and  cross- 
rolled  until  it  has  become  hard  and  solid.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  March  13th,  1888. 
To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  owners  of  all  the  real  estate  on  both  sides  of  Me- 
ridian street,  between  what  is  known  as  Twelfth  street  and  the  first  alley  north  of 
what  is  known  as  the  Corporation  Line,  respectfully  ask  for  permission  to  re-grade 
said  Meridian  street  between  the  points  named,  hereby  agreeing  to  waive  all  of  our 
rights  to  any  damage  coming  from  change  as  aforesaid.  We  further  represent  to 
you  that  we  desire  to  do  all  of  said  work  at  our  own  expense,  without  any  cost  to 
the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

Lazarus  &  Peirce,  The  Indianapolis  Natural  Gas  Com- 
pany, Geo.  F.  Branham,  Pres't. 

That  Lazarus  &  Peirce  and  The  Indianapolis  Natural  Gas  Company  be,  and  are 
hereby,  granted  permission  to  grade  and  gravel  Meridian  street  and  sidewalks  in 
front  of  their  property,  from  what  is  known  and  designated  on  the  city  map  as 
Twelfth  street,  to  the  first  alley  north  thereof;  work  to  be  done  at  their  own  ex- 
pense, under  the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  who  is  hereby  directed  to  set 
the  necessary  grade  stakes. 

That  the  right  to  construct  a  private  catch-basin  on  east  Washington  street  to 
replace  one  now  unfit  for  use,  be  granted  to  John  W.  Eay  ;  the  work  to  be  done 
at  his  own  expense,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

Whereas,  The  city  has  granted  valuable  franchises  to  the  natural  gas  compa- 
nies, making  it  possible  for  them  to  furnish  work  for  a  large  force  of  men,  we,  as 
members  of  this  City  Council,  think  it  is  but  right  and  proper  that  Indianapolis 
mechanics  and  laborers  should  have  the  preference  of  doing  said  work  for  said 
companies;  therefore 

Moved,  That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be,  and  is  hereby,  instructed  to  inform  the 
proper  officers  of  said  natural  gas  companies  of  the  passage  of  this  motion,  and  earn- 
estly request  them  to  comply  with  the  same,  as  far  as  it  is  possible  for  them  to  do  so. 

That  the  Street  Commissioner  notify  the  Water  Works  Company  to  repair  the 
streets  where  they  have  laid  the  water  mains ;  and  if  not  done  in  thirty  days,  that 
the  Street  Commissioner  do  the  same  at  their  expense. 
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That  John  Higgins  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  bowldering  eight  feet  of  a  drive- 
way across  the  south  sidewalk  of  Ray  street,  at  his  own  expense;  and  that  the  City 
Civil  Engineer  is  hereby  directed  to  set  the  grade  stakes  for  the  said  improvement. 

That  the  City  Civil  Engineer  be  instructed  to  give  the  Street  Commissioner 
stakes,  or  the  grade  of  Kennington  street,  from  the  south  end  of  Dunlap  street  north. 

That  Renihan  and  Burns  be  granted  the  privilege  of  putting  down  a  driven  well 
in  front  of  their  premises  on  west  Maryland  street,  being  in  front  of  the  Palmer 
building. 

That  Mr.  Anderson  be  allowed  to  make  a  driveway  across  the  sidewalk  on 
Hosbrook  street,  in  front  of  his  premises,  at  his  own  expense,  under  the  direction 
of  the  City  Civil  Engineer. 

That  the  property  owners  on  Massachusetts  avenue,  from  No.  1  Engine  House 
south  to  Ohio  street,  be  directed  to  put  in  good  repair  the  sidewalks.  If  not  done 
in  ten  days,  that  the  Street  Comm  ssioner  do  the  work,  and  collect  from  said  prop- 
erty owners  the  cost  for  doing  the  same. 

That  the  City  Attorney  and  Street  Commissioner  be  directed  to  investigate  the 
practicability  and  power  of  the  city  to  work  prisoners  in  Garfield  Park. 

The  petition  of  Horace  Parrott,  in  relation  to  the  changing  of  the  grade 
of  the  sidewalk,  (see  pages  233  and  234,  ante),  was  read,  and  the  action 
of  the  Common  Council  concurred  in.

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SPECIAL  SESSION— April  30,    1888. 

The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  met  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  Friday  evening,  April  30th,  A.  D.  1888,  at  eight  o'clock,  in 
special  session,  pursuant  to  announcement  made  by  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  at  the  last  regular  session  of  the  Common  Council,  to  consider 
the  charges  heretofore  preferred  against  Councilman  Simeon  Coy. 

Present — Hon.  Caleb'  S.  Denny,  Mayor,  and  ex  officio  President  of  the  Common 
Council,  in  the  Chair,  and  24  members,  viz:  Councilmen  Burns,  Cummings, 
Darnell,  Davis,  Dunn,  Elliott,  Finch,  Gasper,  Gaul,  Hicklin,  Johnston,  lvelley, 
Long,  Markey,  McClelland,  O'Connor,  Parkinson,  Pearson,  Smi'h,  Stuck meyer, 
Swain,  Thalman,  Trusler,  and  Wilson. 

Absent — None. 

The  report  of  the  Special  Committee,  together  with  the  charges  pre- 
sented to  the  Common  Council  at  the  special  session  held  April  23d,  1888, 
were  read. 

Councilman  Markey  moved  that  he  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  pre- 
senting a  minority  report.

Whereupon  the  following  minority  report  was  submitted  and  read  : 

1  To  the  Mayor  and  the  Members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen:— We,,  the  undersigned,  members  of  the  Special  Committee  appointed 
to  investigate  the  charges  preferred  against  Simeon  Coy,  a  member  of  this  body, 
beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

First— We  find  that  at  the  November  Term  of  the  U.  S.  Grand  Jury,  in  the  year 
1886,  that  certain  information  was  filed  against  said  Simeon  Coy  and  others ;  and 
after  a  thorough  investigation  by  said  grand  jury,  they  failed  to  find  sufficient  evi- 
dence against  said  parties  to  return  an  indictment. 

Second — We  also  find  in  Decernber,  1886,  one  Dr.  Wagner  filed  information 
against  Simeon  Coy,  and  others,  charging  them  with  the  mutilation  of  certain  tally- 
sheets,  at  an  election  held  on  November  2d,  '188''6;' '  and  during  the  progress  of  said 
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examination,  an  appeal  was  taken  to  Judge  Gresbam,  of  the  U.  P.  Circuit  Court, 
who  held  that  the  U.  S.  Courts  had  no  jurisdiction  in  <=aid  cases.  The  investigation 
was  discontinued,  and  the  defendants  discharged. 

Thirgi — We  also  find  that  at  the  February  Term  of  the  Marion  County  Grand 
Jury,  in  the  year  1887,  that  one  Eli  Hitter,  acting  as  the  Attorney  lor  the  "Com- 
mitt  e  of  One  Hundred,"  went  before  said  grand  jury  ar;d  filed  information  against 
said  Simeon  Coy,  and  after  a  thorough  investigation  by  said  grand  jury,  they  failed 
to  return  any  indictment  against  said  Coy. 

Fourth— We  find  that  at  the  May  Term  of  the  U.  S  Grand  Jury  in  the  year  1887, 
information  was  again  filed  by  said  Eli  Kitter  before  said  grand  jury  against  said 
Coy,  and  others,  charging  them  with  the  mutilation  of  certain  tally-sheets  for  an 
election  held  on  ^November  2d,  1886;  and  said  grand  jury  found  a  bill  of  indict- 
ment against  said  Coy  and  others. 

Fifth — Your  committee  further  find  that  one  David  W.  Coffin  &nd  H.  H.  Lee 
were  members  of  the  said  Committee  of  One  Hundred,  and  also  of  said  grand  jury. 
Said  committee  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  prosec  ution  of  said  election  cases, 
and  the  said  David  *W.  Coffin  was  selected  as  fort  man  of  said  grand  jury,  and  du- 
ring the  investigation  by  said  grand  jury,  he  (Coffin)  held  constant  communication 
with  the  said  Eli  Kitter,  the  Attorney  of  said  Committee  of  One  Hundred.  And 
the  said  David  W.  Coffin  and  H.  H.  Lee  were  contributing  members  to  a  fund 
raised  by  said  Committee  of  One  Hundred,  and  were  further  taking  an  active  part 
in  the  prosecution  of  said  Coy  and  others.  And  we  therefore  must  consider  that 
said  Coffin  and  Lee  were  not  competent  persons  to  act  as  grand  jurors  for  the  in- 
dictment of  said  coy  and  others.  Eurther,  we  are  of  opini<  n  that  the  U.  S.  Court 
has  no  jurisdiction  in  the  trial  of  their  cases. 

Sixth — And  we  find  that  on  the  20th  day  of  July,  1887,  the  case  against  said  Coy 
and  others,  was  set  for  trial  beiore  the  U.  S.  District  Court;  and  after  the  trial  of 
said  cases,  the  jury  failed  to  agree — standing  eight  for  an  acquittal,  and  four  for 
conviction,  in  the  case  of  Coy. 

Seventh — Your  committee  lurther  find  that  in  October,  1887,  ihe  same  U.  S.  Grand 
Jury,  with  David  W.  Coffin  as  foreman,  and  H.  H.  Lee  as  a  member  of  the  same, 
was  again  called  together  to  again  consider  the  tally-sheet  cases,  and  to  re  indict 
said  Coy  and  others,  under  some  other  Statute  that  had  been  found  by  said  U.  S. 
District  Court;  and  thereupon,  on  the  16th  of  January,  1888,  said  Coy  and  others 
were  again  placed  on  trial,  charged  with  conspiracy.  Said  trial  resulted  in  the 
conviction  of  Coy. 

Eighth — Your  committee  further  find  that  Samuel  E.  Perkins,  who  was  the  prin- 
cipal prosecuting  witness  and  alleged  informant,  testified  before  the  Marion  County 
Grand  Jury  that  Coy  was  alone  cognizant  of  the  alleged  attempted  frauds  upon  the 
election  returns;  and  after  the  said  Marion  County  Grand  Jury  had  refused  to  re- 
turn an  indictment  upon  the  evidence  of  said  Perkins  against  said  Coy,  the  said 
Perkins,  at  the  May  Term  of  the  U.  S.  Grand  Jury,  testified  that  Coy  and  ten 
others  were  connected  together  in  the  attempt  at  the  election  frauds  of  1886. 

Ninth — Your  committee  would  further  report  that  the  said  Perkins  either  com- 
mitted perjury  before  the  Marion  County  Grand  Jury  or  before  the  U.  S.  Grand 
Jury.  We  alsovfind  that  the  testimony  of  said  Perkins  tended  mainly  to  the  muti- 
lation of  tally-sheets,  and  not  to  conspiracy,  as  charged  in  the  indictment,  and 
which  testimony  was  not  in  any  way  corroborated,  but,  on  the  contrary,  was  over- 
whelmingly rebutted  by  the  testimony  of  the  defense.  And  we  further  find  that 
the  entire  testimony  of  said  Perkins  was  thrown  out  as  being  unworthy  of  belief,  by 
Said  jury  before  whom  the  case  had  been  tried,  and  by  whom  said  Coy  was  convicted. 

'Tenth — And  as  your  committee  verily  believe,  the  said  jury  was  tampered  with, 
they,  being  allowed  by  the  Court  to  separate,  thus  affording  certain  persons  who 
were  interested  in  the  conviction  of  Coy  an  opportunity  to  use  undue  influence  on 
the  minds  of  said  jurors,  to-wit:  Where  it  can  be  proven  that  one  Schell  acknowl- 
edged having  taien  one  of  the  jurors  and  getting  him  under  the  influence  of  intoxi- 
cating liquors,  and  then  enticed  him  to  a  house  of  ill-fame,  and  keeping  said  juror 
there  during  the  night,  and  in  the  morning  insisting  on  said  juror  to  vote  for  the 
conviction  of  said  Coy,  which  said  juror  did  do. 
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Eleventh — Your  committee  further  find,  upon  further  investigation,  that  upon 
the  night  that  the  said  jury  went  out  to  deliberate,  that  five  members  of  said  jury 
were  induced  to  drink  intoxicating  liquors,  while  dtliberating  upon  their  verdict 
in  the  jury  room;  and  that  one  of  the  jurors  protested,  and  warned  said  jurors  that 
they  were  violating  their  oaths  in  drinking  said  intoxicating  liquors  while  deliber- 
ating upon  a  verdict. 

Twelfth — We  further  believe  that  one  of  the  jurors,  by  the  name  of  Albert  Mes- 
sick,  was  either  bribed,  or  by  other  undue  influence,  compelled  to  vote  for  a  verdict 
Of  guilty  in  said  cause. 

[  Thirteenth — We  also  find  that  the  foreman  of  the  jury  used  undue  influence  with 
a  member  of  said  jury  by  the  name  of  Peters.  The  said  Peters  was  led  to  believe 
by  said  foreman  of  said  jury,  that  if  he,  Peters,  would  vote  lor  a  verdict  of  guilty, 
that  said  defendants — among  whom  was  said  Coy — would  be  fined  in  a  nominal 
sum,  and  that  no  imprisonment  would  be  added.  The  said  foreman  further  in- 
formed said  Peters  that  he  was  authorized  so  to  speak;  and  upon  these  represen- 
tations said  Peters  was  induced  to  vote  tor  a  veidictof  guilty. 

All  this,  taken  together  with  the  partizan  ruling  of  the  Court,  and  with  the  strong 
plea  (of  conviction  embodied  in. the  charge  to  the  jury,  consummated  one  of  the 

.greatest  judicial  outrages  ever  heard  of,  and, consigned  an  innocent  man  to  prison. 

And  we  further  find  that  the  only  evidence  against  Coy,  is  his  own  statement  to 

the  jury,  to-wit:  "  That  upon  receiving  information,  on  the  morning  after  the  elee- 

.  tion,  that  the  Republican  Judges  of  the  election  were  getting  possission  of  the  out- 
side tally-sheets  under  the  direction  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Republican  Central 
Committee,  and  having  positive  information  that  the  Democratic  Inspectors  were 
turning  the  same  over  to  the  Republican  Judges — whLh  was  contrary  to  the  laws 
of  Indiana — and  fearing  the  result  of  this  course  upon  the  part  of  the  Democratic 
Inspectors,  and  knowing  under  the  law  that  one  tally-sheet,  sealed  in  a  sack,  3hould 
be  leturned  to  the  County  Clerk  (who  being  a  Republican)  and  at  the  urgent  re- 
quest of  the  Democratic  candidates  and  prominent  Democrats,  I  felt  justified  in 
sending  messengers  to  the  Court  House  and  the  various  Precincts  of  Marion  Coun- 

I  ty,  requesting  all  Inspectors  not  to  make  their  returns  to  the  County  Clerk's  office, 
but  to  hold  them  in  their  possession  until  Thursday  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  and  report 

,  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Canvassers,  which  they  had  a  right  to  do  under  the  law.'' 
|  We,  your  committee,  verily  believe  that  from  the  evidence  produced  before  the 
various  grand  juries  and  courts  by  whom  said  Simeon  Coy  has  been  tried,  and  the 
bitter  partizan  feeling  which  has  been  brought  into  his  case,  with  the  help  of  the 
personal  enemies  to  said  Coy,  and  with  the  uncorroborated  evidence  of  Perkins — 
and  finding  the  presence  of  two  active  members  of  the  Committee  of  One  Hundred 
Upon  the  grand  jury  which  indicted  him,  one  of  whom  was  the  foreman  of  the  same, 
and  who  was  found  to  have  been  in  constant  communication  with  the  Attorney  for 
the  Committee  of  One  Hundred — and  the  outrageous  conduct  of  certain  jurors  con- 
nected with  the  trial,  and  from  the  fact  that  Coy's  case  had  been  investigated  by 
numerous  grand  juries — United  States  and  local — also  a  most  thorough  investiga- 
tion by  a  United  States  Commissioner  and  tried  before  a  U.  S,  Court,  in  which  the 
Jury  disagreed.  And  fiia^Sjk  that  while  still  under  indictment  in  the  U.  S.  Court 
he  was  unanimously  re-nominated  by  his  party,  and  re-elected  by  double  the  ma- 
jority he  ever  received  as  a  member  of  this  Council — and  believing  that  no  crime 
was  intended  against  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  State  of  Indiana  by 
said  Simeon  Coy. 

Nor  was  there  a  charge  to  commit  fraud  against  the  ballots,  sustained  by  any 
evidence  against  said  Simeon  Coy;  and  after  giving  the  case  a  feir  and  impartial 
investigation  and  firmly  believing  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  will 
never  allow  a  persecuted  case,  instead  of  a  prosecuted  one  like  his,  to  stand  against 
one  of  her  citizens,  we,  your  committee,  report  that  there  is  no  evidence  to  sustain 
the  charge  against  said  Simeon  Coy,  and  recommend  that  the  charges  against 
Simeon  Coy  be  not  sustained,

A.  Bernhamer  and  John  L.  Reardon,  late  of  said  District,  at  the  District  aforesaid, 
on  the  third  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-six,  unlawfully,  knowingly  and  feloniously  did  then  and  there  conspire, 
confederate,  combine  and  agree  together  and  with  one  Samuel  E.  Perkins,  to  com- 
mit an  offense  against  the  United  States  in  this,  to- wit:  The  grand  jurors  aforesaid 
impaneled  and  sworn  as  aforesaid,  do  charge  and  present  that  on  the  second  day  of 
November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six,  an 
election  for  a  Representative  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  from  the  Seventh 
Congressional  District  of  the  State  of  Indiana  was  lawfully  had  and  held  in  and  for 
said  Seventh  Congressional  District  of  Indiana;  that  the  County  of  Marion,  in  said 
State,  and  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  situate  in  said  county,  are  and  on  said  second 
day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
six,  were  in  and  constituted  parts  of  siad  Congressional  District,  and  that  at  said 
election  for  Representative  iirCongress  so  held  in  said  District  and  in  said  county 
and  city,  a  Representative' in  Congress  was  lawfully  voted  for  at  each  and  every

and  for  the  first  precinct  of  the  twenty-third  Ward  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  and 
one  Joel  A.  Baker  served  as  and  was  the  lawful  Inspector  of  election  at  and  lor  the 
sixth  precinct  of  Center  township,  in  said  county  of  Marion,  and  one  Joseph  Becker 
served  as  and  was  the  lawful  Inspector  of  election  at  and  for  the  second  precinct  of 
,  the  eleventh  Ward  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  aforesaid,*and  one  Andrew  Oehler 
served  as  and  was  the  lawful  Inspector  of  election  at  and  for  the  first  precinct  of 
the  seventeenth  Ward  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis,  and  one  John  Edwards  served 
as  and  was  the  lawful  Inspector  of  election  at   and  for  the  second  precinct  of  the 
eighteenth  Ward  of  said  City  of  Indianapolis;    That  at  and  after  the  close  of  the 
election  aforesaid,  and  until  delivery  was  made  to  the  Clerk  of  said  courtyand 
to  the  Board  of  Canvassers  of  said  county,  each  of  said  Inspectors  had  in  his  lawful 
possession,  the  ballots,  tally-papers,  poll  lists  and  certificates  of  the  board  of  Judges 
of  election  of  and  for  the  precinct  of  which  he  was  and  had  been  Inspector  as  afore- 
said; said  ballots,  poll-lists,  tally-papers  and  certificates  each  contained  evidence  in 
respect  to  said  election  of  Representative  to  Congress,  and  said  grand  jurors  afore- 
said do  charge,  and  present  that  at  said  District,  and  on  said  third  day  of  November, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  six,  said  defendants, 
Simeon  Coy.   Henry  Spann,  John  H.  Councilman,   Charles  N.  Metealf,  John  E. 
I  Sullivan,  Albert  T.  Beck.  George  W.  Budd,  Stephen  Matler,  Willian  F.  A.  Bern- 
hamer and  John  L.  Reardon,  intending  to  obtain  unlawful  possession  of  said  pipers 
and  election  returns  so  in  the  custody  of  said  Inspectors,  and  feloniously  to  muti.

the  Judges  of  election,  did  unlawfully  and  feloniously,  conspire,  confederate,  com,, 
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bine  and  agree  together  and  with  said  Samuel  E.  Perkins,  unlawfully  and  by  false 
and  deceitful  speeches,  statements,  assertions  and  promises,  and  by  other  unlawful 
means  to  the  grand  jury  unknown,  to  counsel,  assist,  aid.  procure  and  induce  said 
Allen  Hisey,  Lorenz  Schmidt.  John  H.  Councilman,  Stephen  Matler,  Joel  K. 
Baker,  Joseph  Becker,  Andrew  Oehler  and  John  Edwards,  Inspectors  as  aforesaid, 
and  each  of  them,  unlawfully  to  omit,  neglect,  fail  and  refuse  to  perform  the  duties 
inaposed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Indiana  upon  them  and  each  of  them,  safely  to 
guard,  keep  and  preserve  from  harm  and  danger,  the  papers,  poll-lists,  ially-papers 
and  certificates  of  the  Judges  of  election  so  deposited  with  them,  the  said  Inspec- 
tors and  each  of  them  respectively,  until  lawfully  delivered  to  the  Board  of  Can- 
vassers of  said  county  of  Marion,  arid  to  the  Clerk  of  said  county ;  and  that  to  effect 
the  object  of  said  conspiracy,  the  said  Samuel  E.  Perkins  unlawfully  advised,  per- 
suaded and  procured  the  said  Allen  Hisey,  Insp  ctor  as  aforesaid,  unlawfully  and 
negligently  to  deliver  to  him,  the  said  Samuel  E.  Perkins,  the  poll-lists,  tally-papers 
and  certificates  of  the  Judges  of  election  deposited  with  him,  the  said  Allen  Hisey, 
for  return  to  the  Board  of  Canvassers  of  said  county,  before  the  same  had  been 
returned  in  said  Board  of  Canvassers;  and  said  Samuel  E.  Perkins  and  Simeon 
Coy  unlawfully  persuaded,  advised  and  procured  the  said  Stephen  Matler  unlaw- 
fully and  negligently  to  deliver,  and  he,  the  said  >tephen  Matler,  consented  to  and 
did  then  and  there  unlawfully  and  negligently  deliver  to  said  Perkins  and  Coy  the 
poll-li-t,  tally-paper  and  certificate  of  the  Board  of  Judges  of  the  election  deposited 
with  him,  the  said  Stephen  Matler,  for  return  to  the  Board  of  Canvassers  of  said 
countv,  before  the  same  had  been  returned  to  and  canvassed  by  said  Board  of  Can- 
vassers; and  the  said  John  E.  Sullivan  and  George  W.  Budd  unlawfully  received 
and  took  from  Lorenz  Schmidt  the  poll-list,  tally  paper  and  certificate  of  the  board

fendants, Simeon  Coy,  Henry  Spann,  John  E.  Sullivan,  and  other  defendants  to  the 
grand  jurors  unknown,  advised,  procured  and  persuaded  said  John  Edwards,  In- 
spector aforesaid,  to  unlawfully  and  negligently  to  deliver  and  surrender  to  some 
person  or  persons  to  the  grand  jurors  aforesaid  unknown,  the  poll-list,  tally-paper 
and  certificate  of  the  Judges  of  election  deposited  with  him,  the  said  John  Edwards 
as  aforesaid,  to  be  returned  to  said  Board  of  Canvassers;  and  said  Simeon  Coy, 
John  H.  Councilman,  Henry  Spann,  Charles  N  Metcalf,  John  E  Sullivan,  Albert 
T.  Beck,  George  W.  Budd,  Stephen  Matler,  William  F.  A.  Bernhamer,  and  John 
L.  Eeardon,  procured  the  election  of  said  William  F.  A.  Bernhamer  as  Chairman 
Of  the  Board  of  Canvassers  of  said  election  in  and  for  said  county  of  Marion,  in 
said  State  and  District;  and  said  William  F.  A.  Bernhamer,  as  such  Chairman,  re- 
fused to  accept  the  poll-list,  tally-paper  and  certificate  of  the  Judges  of  election  de- 
posited with  said  Jonn  H.  Councilman  as  Inspector  as  aforesaid,  when  first  presented 
by  said  John  H.  Councilman  to  said  Board  of  Canvassers,  and  until  the  said  tally- 
paper  and  certificate  of  the  Judges  of  election  had  been  unlawfully  altered  and 
forged;  and  further  to  effect  the  object  of  said  conspiracy,  said  Simeon  Coy  sent 
one  William  H.  Eden  to  said  Joseph  Becker,  Inspector  as  aforesaid,  and  to  other 
Inspectors  to  the  grand  jurors  unknown,  with  direction,  instruction  and  request  to 
said  Joseph  Becker  and  other  Inspectors  respectively,  not  forthwith  to  return  and 
deliver  the  returns  of  said  election  contained  in  sealed  bags,  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  county  of  Marion  aforesaid,  but  to  unlawfully  bring  the  same 
to  him,  the  said  Simeon  Coy, — the  said  Simeon  Coy,  Samuel  E.  Perkins,  Henry 
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Spann,  Charles  N.  Metcalf,  John  E.  Sullivan,  George  W.  Budd,  Albert  T.  Beck, 
John  L.  Beardon,  and  said  persons  to  the  grand  jurors  unknown,  to  whom  said 
tally  papers,  poll-lists  and  certificates  of  the  Judges  of  election  were  so  unlawfully 
surrendered  and  delivered  by  said  John  H.  Councilman,  John  Edwards,  Allen 
Hisey,  Lorenz  Schmidt,  Andrew  Oehler,  Stephen  Matler,  Joseph  Becker  and  Joel 
H.  Baker  respectively,  as  aforesaid,  not  being  then  and  there  persons  authorized  by 
law  to  have  the  possession  and  custody  of  said  poll-lists,  tally-papers  and  certificates 
of  the  Judges  of  election  aforesaid,  contrary  to  the  form  of  the  Statutes  of  the 
United  States  in  such  cases  made  and  provided,  and  against  the  peace  and  dignity 
of  the  United  States  of  America.

Comes  now  Emory  B.  Sellers,  Attorney  for  the  United  States,  and  Solomon 
Clay  pool,  Assistant  to  the  Attorney  for  the  United  States,  and  at  the  same  time  also 
come  the  defendants,  Simeon  Coy  and  William  F.  A.  Bernhamer,  in  person,  and

are  now  by  the  Court  overruled,  to  which  ruling  of  the  Court  the  defendants  sev- 
erally except. 

And  thereupon  the  separate  motions  and  reasons  of  said  defendants,  Simeon  Coy 
and  William  F.  A.  Bernhamer,  for  a  new  trial  herein,  being  argued  and  submitted 
to  the  Court,  and  the  Court  being  sufficiently  advised,  doth  find  that  the  facts  al- 
leged in  support  of  said  motion,  are  not  true,  and  doth  now  overrule  the  same, — to 
which  ruling  of  the  Court  said  defendants  now  severally  except.  And  thereupon 
said  defendants,  Coy  and  Bernhamer,  now  submit  their  separate  motions  in  arrest 
of  judgment;  which  motions  are  now  by  the  Court  overruled,  to  which  ruling  of 
the  Court  said  defendants  now  severally  except. 

And  upon  motion  of  said  defendants,  the  Court  doth  grant  them  thirty  days  in 
which  to  prepare  and  file  a  bill  of  exceptions  herein. 
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And  thereupon  said  Attorney  for  the  United  States  and  Assistant  to  the  Attor- 
ney for  the  United  States,  moves  the  Court  for  judgment  upon  the  verdict  of  the 
jury  heretofore  rendered  herein. 

It  is  therefore  considered  and  adjudged  hy  the  Court  that  the  defendants,  Simeon 
Coy  and  William  F.  A.  Bernhamer,  are  each  guilty  as  charged  in  the  indictment 
herein,  and  it  is  further  considered  by  the  Court  that  said  defendant,  Simeon  Coy, 
for  the  offense  charged  in  said  indictment,  be  imprisoned  and  confined  in  the 
Northern  Prison  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  the  term  of  eighteen  month,  and  that 
he  do  piy  unto  the  United  States  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00),  together 
with  the  costs  of  this  prosecution,  taxed  at  $ ;  and  that  he  do  stand  commit- 
ted until  said  fine  and  costs  are  paid. 

And  it  is  further  considered  by  the  Court  that  said  defendant,  William  F.  A.. 
Bernhamer,  for  the  offense  charged  in  said  indictment,  be  imprisoned  and  confined 
in  the  Northern  Prison  of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  that 
he  do  pay  unto  the  United  States  a  fine  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00),  together 
with  the  costs  of  this  prosecution,  taxed  at  $ ;  and  that  he  do  stand  commit- 
ted until  said  fine  and  costs  are  paid.

which  will  be  patent  to  you  without  enumeration,  constitute  a  nuisance,  and  an 
injury  and  a  damage  to  the  property  of  your  petitioners,  and  to  the  business  of  their 
tenants.

By  that  litigation  we  settled  the  principal  on  which  all  but  $1,409.07  either  must 
be  paid  or  has  been  paid.  So  that  Mr.  Pattison,  and  through  him  the  city,  gained 
$1,813.39,  of  which  amount  $428.96  has  already  been  paid.  Judge  Lamb  now  pro- 
poses to  pay  $603.50  more  in  cash ;  and  then  the  city  can  enforce  its  claims  for  taxes 
against  the  remaining  property  according  to  the  usual  methods  for  enforeing  col- 
lection of  taxes.  This  is  the  legitimate  result  of  the  decision  in  that  case,  and  what 
we  believe  will  now  be  accomplished  without  further  litigation.  While  this  money 
would  properly  be  collectible  for  the  benefit  of  Mr.  Pattison,  under  the  provisiens 
of  the  Statute  enacted  in  that  behalf,  yet  as  Mr.  Pattison  is  largely  indebted  to  the 
city,  there  is  no  objection  to  its  being  collected  at  once  by  the  city,  provided  that 
in  such  collection  a  reasonable  fee  is  paid  us  for  our  services  to  Mr.  Pattison,  of 
which  the  city  will  thus  get  the  benefit. 

We  therefore  respectfully  request  that  in  the  event  settlement  be  made  with 
Judge  Robert  N.  Damb  as  such  Receiver,  as  proposed  in  his  said  petition,  that  your 
honorable  hodies  direct  to  be  paid  to  us  out  of  the  amount  so  paid  by  said  Lamb, 
the  sum  of  $100.00  for  our  services,  which  amount  is  certainly  a  low  fee  for  our 
services.

Accordingly  a  meeting  was  called  for  the  purpose,  in  the  Council  Chamber,  on 
Saturday,  June  2d,  1888,  at  3  o'clock,  p.  m,  which  was  attended  by  quite  a  large 
number  of  interested  property  owners.  After  hearing  the  representatives  of  the 
two  competing  companies,  a  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  P.  H.  Jameson,  requesting  the 
Committee  on  Contracts  to  award  the  contract  for  the  improvement  of  Washington 
street  to  the  National  Vulcanite  Company.

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REPORTS,    ETC.,    FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  concur- 
red in : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen:—  Since  my  last  report,  the  old  case  of  Thomas  Wren  vs.  The  City,  has 
heen  tried,  and  a  verdict  rendered  in  favor  of  the  city. 

This  was  a  case  brought  originally  eight  years  ago,  on  a  petition  for  a  writ  of 
mandate  to  compel  the  issuance  of  an  estimate  for  the  improvement  of  south  Ten- 
nessee street.  That  case  went  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  on  its  return  was  divided 
into  two  cases,  one  in  the  nature  of  a  mandamus  proceeding,  and  the  other — being 
this  case — an  action  for  $20,000  damages  against  the  city  alone.  Both  actions  were 
brought  for  work  dune  in  the  year  1866,  and  in  both  cases  the  city  has  been  suc- 
cessful. For  the  benefit  of  present  and  future  officers  and  members,  I  will  rtate 
that  Mr.  Wren  has  been  paid  for  said  work  over  $5,500,  and  that  all  claims  were 
and  are  now  settled,  unless  he  should  appeal. 

As  to  the  petition -of  Robert  N.  Lamb,  Receiver  of  A.  &  J.  C.  S.  Harrison  and  of 
Duncan,  Smith  &  Wilson,  as  Attorneys  for  I.  JSf.  Pattison,  late  City  Treasurer, 
looking  to  a  settlement  of  certain  tax  claims  against  the  Harrisons  and  other  per- 
sons, whose  taxes  had  been  marked  paid  on  the  tax  duplicate  by  said  Pattison,  on 
checks  given  on  Harrison's  Bank  and  otherwise,  and  at  the  request  of  the  owners, 
without  in  any  case  the  actual  payment  of  the  taxes,  I  report  that  on  full  investi- 
gation, I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  end  it  will  be  to  the  city's  interest  to  make 
the  proposed  settlement,  and  to  authorize  the  said  Receiver  to  pay  said  attorneys 
the  said  sum  of  $100.00  in  full  of  any  claim  arising  out  of  the  said  transactions  with 
said  Pattison  and  said  Lamb,  as  Eeceiver.

REPORTS  FROM  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

The  Special  Committee  on  Light,  through  Councilman  Gasper,  submit- 
ted the  following  report ;  which  was  received  : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — 5Tour  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  bids  of  the  elec- 
tric light  companies,  to  light  this  city,  report  that  we  selected  M.  M.  Reynolds  and 
P.  J.  Kelley  in  addition  to  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and  City  Attorney,  to  inspect 
the  various  lights  and  systems  used  in  different  cities,  and  said  committee,  after  so 
doing,  reported  to  your  committee  as  follows,  to-wit: 
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To  Joseph  L.  Gasper,  Chairman,  and  Members  of  the  Special  Committe  on  Electric  Light: 

Gentlemen: — The  sub-committee  appointed,  with  instructions  to  investigate  the 
subject  of  electric  lighting  now  in  use  in  various  cities,  submit  the  following  report 
of  our  labors : 

We  first  visited  Columbus,  Ohio,  where  we  found  the  city  had  previously  been 
lighted  with  vapor  lamps.  It  is  now  partially  lighted  with  electric  light,  and  where 
so  lighted,  it  is  estimated  that  one  electric  light  displaces  from  five  to  seven  vapor 
lights.  Here  we  found  High  street  lighted  for  about  five  miles  —  a  light  being 
placed  at  every  street  intersection,  being  an  average  of  about  550  feet  apart,  with 
forty-six  2000-candle  power  arc  Thomson  &  Houston  lights,  all  well  hooded. 

Town  street  is  similarly  lighted  with  12  lights  of  the  same  kind.  The  lights  are 
suspended  on  the  O'Burn  mast  arm,  suspending  the  light  about  thirty  feet  high,  and 
twenty-six  feet  from  standard.  These  mast  arms  are  so  constructed  that  the  arm 
can  be  lowered  to  allow  a  man  to  stand  on  the  ground  and  trim  the  lamps  Lights 
here  are  burned  on  what  is  known  as  the  moon-light,  or  Philadelphia  schedule,  of 
2,200  hours  per  annum,  at  a  cost  per  annum  of  $80.00  per  lamp. 

We  next  visited  Cleveland,  Ohio,  where  we  found  only  a  portion  of  the  city — be- 
ing a  part  of  Euclid  avenue — lighted  with  forty-three  2000-candle  power  Brush 
lights.  Lights  wfere  placed  on  iron  poles,  at  about  15  to  18  feet  above  ground,  pro- 
vided with  weather  hoods,  and  all  the  same  side  of  streets.  Lights  were  generally 
placed  about  500  feet  apart.  However,  we  made  a  test  of  two  that  were  placed  1,060 
feet  apart,  and  found  that  at  a  point  midway  between  them,  that  the  light  was  still 
strong  enough  to  cast  a  shadow.  These  lights  are  burned  on  the  all-night  schedule, 
or  3,760  hours,  at  the  rate  of  3  ^  cents  per  hour,  or  $139.12  per  light  per  annum. 

In  addition  to  the  lights  above  described,  there  are  four  towers  from  240  to  260 
feet  high,  on  two  of  which  are  placed  seven,  and  on  two  six,  4000-candle  power  arc 
lights.  It  was  claimed  that  these  towers  diffused  light  for  half  a  mile.  The  tower 
lights  were  burned  on  the  same  schedule,  at  10.5  cents  per  hour  per  lamp,  or  $394.80 
per  lamp  per  annum. 

We  observed  that  the  lights  on  Euclid  avenue,  placed  on  poles  at  the  side  of  the 
streets,  did  not  do  as  good  service  as  those  in  Columbus,  suspended  over  the  center 
of  streets.  We  were  then  shown  through  the  Brush  factory,  where  we  saw  the  con- 
struction of  the  electric  machinery  in  all  its  details.  Your  committee  was  quite 
favorably  impressed  with  the  simplicity  and  durability  of  the  Brush  dynamo. 

We  then  visited  Buffalo,  where  we  found  portions  of  the  city  lighted  by  the 
Thomson-Houston,  Brush,  and  United  States  systems,  all  2000-ctndle  power  arc 
lights.  The  territory  lighted  with  electricity,  is  divided  among  the  three  compa- 
nies, and  the  price  they  receive  for  lighting,  is  the  same.  Here  it  is  estimated  that 
each  light  displaces  from  five  to  six  gas  lamps.  The  electric  lights  are  suspended 
on  the  O'  Burn  mast  arm,  over  the  center  of  the  streets,  at  about  25  feet  high ;  all  lamps 
provided  with  hoods.  There  are  813  public  electric  lights  in  the  city,  which  are 
paid  for  at  the  rate  of  45  cents  per  night  per  lamp,  or  $164.25  per  lamp  per  annum. 

We  inspected  the  various  districts  lighted  by  electricity,  and  found  that  the  lights 
are  placed  at  the  intersections  of  cross  streets,  at  a  distance  ranging  from  four  hun- 
dred (400)  to  six  hundred  and  eighty-six  (686)  feet  apart.  We  found  the  lights 
thus  located  doing  good  service,  and  giving  general  satisfaction. 

At  Utica,  New  York,  we  found  the  city  well  lighted  with  the  Ft.  Wayne  Jenney 
system.  Here  the  entire  city  is  lighted  with  electricity.  The  street  lamps  are  sus- 
pended on  the  O'tJurn  mast  arm,  with  which,  owing  to  the  width  of  the  streets,  it 
is  possible  to  suspend  the  lamps  over  the  center  of  the  streets.  The  outskirts  of  the 
city  are  lighted  with  twelve  towers,  of  the  Star  Iron  Tower  Company  pattern,  125 
feet  in  height.  On  the  towers  are  placed  five  2000  candle  power  lamps,  and  for  the 
territory  not  thickly  built  upon,  furnish  a  reasonable  amount  of  light. 

The  city  is  now  lighted  with  310  electric  lights,  on  a  three  year  contract,  at 
$42,000  per  annum,  or  at  the  rate  of  $135.48  per  lamp  per  annum,  for  all-night 
burning  for  twenty-seven  nights  per  month.  Here  the  Jenney  Company  agrees  to 
light  the  entire  city  for  $42,000  per  annum,  to  the  lull  satisfaction  of  the  city.  The 
lights  are  placed  at  each  street  intersection,  and  afford  an  abundant  light  for  the 
streets.  i 
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At  Albany,  we  found  the  city  lighted  with  the  Brush  system.  "We  learned  that 
a  contract  was  made  with  the  electric  light  people  to  put  in  an  electric  light  when- 
ever they  could  displace  six  gas  lamps.  The  electric  lights  are  placed  at  every 
street  intersection,  and  often  one  in  center  of  block.  Blocks  in  the  central  part  of 
the  city  are  much  shorter  than  those  in  our  city.  Quite  frequently  we  found  elec- 
tric lights  placed  only  150  feet  apart.  Lights  are  placed  on  poles  about  20  to  25 
feet  high.  While  Albany  has  abundant  ligft,  we  were  not  at  all  favorably  impres- 
sed with  the  construction  of  the  circuits.  The  conditions  existing  at  Albany  are  so 
different  to  those  of  Indianapolis,  that  the  facts  found  were  not  specially  servisable 
by  your  committee  in  making  a  report. 

At  New  York  we  were  able  to  see  the  United  States,  Jenney,  Brush,  and  Thomp- 
son-Houston lights  in  close  proximity.  A  very  small  portion  of  New  York,  how- 
ever, is  lighted  with  electricity,  owing  to  the  fact  that  after  a  contract  is  let  by  tbe 
city,  it  is  with  great  difficulty  that  a  company  can  get  pole  rights  from  the  sub- way 
Commission,  who  are  State  officers  The  Sub- way  Commission  was  appointed  with  a 
view  to  putting  all  electric  wires  under  ground ;  but  owing  to  the  difficulties  encoun- 
tered, thus  far  they  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  accomplishing  this  much-desired  end. 

As  the  franchises  for  the  merchant  lighting  in  this  city  are  so  valuable,  New 
York  gets  her  public  lights  at  much  less  than  any  other  city.  The  last  contract 
price  was  24£  cents  per  lamp  per  night  There  is,  perhaps,  no  more  favorable  city 
in  the  country  for  electric  lights,  than  New  York,  for  the  reason  that  it  has  short 
squares  and  no  shade  trees,  and  but  few  alleys. 

At  Boston,  we  found  while  there  are  quite  a  good  many  electric  lights  of  the  va- 
rious systems,  that  there  are  comparatively  few  public  lights,  except  in  P,arks,  etc. 
The  Public  Garden,  one  of  the  most  beautiful  spots  in  Boston — abjoining  Boston 
Commons — is  lighted  with  the  Tompson-Houston  system.  Your  committee  was 
quite  favorably  impressed  with  the  light  in  the  midst  of  foliage.  Lights  are  here 
generally  placed  upon  poles,  but  owing  to  the  fact  of  the  blocks  being  quite  short, 
and  the  extremely  ciooked  streets,  the  lights  are  placed  very  close  together.  In 
the  central  part  of  the  city  there  is  comparatively  no  foliage  to  obstruct  the  light. 

Lynn,  Mass.,  was  found  lighted  with  the  Tompson  Houston  system,  and  giving 
general  satisfaction.  Here  we  were  shown  through  the  Tompson-Houston  factory, 
and  examined  carefully  into  the  mechanical  construction  of  the  Tompson-Houston 
system.  Your  committee  were  much  pleased  with  the  stability  and  compactness  of 
the  Tompson  Houston  dynamo,  and  particularly  with  their  apparatus  for  auto- 
matic current  regulation,  admitting  of  cutting  down  the  number  of  lights  on  any 
circuit  from  the  maximum  number  to  any  desired  number,  without  disturbing  the 
lights  left  burning.  We  were  also  pleased  with  the  operation  of  the  Tompson- 
Houston  lamp. 

summary. 

1st.  We  have  observed  that  where  the  lamps  were  placed  on  poles,  that  they  did 
not  light  the  streets  as  well  as  where  they  were  suspended  over  the  center  of  the 
.streets,  and  therefore  we  recommend  that  in  any  contract  made,  that  it  be  done  on 
&  basis  of  suspended  lights.  j 

2d.  We  find  that  the  use  of  mast  arms  is  the  preferable  way  of  suspending  the 
lights;  first,  because  it  relieves  the  streets  of  one  extra  pole  over  the  cable  system. 
Second,  it  does  away  with  the  liability  of  danger  from  accidents  by  breaking  of  the 
cable.  Third,  because  the  lamp  can  be  trimmed  at  the  side  of  streets,  out  of  the 
way  of  vehicles,  and  can  be  more  easily  trimmed  and  cleaned. 

3d.  That  in  none  of  the  cities  we  visited,  do  we  find  any  attempt  to  light  the 
alleys  with  electric  light. 

4th.  In  our  opinion  the  most  economical  plan  of  lighting,  would  be  to  adopt  tbe 
2,500  hour  schedule,  which  includes  also  such  nights  as  when  the  moon  is  obscured 
by  fog  or  clouds,  thus  insuring  light  for  every  night  in  the  year  at  practically  a 
moon-lighi  schedule  price. 

5th.  Owing  to  the  length  of  the  squares  in  this  city,  and  the  fact  that  many  of 
the  streets  are  heavily  shaded  with  foliage,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  an  arc  light 
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should  in  all  cases  of  long  and  shaded  squares,  generally  be  placed  at  each  street 
intersection.

The  Special  Committee  on  Viaduct,  etc.,  through  Councilman  Dunn, 
submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  received  : 

To  the  Common  Council : 

brentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  motion  requiring 
the  Union  Railway  Company  to  state  their  purposes  in  regard  to  building  the  via- 
duct, etc.,  would  respectfully  report:  At  a  meeting  of  your  committee  at  which 
were  present  Mr.  V.  T.  Malott  and  Mr.  "Winter  (Attorney  for  said  company),  Mr. 
Malott  stated  "That  the  Union  Railway  Company  was  not  only  willing,  but  anxious 
to  go  to  work  to  build  the  viaduct,  and  but  for  the  pending  litigation  with  property 
owners  along  line  of  the  same,  tbe  work  would  have  been  well  under  way."  He 
also  stated  "The  company  had  not  at  any  time  delayed  a  trial  in  any  case,  but  had 
been,  and  would  be,  at  all  times,  ready  to  try  each  and  every  case.  In  one  case,  a 
trial  had  been  had,  and  a  motion  for  a  new  trial  is  pending.      Another  case  had 
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been  postponed  by  the  plaintiff  at  two  different  times  just  before  coming  to  trial. 
Another  case  had  been  dismissed  on  coming  to  trial,  and  soon  after  an  effort  was 
made  to  put  it  on  the  docket  again."  Mr.  Malott  said  nothing  has  been  said  or 
done  by  the  railway  company  which  could  be  construed  into  a  refusal  of  the  com- 
pany to  keep  its  contract  with  the  city.  He  also  said  "  If  we  begin  to  build  the  via- 
duct before  litigation  is  terminated,  it  puts  the  company  at  a  disadvantage  in  the 
trial  of  every  case;  hence  our  not  having  begun  the  improvement." 

Your  Committee  can  not,  at  present,  find  sufficient  cause  to  censure  the  Union 
Eailway  Company,  but  respectfully  recommend  that  all  appellants  press  their  re- 
spective cases  to  a  trial  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

Councilman  Dunn  presented  the  following  communication;  which  was 
referred  to  the  City  Attorney : 

I  o  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  : 

Gentlemen: — The  present  uncertainty  about  whether  the  viaduct  east  of  the  Depot 
is  to  be  built  or  not,  is  very  annoying,  as  well  as  very  serious  to  me  and  other  per- 
sons who  are  in  a  like  situation.  It  has  been  said  by  those  who  have  the  control  of 
that  work,  that  the  Union  Railway  Company  would  not  build  the  viaduct  if  the 
damages  assessed  by  the  Commissioners  was  increased  on  appeal.  One  case  has 
been  tried,  and  an  increase  recovered  It  therefore  becomes  a  very  important  in- 
quiry whether  the  above  declared  purpose  is  to  be  persisted  in?  I  submit  that  jus- 
tice requires  that  this  question  be  at  once  solved.  I  am  advised  that  the  assessment 
of  damages  made  to  me  is  due  and  collectable  now,  notwithstanding  the  condition 
of  requiring  improvements  to  be  removed  before  payment,  as  contained  in  the  or- 
dinance accepting  the  report  of  Commissioners.  1  would,  however,  prefer  having 
no  controversy  over  this  point.  If  the  city  will  express  her  willingness  to  pay  as 
scon  as  the  improvements  are  removed,  I  will  at  once  proceed  to  remove  the  im- 
provements. I  feel,  however,  that  it  is  my  right  to  have  a  speedy  adjustment  of 
my  damages,  if  the  city  shall  not  now  immediately  determine  to  repeal  the  ordi- 
nance for  the  viaduct. 

It  can  not  be  expected  that  settlement  is  to  be  deferred  until  the  end  of  litigation 
with  other  parties,  when,  as  it  is  claimed,  the  city  may  or  may  not  abandon  the  work. 
I  and  others  in  similar  situation,  have  a  right  to  know  what  the  future  is  to  be  now, 
and  not  be  kept  in  such  a  state  of  uncertainty.  It  will  readily  occur,  without  be- 
ing suggested,  what  must  necessarily  be  the  effect  of  the  present  uncertainty  on  bu- 
siness arrangements  for  the  future.

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Councilman  Thalman,  on  behalf  of  the  State  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Monument  Commission,  presented  the  following  communication ;  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  and  City  Attorney : 

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  June  4,  1888. 
To  the  Common  Council  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — We  respectfully  represent  that  the  building  of  a  street  railway, 
either  cable,  electric  motor  or  horse,  as  provided  for  in  a  franchise  already  granted, 
and  the  one  now  being  asked  for,  will  do  much  to  neutralize  the  efforts  of  this  Com- 
mission to  make  Circle  Park  and  the  contiguous  street  and  sidewalks  the  principal 
attraction  of  the  city.  The  street  being  only  fifty  febt  wide  between  the  curb 
stones,  a  railway  would  occupy  so  much  of  the  space  as  to  render  the  remainder 
undesirable  for  business  or  driving  purposes;  and  the  danger  of  collision  with  the 
cars,  especially  those  driven  by  cable  or  electricity,  would  be  such  as  to  drive  both 
pedestrians  and  vehicles  from  the  Circle, — a  danger  that  would  be  rendered  more 
imminent  by  the  curved  character  of  the  street,  preventing  the  cars  from  being  seen 
at  a  sufficient  distance  to  avoid  or  escape  them. 

By  co-operating  with  this  Commission,  the'  city  authorities  can  make  th?s  spot 
equal,  in  beauty  and  attractiveness,  to  any  in  the  world.  It  is  already  reached  by  the 
street  cars  within  one  square,  from  three  points — Illinois,  Washington  and  Penn- 
sylvania streets — which  is  ample  for  all  purposes,  whether  for  business,  social  prome- 
nades, as  a  rendezvous  for  contemplation  or  pleasure,  or  to  view  the  Monument. 
Being  so  easily  accessible,  and  at  the  same  time  sufficiently  retired  to  be  free  from 
the  annoyances  of  dust,  mud,  noise,  and  the  danger  of  being  run  over,  or  other 
accidents,  it  will  become,  as  the  years  pass,  the  favorite  resort  of  the  people,  both 
residents  and  visitors;  enhancing  the  value  of  abutting  property,  making  it  an  ele- 
gant site  for  the  finer  lines  of  trade;  a  rendezvous  on  all  public  occasions,  a  place 
which  all  strangers  will  seek,  and  the  center  in  fact,  as  well  as  geographically,  of 
Indianapolis,— contributing  greatly  to  making  it  one  of  the  most  desirable  cities  in 
the  country  for  residence  or  resort;  but  more  than  all  else,  rendering  sacred  the 
grounds  that  have  been  dedicated  to  the  noble  purpose  of  honoring  the  Nation's 
dead,  who  have  conferred  immortal  glory  upon  the  iState. 

In  view  of  all  this,  it  is  urged  that  Circle  street  be  kept  free,  perpetually,  of  rail- 
way tracks,  or  other  obstructions,  and  that,  in  time,  it  may  be  paved  with  asphaltum, 
or  other  material,  and  otherwise  improved,  so  as  to  be  in  harmony  with  the  great 
work  of  art  at  the  center  of  the  Park.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committees  on  Judiciory  and  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  matter  of  the  proposition  of  J.  V.  McNeal  to  construct  a  street  railway  in  the 
streets  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  hereby  recommend  that  the  same  be  accepted; 
and  to  confine  and  restrict  his  rights  and  privileges  in  the  matter,  we  further  recom- 
mend that  the  accompanying  ordinance,  with  such  additions  and  alterations  as  are 
tendered  herewith,  be  passed  and  made  a  law  by  this  Council  and  the  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, for  thepuropses  therein  specified.

Indianapolis,  do  respectfully  petition  your  honorable  bodies  not  to  grant  the  change 
in  the  franchise  requested;  and  we  further  petition  your  honorable  bodies  not  to

«r  cable  power,  to  lay  tracks  and  operate  a  road  on  South  Meridian  street.

•and  is  hereby,  directed  to  advertise  for  bids  for  lighting  the  city  with  electricity, 
with  not  less  than  six  hundred  (600)  two  thousand  candle-power  arc  lights,  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  three  years ;  any  additional  lights  to  be  furnished  at  a  stated 
price  per  lamp.  The  specifications  to  be  modified  so  as  to  give  the  city  the  first 
option  of  purchasing  the  plant  at  any  time  within  three  years.  Bids  to  be  opened 
at  the  regular  session  of  the  Common  Council  July  2d,  1888.

MESSAGES    AND    PAPERS    FROM    THE   COMMON    COUNCIL.

Gentlemen: — I  submit  herewith  the  following  papers  for  your  consideration,  fa- 
vorably passed  upon  by  the  Common  Council,  at  an  adjourned  session  held  this 
evening,  June  11th,  1888.  For  the  Common  Council :

Whereas,  The  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  (successer  to  the  rights  of  the 
Citizens'  Street  Railway  Company,  has  commenced  and  is  now  engaged  in  con- 
structing lines  of  street  railway  on  various  streets  of  the  city  in  violation  of,  and 
against  the  public  welfare,  it  having  torn  up  said  streets  in  patches  distant  from 
each  other,  thereby  greatly  and  unnecessarily  obstructing  travel  thereon  ;  and 

Whereas,  All  of  said  work  has  been  done  and  is  now  progressing  in  plain  viola- 
tion of  Section  4,154  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1881,  said  company  not  having  ob- 
tained the  consent  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  "  to  the  location, 
survey  and  construction"  of  any  of  said  lines  of  street  railway;  and 

Whereas,   It  is  therefore  deemed  expedient  that  no  further  work  be  allowed  by- 
said  company  on  said  streets,  until  the  rights  and  welfare  of  the  public  have  been 
-consulted,  and  the. consent  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  has  been  obtained 
-"  to  the  locatien,  survey  and  construction  "  of  said  lines  of  track ;  now,  therefore, 
SIQ.  38. 
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Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, That  the  right  of  supreme  control  over  the  streets,  highways,  alleys  and 
bridges  of  said  city,  as  expressed  in  Sections  3,161  and  4,145  R.  S.  1881,  is  hereby 
asserted  and  affirmed. 

And  be  it  further  Resolved,  That  the  said  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  be, 
and  it  is  hereby,  ordered  to  immediately  cease  work  upon  each  and  every  street 
■  where  it  is  now  engaged  in  laying  new  lines  of  track,  and  proceed  no  further  there- 
with, until  the  consent  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  have  been  ob- 
tained, as  required  by  law. 

Resolved,  That  said  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby, 
ordered  to  at  once  place  all  parts  of  s  reets  now  torn  up,  in  a  safe  condition  for 
public  travel,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Street  Commissioner,  who  is  directed  to  en- 
force this  order. 

The  Street  Commissioner  is  hereby  ordered  to  at  once  notify  Ihe  proper  officers 
and  employes  of  said  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  of  the  adoption  of  the  fore- 
going resolution;  and  in  the  event  all  work  in  further  laying  said  new  tracks  is  not 
at  once  abandoned  by  said  company,  he  is  ordered  to  prevent  by  force,  if  necessary, 
all  further  work  thereon.  Said  Street  Commissioner  is  directed  to  make  full  report 
of  all  his  doings  under  this  resolution  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.

The  said  company  shall  not  sell,  transfer,  assign,  lease  or  in  any 
other  manner  dispose  of  any  or  all  of  the  rights,  franchises  or  authority  herein 
grantee,  to  any  of  the  lines  of  railway  or  other  property  constructed  or  obtained 
in  pursuance  thereof,  to  aiy  other  company  or  individual  that  may  now  or  may 
hereafter  own  or  orerate  lines  of  street  railway  in  and  upon  the  streets,  alleys  and 
public  ways  of  said  city  in  competition  therewith;  nor  shall  said  company  enter 
into  any  combination  or  agreement  by  which  such  competition  may  or  shall  be 
rendered  of  no  effect. 

33Sectton  ....  The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  reserve  the  right  to 
grant  the  use  of  any  part  or  parts  of  the  tracks  of  any  company  or  individual  own- 
ing or  operating  lines  of  street  railway  in  said  city,  to  any  other  such  company  or 
individval,  whenever  the  interests  of  the  public  shall  be  best  subserved  thereby; 
but  any  such  party  desiring  such  right,  shall  first  make  application  for  the  same  to 
the  said  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  or  the  said  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  have  power  to  cause  any  such  company  or  individual 
to  use  such  tracks  as  such  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  indicate 
in  preference  to  using  any  street  whereby  the  public  or  property  owners  may  suffer 
serious  damage;  whereupon  said  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  may, 
in  their  discretion,  grant  and  confirm  such  right  on  the  following  terms  and  con- 
ditions, to-wit : 

Before  avail  shall  be  taken  of  such  right  by  any  party  involved,  the  compensa- 
tion for  such  right  shall  be  awarded  by  a  Board  of  Arbitration,  consisting  of  three 
disinterested  persons,  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  party  involved,  and  they  two  to 
choose  the  third,  and  the  decision  of  a  majority  of  such  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  upon  both  the  parties.  Such  arbitrators  shall  assess  the  fair  value  of  the 
rights,  franchises  and  tracks  of  the  portion  of  the  street  railway  lines  the  usage  of 
which  is  so  granted,  a  re-valuation  of  the  same  to  be  made  in  the  same  manner  at 
the  expiration  of  each  period  of  ten  years  thereafter ;  and  the  adverse  party  shall 
annually  pay  to  the  party  in  ownership  of  such  lines,  as  long  as  such  adverse  party 
shall  use  and  occupy  the  same,  a  sum  equal  to  six  per  centum  of  such  valuation  or 
re-valuation  as  herein  above  provided  for,  and  in  consideration  of  such  payment, 
shall  be  absolved  from  all  further  charge  and  claim  on  account  thereof. 

The  said  company  shall,  before  adopting  or  using  such  electrical  power,  or  chang- 
ing the  same  to  any  other  such  power,  file  with  the  City  Clerk  of  said  city,  complete 
descriptions  and  specifications  of  such  power,  with  such  plans  and  drawings  as  may 
be  necessary  to  the  full  explanation  thereof,  and  receive  the  approval  of  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  thereupon.

No  poles  or 
over-head  wires  shall  be  used  in  the  operation  of  any  of  said  lines  of  electric  road. 

Section  2.  That  Section  twelve  of  th9  above  entitled  ordinance  be  amended  so 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  12.  If  said  company  shall  fail  to  complete,  equip  and  operate  said  cable 
lines  or  electric  lines  and  branch  lines  as  herein  before  provided,  within  the  time 
provided  herein  before,  for  the  completion  of  each  of  said  main  and  branch  lines, 
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the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  shall  as  to  said  main  or  branch  lines  afore- 
said, or  parts  thereof  as  to  which  default  shall  be  made,  be  forfeited:  Provided,  that 
if  said  company  shall  have,  by  the  first  day  of  January,  1889,  constructed  four  miles 
of  single  track  electric  road,  then,  in  that  event,  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the 
two  main  lines  of  cable  or  electric  railroads  designated  as  numbers  one  and  two,  in 
Section  two,  shall  be  extended  for  a  period  of  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  to  which  time  shall  be  added  such  time  as  said  company  is  delayed  by 
injunction  or  other  unavoidable  delay.  Said  company  shall  begin  work  within  ten 
days  after  the  acceptance  of  this  ordinance,  and  this  ordinance  shall  be  accepted 
within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  the  same;  and  if  not  so  accepted  by  said 
company  within  thirty  days  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  Common  Coun- 
cil and  Board  of  Aldermen  reserve  the  right  to  repeal  the  ordinance.  Said  com- 
pany shall  file  with  its  acceptance  of  this  ordinance,  a  certified  check  for  the  sum  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  conditioned 
that  said  company  will  begin  work  within  the  time  herein  specified,  and  prosecute 
the  same  with  diligence  to  a  final  completion. 

Section  3.  The  Indianapolis  Cable  Street  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  by  and  in  the  acceptance  by  it  of  the  benefits  of  this  amendatory  and  sup- 
plemental ordinance,  shall  be,  and  hereby  in  any  and  all  events  agrees  to  be  taken 
and  held  as  surrendering  any  and  all  claims  it  may  have  to  a  perpetual  franchise, 
and  as  agreeing  that  all  its  rights  under  this  ordinance,  and  the  said  ordinance  ot 
which,  and  to  which  this  ordinance  is  amendatory  and  supplemental,  shall  expire 
at  the  end  of  thirty  years  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance:. 
Provided,  That  said  company  is  hereby  forbidden  and  prohibited  from  selling,  as- 
signing or  transferring,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  of  the  stock,  rights  or 
franchises  of  this  said  company  to  any  other  company  now  operating  a  street  rail- 
way line  in  this  city,  or  that  shall  hereafter  operate  any  line  of  streec  railway  in 
this  city  as  a  competing  line.  Any  violation  of  this  provision  shall  work  a  for- 
feiture of  all  the  rights  granted  in  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldeamen  reserve  the  right  to 
grant  to  any  other  street  railway  company,  owning  or  operating  lines  of  street  rail- 
way in  said  city,  and  using  the  same  kind  of  motive  power  as  is  used  by  the  Indi- 
anapolis Cable  Street  Railroad  Company,  on  the  line  or  lines  proposed  to  be  used, 
the  right  to  use  any  part  or  parts  of  the  tracks  of  said  named  company,  whenever 
the  best  interests  of  the  public  demand  the  same:  Provided,  any  company  desiring 
the  use  of  any  track  of  said  named  company,  shall  first  make  application  to  the  said 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  for  the  right  to  use  the  same,  specifying 
with  particularity,  the  portion  of  such  tracks  it  may  desire  to  use,  and  shall  file  with 
such  application,  a  due  and  legal  consent,  by  said  company  making  such  applica- 
tion, authorizing  said  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  to  grant  to  said 
named  company  whose  track  it  desires  to  use  upon  like  terms  and  conditions  as 
provided  in  this  ordinance,  the  right  to  use  any  part  or  parts  of  the  tracks  of  said 
company  making  such  application  ;  whereupon  said  Common  Council  and  Board  of 
Aldermen  shall,  if  it  shall  be  deemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the  public,  to  grant  the 
application,  appoint  three  disinterested  persons,  one  to  be  chosen  by  each  party 
involved,  and  the  third  to  be  selected  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Al- 
dermen, who  shall  fix  the  annual  charges  to  be  paid  by  the  company  making  the 
application  for  the  use  of  such  tracks,  and  a  decision  of  a  majority  of  said  arbitrators 
shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  both  parties.  A  re-valuation  of  said  charges  for 
the  use  of  said  tracks,  may  be  had  every  five  years,  upon  the  written  application  of 
either  party.  Such  charges  shall  be  paid  monthly,  and  on  default  of  such  payment,, 
the  right  to  use  such  tracks  shall  cease. 

Section  5.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

When  said  ordinance  shall  have  been  so  amended,  we  recommend  that  it  do  pass.

Since  your  order  re- 
quiring certain  street  signs  to  be  taken  down,  many  persons,  fearing  that  my  clock, 
through  some  misunderstanding,  might  be  included,  have  requested  me  to  apply  to 
you  for  permission  to  let  it  remain,  which  I  do  herewith.  I  will  state  further,  that 
such  clocks  are  permitted  to  stand  in  all  of  our  large  cities,  for  the  convenience  and 
benefit  of  the  public.

The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  through  Councilman  McClelland, 
submitted  the  following  report: 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen'. — The  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  to  whom  was  referred  the  mo- 
tion introduced  by  Councilman  Long,  relative  to  raising  the  wages  of  employes  in 
the  Street  Repairs  Department  twenty-five  cents  per  day,  except  the  carpenters,  re- 
commend said  motion  be  not  adopted. 

We  make  the  following  report,  and  ask  your  concurrence  therein:  The  last 
schedule  of  prices  adopted  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  for  pay 
of  employes  in  the  Street  Department,  fixed  the  carpenters'  wages  at  $2.25  per  day. 
The  Street  Commissioner  has  men  on  his  bridge  gang  working  at  laborers'  wages, 
as  provided  in  said  schedule  of  prices  for  laborers.  We  believe  it  just  and  right 
that  those  men  should  be  allowed  fair  compensation  for  such  work,  therefore  di- 
rected the  Street  Commissioner  to  place  them  on  the  pay-roll  as  carpenters,  not  at 
schedule  price  for  carpenters,  but  at  the  same  pay  as  sewer  men  and  bowlder  men, 
$1.75  per  day.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Light,  to  whom,  with  the  City  Attorney 
and  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  were  referred  the  bids  for  lighting  the  streets  of  the 
city,  make  the  following  report : 
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The  bids  for  schedule  of  2,500  hours,  were  as  follows : 

The  Thompson-Houston  Company $87  00  per  lamp. 

The  Brush  Electric  Light  Company....  81  00  per  lamp. 

The  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  Company 62  50  per  lamp. 

The  Gas  Company 15  00  per  lamp. 

Schedule  of  2,740  hours,  same  as  now  lighted. 

The  Thompson-Houston  Company $90  00  per  lamp. 

The  Brush  Electric  Light  Company....  85  00  per  lamp. 

The  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  Company 66  66  per  lamp. 

The  Gas  Company 15  42  per  lamp. 

Schedule  of  3,750  hours,  or  all  night, 

The  Thompson-Houston  Company $95  00  per  lamp. 

The  Brush  Electric  Light  Company 98  00  per  lamp. 

The  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  Company 70  83  per  lamp.

The  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  Electric  Light  Company  also  proposes  to  furnish  lamps 
within  the  city  limits — without  limit  as  to  number — at  every  street  intersection,  if 
desired,  so  as  to  light  the  entire  streets — 

For  2,500  hours,  for $39,000  00 

For  2,740  hours,  for ,...,  42  000  00 

For  3,750  hours,  for..... 45,000  00 

We  have  taken  the  testimony  of  the  members  of  the  sub-committee  of  your  bodies  j 

which  visited  other  cities  for  information,  and  endeavored  by  that  means  to  inform 
ourselves  as  to  the  mode  and  terms  which  we  should  recommend  to  your  body. 

Mr,  M.  M.  Keynolds  says:  "In  my  opinion,  the  2,500  hour  schedule,  with  the 
privilege  reserved  to  the  city  of  ordering  lights  on  cloudy  nights,  would  be  equal  to 
the  present  schedule  of  2,740  hours,  and  I  think  would  be  as  satisfactory  to  the  citi- 
zens. I  think  that  the  Thompson-Houston  light  is  as  good,  if  not  better,  than  that  of 
any  others  competing.  It  is  a  very  brilliant,  steady  light.  While  the  Brush  is  very 
brilliant,  it  is  not  as  steady  as  the  Thompson  Houston.  I  regard  the  Fort  Wayne 
Jenny  light  as  not  quite  so  brilliant,  yet  a  very  soft,  steady,  mellow  light.  I  do  not 
regard  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  light  as  the  equal  of  either  the  Thompson-Houston 
or  the  Brush.  I  can  not  say  what  the  per  cent,  of  difference  may  be,  but  I  do  not 
think  it  so  great  as  to  account  for  the  difference  in  bids.  I  regard  the  gas  lamps 
on  Niagara  street,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  as  spoken  of  by  Mr  Shearer,  as  being  of  no  ne- 
cessity. I  am  satisfied  that  an  electric  light  suspended  at  each  street  intersection, 
would  give  as  much  satisfaction  as  the  present  manner  of  lighting  on  heavily-shaded 
streets,  if  the  trees  were  properly  trimmed." 

Mr.  P.  J,  Kelley  says :  "  I  would  advise  that  the  committee  do  not  recommend  a 
schedule  of  less  than  2,740  hours,  the  schedule  as  worked  under  at  this  time,  I  did 
not  see  the  Thompson-Houston  and  the  Brush  lights  as  closely  in  comparison  as  I 
did  the  Thompson-Houston  and  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney.  I  would  not  venture  an 
opinion  as  freely  on  the  difference  between  the  Thompson-Houston  and  the  Brush, 
as  I  would  between  the  Thompson-Houston  and  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney.  The 
Thompson-Houston  is  the  superior  light.  I  think  it  would  take  about  five  of  the 
Fort  Wayne  Jenney  lights  to  equal  four  of  the  Thompson-Houston.  I  regard  the 
Brush  as  next  to  the  Thompson-Houston  ;  not  its  equal  in  steadiness,  yet  far  ahead 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney.  I  am  positive  that  any  system  of  lighting  that  does 
not  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  alleys,  would  not  be  satisfoctory  to  our  citizens. 
1  think  that  if  we  light  the  city  with  electricity,  we  would  (as  shown  by  Niagara 
street.  Buffalo,  .N.  Y.)  be  compelled  to  light  the  alley  crossings  by  some  method." 

City  Attorney  Taylor,  says:  "I  think  that  three  Thompson-Houston  lights  have 
about  the  same  power  as  four  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  lights.  The  Bjush  is  a 
brilliant  light,  and  has  a  penetrating  ray,  and,  in  my  judgment,  is  a  light  that  is 
about  equal  to  the  Thompson-Houston,  except  that  it  is  not  so  steady.  The  Fort 
Wayne  Jenney  is  a  soft,  mellow,  but  duller  light  than  either  of  the  others." 

City* Civil  Engineer  Shearer,  says:    "I  think  the  Thompson-Houston  the  best 
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light  in  the  country.  The  Brush  light  comes  very  close  to  it,  and  the  reason  that  I 
think  the  Thompson-Houston  the  best,  is  in  its  steadiness ;  that  it  does  not  flicker, 
as  you  see  in  the  Brush.  I  think  in  the  point  ©f  brilliancy,  that  the  Brush  is  ahead 
of  the  Thompson  Houston,  which  is  due  to  the  two  extra  volts  of  electric  motive 
force  used.  In  comparison  with  the  Thompson-Houston  and  Brush  lights,  my  ad- 
vice would  be  to  not  touch  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  light,  as  the  difference  between 
the  Jenney  and  the  Thompson-Houston  and  the  Brush  is  so  great  that  there  can  be 
no  comparison.  If  you  set  up  a  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  light  by  itself,  and  look  at  it, 
you  might  think  it  a  brilliant  light ;  but  in  comparison  with  the  Thompson-Houston 
and  Brush,  it  gives  a  yellow  light,  and  stands  to  them  about  as  gas  does  to  it.  I 
think  it  would  take  three  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  lights  to  equal  two  of  either  of  the 
others.  I  do  not  think  that  an  electric  light  at  each  street  intersection  would  (on 
heavily-shaded  streets),  be  as  satisfactory  as  the  present  manner  of  lighting.  On 
Niagara  street,  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  the  electric  lights  are  686  feet  apart,  and  are  helped 
out  by  two  gas  lamps  placed  between.  Our  squares  are  510  feet.  Messrs.  Kelley, 
Taylor  and  Reynolds  all  saw  these  things,  and  my  opinions  as  expressed  to  you,  are 
those  as  formed,  expressed  and  agreed  to  by  them  at  the  time  of  making  our  report 
to  the  Special  Committee  of  the  Council  and  Board." 

Acting  upon  the  information  we  have  been  enabled  to  obtain,  we  would  recom- 
mend that  the  sweeping  proposition  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  Company  be  not 
entertained,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1st.     The  city  can  not  be  lighted  as  an  entirety  by  electricity  as  proposed  by  the 

I  Jenney  Company,  so  as  to  give  as  good  satisfaction  on  shaded  streets,  and  especially 

alleys,  as  under  the  present  system. 
2d.    We  regard  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  light  as  an  inferior  light,  and  as  an 
electric  light,  dear  at  their  bid. 

3d.     We  believe  the  awarding  of  a  contract  to  this  company  would,  at  the  end  of 
|  three  years,  leave  us  with  a  dissatisfied  community,  and  a  plant  which  the  city  could 

not  afford  to  buy.       , 

4th.  The  testimony  of  those  who  have  seen  all  competing  lights  in  operation,  is 
that  the  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  light  is  so  far  inferior  to  either  the  Thompson-Hous- 
ton or  the  Brush,  that  in  point  of  fact,  taking  into  consideration  the  end  to  be 
arrived  at,  viz:  lighting  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city  at  least  as  well  as  now 
lighted,  and  for  a  less  cost,  we  do  not  regard  the  Fort  Wayne  Jei.ney  Company  as 
the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 

We  would  recommend  that  in  lieu  of  all  bids,  the  Mayor  be  instructed  to  enter 
into  a  contract  with  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company  to  place  in  the  business 
portion  of  the  city,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Public  Light  and  the 
City  Civil  Engineer,  such  a  number  of  the  Brush  2,000-candle  power  arc  lights  as 
will  displace  400  gas  lamps,  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  committee  and  City  Civil  En- 
gineer; said  lamps  to  be  furnished  at  the  price  named  in  their  bid,  $85.00,  and  to 
be  lighted  on  schedule  of  2,740  hours.  That  the  Mayor  be  instructed  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  Indianapolis  Gas  Light  and  Coke  Company  at  the  rate  of  $15.00 
per  lamp,  to  light  all  lamps  of  the  city  now  lighted,  and  such  others  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  added,  except  4u0  lamps  in  the  business  portion  of  the  city,  which 
shall  be  designated  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Light  and  the  City  Civil  Engineer, 
to  be  extinguished  and  replaced  with  electric  lights.  Both  of  said  contracts  to  ex- 
pire at  the  same  time  as  the  present  contract  with  the  Vapor  Light  Company. 

We  make  this  recommendation  for  the  following  reasons : 

1st.  The  vapor  light  contract  has  still  more  than  two  years  to  run,  and  if  we 
should  at  present  light  the  city  by  electricity,  all  the  dark  places  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  would  be  furnished  with  the  vapor  light  at  $18.00  per  post,  whereas  the 
gas  would  cost  us  only  $15.00. 

2d.  While  we  regard  the  Gas  Company  as  the  lowest  and  best  bid,  the  Common 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  have  heretofore  reserved  the  right  to  extinguish 
three  hundred  lights  for  experiment  with  electric  or  other  methods  of  lighting ;  and 
as  there  is  a  desire  on  the  part  of  some  to  light  the  business  portion  of  the  city  with 
electricity,  we  regard  the  Brush  Company  as  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  on  electric 
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light,  and  believe  that  this  method  will  practically  light  all  of  the  business  portion 
of  the  city  with  electric  light. 

3d.  By  the  adoption  of  the  method  herein  recommended,  all  of  the  various  con- 
tracts for  lighting  will  expire  at  the  same  time,  and  the  city  will  have  experimented 
with  the  electric  light,  and  will  be  able  to  judge  of  its  practicability. 

If  our  recommendation  be  concurred  in  as  above  without  amendment,  we  would 
further  recommend  that  if  this  proposition  be  not  accepted  by  the  Brush  Electric 
Light  Company,  and  the  Indianapolis  (5as  Light  and  Coke  Company  within  ten 
days,  that  the  contract  be  awarded  to  the  Thompson-Houston  Co.  as  an  entirety.

There  are  within  the  city  limits  668  street  intersections.     On  the  basis  of  schedule 
of  2.500  hours,  lights  to  be  burned  when  the  moon  is  obscured  by  clouds,  and  not 
taking  into  consideration  the  lighting  of  alleys,  the  cost  of  lighting  street  intersec- 
tions with  the  electric  light,  would  be  as  follows : 

The  Thompson- Houston  Company $58,116  00. 

The  Brush  Electric  Light  Company  .* 54,108  00. 

The  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  Company 41,750  00. 

The  Fort  Wayne  Jenney  Company  also  made  another  proposition,  to  light  the 
street  intersections  2,500  hour  schedule,  for  $39,000.00,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Council 

We  have  in  use  at  present  2,644  gas  lamps,  which  the  Gas  Company  offer  to  light 
for  2,740  hours  at  $15.42  per  lamp,  or  $40,982.00. 

These  lamps  now  in  use  represent  about  533  Thompson- Houston  lights;  533 
Brush  lights,  and  666  Jenney  lights. 

For  reasons  placed  before  your  body  last  Monday  night  by  this  Committee,  the 
City  Attorney  and  City  Civil  Engineer,  we  regard  the  bid  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Jen- 
ney Company  as  one  not  to  be  considered  for  a  moment,  and  reaffirm  all  heretofore 
set  forth  as  to  their  bid,  and  the  value  of  their  light. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Mayor  be  instructed  to  enter  into  a  contract  with 
the  Brush  Electric  Lij;ht  Company  to  place  100  lights  in  the  business  portion  of 
the  city,  to  be  lighted  every  and  all  night,  at  the  rate  of  $60.00  per  light  per  annum  ;

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Aug.  6,  1888. 
To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — Philip  H.  Sheridan,  General  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  died 
at  Nonquitt,  Mass.,  yesterday,  after  a  lingering  illness.  The  flags  have  already 
been  displayed  at  half-mast  on  the  City  Buildings,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  more 
notice  than  this  should  be  given  to  this  sad  event  by  the  city's  representatives. 

General  Sheridan  was  born  of  very  humble  parents,  and  even  the  place  of  his 
birth  has  never  been  definitely  settled.     But  whether  he  first  saw  the  light  on  this 
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or  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic,  he  was  every  whit  an  American  from  thetime  the 
public  first  learned  of  him.  He  fought  her  battles  bravely  and  gloriously.  He 
earned  every  star  he  received,  and  richly  deserved  the  last  great  honor  done  him 
by  Congress. 

As  a  slight  token  of  the  esteem  we  bear  to  his  memory,  and  of  the  love  cherished 
for  him  by  our  fellow  citizens  who  followed  him  to  victory  on  many  of  the  hard- 
fought  fields  of  the  Kebellion,  I  respectfully  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  memorial 
and  resolutions  herewith  submitted.

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COMMUNICATIONS,     ETC.,   FROM*  THE    MAYOR. 

His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  submitted  the  following  special  message  : ' 

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council: 

In  my  message  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  I  promised  to  elaborate,  at  a  future 
time,  some  of  the  suggestions  then  made. 

One  recommendation  submitted  was,  that  a  Committee  on  Legislation  should  be 
named,  in  time  to  discuss  and  prepare  such  measures  as  may  be  thought  important 
to  have  presented  to  the  General  Assembly  at  its  January  session.  If  the  sugges 
tion  approves  itself  to  your  minds,  I  a^k  that  such  committee  be  appointed  not 
later  than  next  month,  and  that  the  Board  of  Aldermen  be  requested  to  select  one 
from  that  body,  also,  the  two  coram  ttees  to  then  organize  and  act  together. 

I  will  not  now  attempt  to  fully  outline  any  measure  that  I  deem  important  to 
have- passed,  as  the  time  and  space  which  that  would  require,  forbid  me.  1  have 
copies  of  a  number  of  bills  heretofore  prepared,  which  1  will  furnish  to  the  com- 
mittee, if  appointed,  as  a  basis  for  some  of  their  work.  Their  provisions  and  im- 
portance can  be  more  satisfactorily  explained  orally  to  the  committee  than  here. 

POLICE  JUDGE. 

I  believe  the  time  has  fully  come  for  Indianapolis  to  have  a  Police  Judge. 
There  is  perhaps  no  other  city  in  the  country  as  large  as  this,  where  the  Mayor 
presides  a>  the  police  magistrate.  This  is  not  because  the  people  who  make  the 
laws  for  those  cities  deem  the  position  of  Police  Judge  the  less  dignified,  or  the 
position  of  Mayor  the  more  important,  but  because  one  person  can  not  properly 
do  the  work  of  both.  After  an  experience  of  nearly  three  years,  1  am  prepared 
to  say,  that  for  at  least  three- fourths  of  the  year,  the  work  of  the  Police  Court,  in- 
cluding the  preparation  of  the  monthly  and  te  ni-annual  reports  of  collections, 
listening  to  appeals  for  the  remission  of  penalties,  and  the  transaction  of  the  many 
other  matters  of  business  connected  with  the  court,  is  all  that  any  one  person  ought 
to  be  required  to  do.  I  mean  to  cast  no  unjust  reflection  on  the  arduous  labors  of 
the  able  Judges  of  our  county  courts,  nnd  make  no  comparison  between  the  charac- 
ter and  importance  of  their  work  and  that  of  the  Mayor's  Court,  when  I  say,  that  I 
believe  the  labor  performed  by  the  Mayor  in  the  Police  Court,  is  equal  to  any  one 
of  theirs.  When  we  consider  the  constant  increase  in  the  Police  Court  work,  as 
the  city  grows,  and  that  there  is  no  vacation  the  year  round,  it  is  not  improbable 
that  those  who  may  be  called  on  to  preside  there  in  the  future,  unless  relieved  of 
the  other  duties  of  the  Mayor's  office,  may  fail,  from  mere  physical  inability,  to 
perform  the  work  that  the  law  now  enjoins. 

NEW    COURT   ROOM    NEEDED. 

For  the  benefit  of  my  successors  and  the  credit  of  the  city,  1  deem  it  my  duty  to 
again  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  room  now  used  for  the  sessions  of  the 
Police  Court  is  very  badly  ventilated,  and  in  every  way  ill}'  suited  for  the  purpose. 
The  coUrt  room  ought  to  be  under  the  same  roof  where  the  prisoners  are  kept.  I 
repeat  here  what  1  said  to  you  last  January  on  this  subject:  '•  To  say  nothing  of 
the  inconvenience  of  transferring  prisoners  through  the  streets  every  day  to  the 
Police  Court,  it  is  demoralizing  to  the  public,  humiliating  to  many  prisoners  who 
deserve  better  treatment,  and  wr.mg  in  every  sense."  Tne  press,  in  so  far  as  com- 
ment was  made  at  all,  did  not  approve  of  my  previous  suggestion  of  selling  the 
remnant  of  the  Tomlinson  property  and  using  the  proceeds  in  budding  an  addition 
to  the  present  police  headquarters.  But  with  all  due  respect  to  those  who  oppose 
my  recommendation,  I  say  again,  that  I  do  not  believe  you  can  do  better  than  to 
sell  the  remaining  pieces  of  Tomlinson  real  estate  as  soon  as  a  good  price  can  be 
obtained  for  them,  and  use  the  proceeds  in  building  a  cheap  addition  to  the  Central 
Station  House,  for  the  use  of  the  Council,  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  Court  and 
City  officers  We  are  morally  bound  to  use  the  Tomlinson  bequest  as  soon  as  posi- 
ble  in  making  some  such  improvement.  There  is  not  enough  let t  to  erect  the  kind 
■of  a  city  building  we  would  all  like  to  have,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  the  city  is  go- 
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ing  to  be  able  to  add  a  sufficient  sum  to  it  in  the  near  fulure  to  do  so.  Hence,  I 
see  no  better  plan  open  than  to'  carry  out  my  former  suggestion.  If  the  press,  or 
any  citizen,  will  point  out  a  more  feasible  plan  under  the  present  circumstances,  I 
will  gladly  concur  and  withdraw  the  foregoing  recommendation. 

POLICE    COURT    LAW. 

The  act  of  1875,  being  sections  3204  to  3221  of  the  R.  S.  1881,  will  form  a  good 
basis  for  a  Police  Judge  bill ;  but  numerous  improvements  ctm  be  made  in  it.  That 
act  was  framed  fur  all  cities  of  over  six  thousand  inhabitant,  I  think  the  contem- 
plated bill  should  apply  to  this  city  only.  I  know  of  no  other  city  in  the  State 
that  is  asking  for  the  enactment  of  such  a  law  as  this  city  needs.  If  the  passage 
of  sucdi  a  bill  is  secured,  I  do  not  think  it  should  leave  the  selection  of  the  Police 
Judge  to  the  discretion  of  the  Council,  as  the  law  of  1875  did,  but  should  require 
such  selection  to  be  made.  I  think  the  present  jurisdiction  of  the  Court  should  be 
enlarged  as  to  some  classes  of  cases  A  salary  of  $2,500  a  jt  ar,  being  the  same  as 
Cireu  t  Judges  receive,  should  be  provided,  and,  of  course,  all  fines  and  fees  should 
be  paid  into  the  city  and  State  treasuries,  as  now  required.  Some  one  reasonably 
well  learned  in  the  law  would  always  most  likely  be  selected  for  that  position;  but 
no  reason  would  any  longer  remain  for  selecting  a  lawyer  for  Mayor,  that  would 
not  equally  apply  to  a  man  of  any  other  business.     TLe  salaries  of  the  two  officers 

I  combined  need  not  reasonably  be  more  than  $5,000  a  year,  or  $1,000  more  than  the 

Mayor  is  now  paid. 
OUR    MATURING    INDEBTEDNESS. 
I  renew  my  suggestion  in  reference  to  refunding  the  $110,000  of  our  indebted- 
ness that  matures  January  1  next,  by  selling  small  denomination  bonds  to  our  own 
citizens.     No  time  should  be  lost  in  making  preparations  for  the  refunding  of  this 
loan  on  the  best  terms  obtainable. 

ft  EIRE    DEPARTMENT    EXPENSES. 

I  showed,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  that  the  cost  of  maintaining  five  out  of 
the  seven  expensive  departments,  would  necessarily  be  increased  this  year,  and 
therefore  the  more  strongly  urged  a  reduction  in  the  exp<  nses  of  the  other  two,, 
whtre  it  was  possible  for  you  to  control  the  matter.  One  of  the  departments  re- 
ferred to  was  that  of  Public  Light,  and  the  other  was  the  Fire  Department.  After 
a  long  delay,  a  contract  for  the  public  lighting  has  been  entered  into,  by  which  a. 
very  satisfactory  saving  has  been  made  for  the  future.  Within  a  few  days  after  I 
submitted  my  suggestions  to  you  in  January  last,  one  of  the  most  destructive  fires 
that  ever  visited  the  city,  occurred  on  south  Meridian  street.     I  suppose  it  would 

\\  have  been   almost  impossible  for  the  Fire  Committee  to  have  satisfied  the  public 

that  any  cut  could  safely  have  been  made  in  the  Fire  Department  at  any  time 
since  that  conflagration  occurred;  and  hence,  I  do  not  wonder  that  the  Committee 
has  not  reported  as  to  the  propriety  of  clcsing  one  house  and  cutting  off  one  man 
in  each  of  the  seven  engine  companies.  But  now  that  the  panic  whrch  was  created 
by  that  fire,  has  subsided,  I  deem  it  to  be  my  duty  to  again  invite  your  attention  to 

I  this   matter.      I    know    as    well    now    as   I  did    last    January,    that    the    Fire 

Department  is  costing    entirely  too   much   in   proportion  to   the   city's  income; 

(that  for  this  department  to  absorb  more  than  one-seventh  of  the  city's  gross 
receipts — not  including  the  large  water  charges — is  out  of  all  proportion  to 
the  cost  of  the  other  departments,  and  that  for  this  state  of  things  to  be  al- 
lowed to  continue  indefinitely,  is  wrong.  I  do  not  suppose  that  such  a  conflagra- 
tion as  the  one  above  referred  to,  is  likely  to  occur  again  in  a  life-time.  But  if  a 
fire  should  occur  at  any  time  under  the  unfavorable  conditions  attending  that  one, 
the  department,  as  it  now  exists,  could  not  check  it,  else  that  one  would  have  been 
checked.  But  I  will  not,  in  the  face  of  what  I  belive  to  be  an  adverse,  public  senti- 
ment, say  or  advise  more  than  1  have  already  done  concerning  this  matter.  I 
only  know  that  the  city,  with  its  largely  reduced  income  from  what  it  had  a  few 
years  ago.  can  not,  from  the  standpoint  of  a  prudent  business  man  acting  for  him- 
self, afford  to  continue  the  expenses  of  the  Fire  Department  at  the  present  standard. 
Having  tried  to  be  consistent  about  this  matter  in  everything  I  have  said  and 
done,  I  now  leave  the  matter  in  }our  hands,  not  expecting  to  again  say  anything 
whatever  on  the  subject. 
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OUR   TAX    LIMIT. 

Knowing  that  the  city  can  not  much  longer  be  run,  even  indifferently,  on  the 
amount  of  taxes  now  collected,  and  having  no  assurance  that  any  special  tax  laws 
will  be  passed  by  the  Legislature  for  its  benefit,  I  ask  the  Committee  on  Legisla- 
tion, when  appointed,  to  consider  the  question  of  an  increased  property  tax.  If 
the  saloon  tax  should  be  largely  increased  for  city  purposes,  and  a  special  vehicle 
tax  should  be  provided  for,  the  city  might  be  able  to  get  along  by  constantly  mak- 
ing temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  its  current  revenues,  until  a  new  appraise- 
ment of  real  estate  shall  have  been  made,  without  an  increase  of  the  present  rate 
of  taxation.  But  I  am  sure  that  the  most  favorable  special  legislation  we  can  hope 
tor  will  not  enable  our  successors  to  do  for  the  city  ail  that  will  be  demanded  and 
expected  of  them  by  the  people. 

I  will  here  read  an  extract  from  my  last  annual  message  on  this  subject  of  "The 
City  Tax  Limit,''  commencing  on  page  5  and  ending  on  page  7  of  the  Council 
Proceedings  of  January  2,  1888,  as  it  expresses  my  views  now  as  well  as  then,  and 
contains  all  the  advice  I  desire  to  give  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation  on  this 
subject. 

NATURAL  GAS  COMPANIES — CONDITION  OF  STREETS. 

Unless  the  streets  which  have  been  opened  by  the  natural  gas  companies  are 
soon  gone  over,  leveled  up,  and  the  bowlders  replaced,  so  that  their  condition  will 
be  rendered  "  as  good  *  *  as  *  *  before  the  laying  of  the  pipes,"  as  provided  by 
the  ordinance  under  which  ttie  companies  worked,  I  recommend  that  the  City  At- 
torney be  directed  to  bring  suits  on  the  companies'  bonds  tor  damages.  And  un- 
less more  care  is  exercised  by  the  contractors  of  said  companies  in  barricading 
dangerous  excavations,  and  warning  the  public  by  the  use  of  signal  lights,  I  think 
it  will  be  your  duty  to  exercise  your  power  under  Section  9  of  the  Natural  Gas 
Ordinance,  by  passing  another  ordinance  or  resolution  of  such  a  restrictive  charac- 
ter as  to  stop,  if  need  be,  all  work  by  such  persons,  until  assurance  is  given  that 
the  plain  letter  of  the  law  under  which  they  are  proceeding,  is  respected. 

FINANCES — ECONOMY. 

Let  me  again  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  our  finances  are 
In  a  very  bad  condition.  The  city's  part  of  the  Washington  street  improvement 
will  be  large.  Many  other  public  improvements  which  are  being  made,  will  draw 
on  our  finances  more  largely,  I  fear,  than  some  of  you  are  anticipating.  Unless 
the  very  closest  economy  is  practiced  in  all  directions,  therefore,  our  condition  at 
the  end  of  the  year  will  be  extremely  embarrassing.  Your  constituents  have  no 
right  to  insist  on  you  advocating  improvements,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  public 
treasury,  when  the  money  has  to  be  borrowed  to  pay  for  them.  Kevenue  should 
be  provided  by  the  law-making  power  to  run  the  city  with.  If  it  can  not  be  well 
run  with  the  money  provided,  then  you  can  not  be  justly  censured  if  it  is  run  in- 
differently. The  only  safe  and  proper  rule  for  a  city,  as  well  as  an  individual,  to 
adhere  to,  is  :     Live  within  your  income.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — In  compliance  with  Section  9,  of  General  Ordinance  No.  14.  1887, 
known  as  tbe  "Natural  Gas  Ordinance/'  I  hereby  inform  you  that  the  contractor 
for  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company,  J.  B.  Gibney  &  Co  ,  are  openi'  g  the  streets 
and  alleys  ior  the  purpose  of  laying  natural  gas  pipes,  and  that  said  Gibney  &  Co. 
are  not  only  negligent  and  careless  in  regard  to  putting  the  trenches  back,  but  that, 
in  many  instances,  have  violated  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance,  by  reason  of  leav- 
ing said  trenches  open  far  beyond  a  reasonable  length'  of  time.  In  some  instances 
there  are  streets  and  alleys  open  for  many  blocks  now  for  twenty-four  (24)  days. 
Thnt  said  Gibney  &  Co.  are  not  only  negligent  and  careless  about  this  matter,  tut 
in  many  instances  have  refused  to  test  the  pipes  and  fill  the  trenches  when  and 
where  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  inspectors.  That  in  many  instances  said  Gibney  & 
Co.  have  refused  to  comply  with  the  orders  given  by  my  inspectors,  notwithstand- 
ing said  orders  were  based  en  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance. 

I  must  say  that  the  officers  of  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company,  and  especially 
Mr.  Shackelton,  the  Superintendent,  have  shown  every  indication  of  a  desire  to 
have  their  contractor  follow  the  ordinance,  and  all  orders  from  my  Department; 
but  I  beg  to  inform  you  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  whereby  the  cont)  actor 
could  be  made  to  comply  with  the  law.     As  it  is  now,  the  only  recourse  we  have,  is 
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to  prosecute  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company,  and  this  for  offenses  for  which  it 
is  not  directly  responsible,  but  for  which  the  contractor,  J.  B.  Gibney  &  Co.,  are 
solely  to  blamaf 

The  offense  for  which  complaint  is  chiefly  made,  is  for  said  Gibney  &  Co.'s  refu- 
sal to  test  the  pipes  and  fill  the  trenches,  wjjich  could  be  done  almost  as  fast  as  the 
trenches  are  opened.  r' 

On  August  15th  I  addressed  a  communication  to  Wm.  H.  Shackelton,  Superin- 
tendent of  said  Gas  Company — a  copy  of  which  can  be  seen  in  my  office — setting 
forth  some  of  the  principal  points  of  said  contractor's  negligence.  Therefore  this 
report  to  you  is  made,  that,  as  the  ordinance  provides,  you  may  pass  such  ordinan- 
ces or  resolutions  as  shall  remedy  the  defect.  However,  I  earnestly  recommend 
the  passage  of  such  an  ordinance  as  will  render  liable  the  parties  who.  with  such 
reckless  disregard  of  the  public  rights,  tear  up  the  streets  and  fail  to  restore  them 
in  reasonable  time.  Respectfully  submitted,

The  Committee  on  Public  Property,  through  Councilman  Divis,  sub- 
mitted the  following  report  and  accompanying  resolutions ; 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — The  Committees  on  Public  Property  of  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen,  and  the  Advisory  Committee  of  citizens,  respectfully  report 
that  they  have,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  passed  on  the  14th  day  of  June,  1888, 
employed  Frederick  W.  Chislett  to  make  a  survey  and  two  plats  of  Garfield  Park, 
with  the  proposed  improvements;  and  that  he  has  surveyed,  staked  and  platted  the 
same,  and  presented  the  Committee  with  a  plat  thereof,  which  plat  meets  our  ap- 
proval, and  we  recommend  that  the  same  be  adopted  as  the  permanent  plat  of  the 
'system  of  improvements  of  the  Park. 

The  Committee  have  inspected  the  ground,  and  think  it  advisable  to  proceed  at 
once  with  a  portion  of  the  work,  such  as  may,  at  the  earliest  possible  day,  make  the 
Park  entirely  acceptable  to  the  public.  In  order  to  do  this,  a  bridge  over  Pleasant 
Run,  on  the  west  line  of  Valley  Drive,  should  be  at  once  constructed,  and  the  Drive 
from  the  main  entrance  on  the  north  be  graded  and  graveled  to  and  beyond  the 
bridge,  to  connect  it  with  the  extension  of  Valley  Drive  on  the  route  of  the  former 
race  track,  which  is  mainly  in  good  order — level  and  well  graded — for  a  half  mile, 
and  needs  graveling,  to  make  it  an  excellent  drive.  Forest  Drive,  running  south- 
ward along  the  west  side  ot  the  Park,  is,  for  some  distance,  graded  and  graveled, 
and  should  be  completed  to  Myrtle  Drive,  and  Myrtle  Drive  should  be  completed 
to  Valley  Drive,  near  the  pavillion,  to  enable  visitors  in  vehicles  to  make  a  com- 
plete circuit.  The  bridge  should  be  a  substantial  wooden  or  iron  one ;  made  strong, 
safe  and  durable,  so  as  to  sustain  crowds  and  loaded  vehicles.  The  leng  h  should 
be  equal  to  that  of  the  railroad  bridge  just  below  it.  This  is  sixty  ((50)  feet  long  be- 
tween the  abutments,  made  apparently  longer  than  seems  necessary,  on  account  of 
the  great  freshets  that  occasionally  occur  in  Pleasant  Run.  We  have  made  some 
inquiries,  and  think  such  a  bridge,  made  of  iron,  with  solid  stone  abutments,  can  be 
built  for  about  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500),  and  a  wooden  bridge  would 
cost  about  two-thirds  that  sum — there  being  several  different  styles  of  wooden  and 
iron  bridges.      We  think  if  let  upon  a  contract  obtained  upon  competive  bids,  it 
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can  be  completed  within  seventy  (70)  days  from  the  date  of  contract,  if  the  abut- 
ments are  in  the  mean  time  constructed,  which  can  be  completed  within  sixty  (CO) 
days.  We  thinfc  a  bridge  thirty  ^30)  feet  wide,  with  a  twenty  (20)  foot  roadway, 
and  two  (2)  five  (5)  foot  foot- walks,  should  be  built,  to  accommodate  the  people  at  the 
same  time  both  walking  and  riding.  Two  (2)  sidewalks  will  avo'd  confusion  and 
obstruction.  The  abutments  should  be  heavy,  since  the  bridge  is  below  the  con- 
templated dam.  The  fences  are  in  bad  repair;  but  we'deem  it  more  important 
now  to  go  (  n  with  the  work  of  grueling  and  bridging  for  the  walks  and  drives.  Wo 
believe  that  a  resolution  should,  without  delay,  be  passed  authorizing  the  Commit- 
tees of  Public  Property  and  Advisory  Committee  to  advert  se  for  competive  oids 
for  both  wooden  and  iron  bridges,  with  plans  and  specifications. 

We  think  that  the  work  of  grading  and  graveling  may  be  better  carried  on  by 
men  employed  by  the  day  with  teams,  inasmuch  as  there  is  much  irregular  work  to 
be  done,  not  capable  or* calculation  in  advance. 

There  is  a  triangular  strip  of  ground  on  the  west  side  of  the  Park,  east  of  the 
railroad,  about  three  hundred  and  ten  (3i0)  feet  long  and  one  hundred  (100)  feet 
wide  at  the  north  end,  running  to  a  point  on  the  south  end,  which  belongs  to  a 
private  party.  This  can  be  bought  for  a  small  sum,  and  being  within  the  limits  of 
the  Park,  the  same  ought  to  be  purchased  at  once.  This  lot  can  be  had  for  one 
hundred  dollars;  and  we  ask  for  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  resolutions, 
Respectfully  submitted,  Wm.

Indianapolis,  Ind.,  Aug.  20tb,  1888. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  Indianapolis,  Ind  : 

Dear  Sirs: — Do  you  not  think  it  quite  time  a  move  should  be  made  to  secure  a 
cemetery  for  the  burial  of  our  city  dead?  1  learn  you  are  paying  from  ten  to 
twenty  dollars  for  lots  from  which  the  dead  have  been  removed.     Tnis  price  I  think 
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you  will  not  find  as  cheap  as  to  buy  new  ground,  for  when  you  have  to  open  a  grave 
where  disinterments  have  been  made,  the  graves  can  not  be  dug  close  together,  ob 
account  of  the  dirt  caving  in. 

I  suggest  that  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  have  a  committee  appointed  to  select  a 
new  ground,  and  make  some  investigation  as  to  whether  or  not  enough  lots,  say 
sizes  of  10  by  20  and  20  by  20  feet,  could  not  be  sold  to  pay  for  the  entire  tract  of 
land.  Where  persons  were  too  poor  for  a  family  lot.  let  a  part  of  the  ground  be 
set  apart  for  single  graves,  at  say  the  cost  of  the  ground  Where  they  were  so  poor 
that  they  could  pay  nothing,  let  another  less  saleable  part  of  the  ground  be  used. 

In  all  cases  let  them  pay  the  Sexton  for  opening  the  grave.  Let  this  be  his  com- 
pensation for  looking  after  the  grounds,  etc  ,  etc.  Th«  old  City  Cemetery  should 
be  condemned,  and  notice  given  that  no  more  interments  could  be  made  after  a 
fixed  date.  What  graves  are  left,  might  have  the  head  stones  buried,  and  the  en- 
tire ground  levelled  off  and  sold  for  railroad  or  park  purposes. 

I  think  the  Board  of  Health  will  agree  with  me  and  second  the  motion  that  there 
are  too  many  people  living  near  this  yard  for  the  health  of  the  city.  I  submit  this 
to  your  good  judgment,  and  trust  that  you  will  receive  it  in  the  spirit  it  is  given.

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,  REPORTS,    ETC.,    FROM    STANDING   COMMITTEES. 

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  through  Alderman  Reynolds,  submitted 
the  following  report : 

1 1  To  the  President  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen; — Your  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  26,  1888,  known  as  the  "McNeal  Street  Railway  Ordinance,"  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report : 

We  have  given  the  ordinance  careful  and  thorough  investigation  and  considera- 
tion, and  have  heard  the  statements  of  both  the  McNeal  people  and  the  residents 
and  owners  of  property  of  several  of  the  leading  streets  mentioned  in  the  ordinance, 
such  as  Tennessee,  Meridian,  Delaware,  Park  avenue  and  other  streets,  protesting 
against  the  passage  of  this  ordinance.  We  believe  that  this  body  should  favor  any 
measure  that  will  bring  capital  to  our  city ;  but  at  the  same  time  we  do  not  believe 
that  to  accomplish  this  end  we  should  invade  and  perhaps  destroy  the  rights  of  any 
of  our  citizens  without  compensating  them  therefor. 

We  think  the  wishes  of  the  owners  and  residents  of  streets  along  which  it  is  con- 

Itemplated  to  run  this  new  street  railway,  should,  in  some  measure,  at  least,  be  re- 
spected. It  would  be  putting  the  streets  to  a  new  and  different  use  than  that  which 
existed  at  the  time  these  people  purchased  their  properties.  The  very  purpose  of 
which,  perhaps,  they  purchased  them,  would  be  reversed  if  this  ordinance  were 
permitted  to  pass  without  amendment. 

There  are  other  instances  where  this  line  would  be  a  great  detriment  and  lasting 
injury  to  some  improvements  now  going  up,  which  will  bring  fame  and  credit  to 
our  city.  Among  these  we  include  the  Indiana  Soldiers'  Monument'  now  in  pro- 
gress of  erection.  This  will  be  a  wotk  of  art  of  colossal  proportions,  and  surpass 
anything  of  the  kind  that  now  exists,  or  is  in  prospect  in  ihis  country. 

To  girdle  Circle  street  with  a  street  railway,  would  impair  this  from  an  artistic 
standpoint,  and  mar  its  beauty.  We  not  only  are  against  allowing  this  company 
to  put  a  track  on  this  street,  but  also  favor  any  measure  compelling  any  company 
that  may  have  already  placed  a  track  on  this  street  to  take  up  the  same.  For  these 
reasons  we  recommend  the  following  amendments:

D. — To  strike  out  all  of  paragraph  5,  in  Section  2. 

E. — To  re-number  the  paragraphs  in  Section  2  to  accord  with  the  above  recom- 
mendations. 

F. — Amend  Section  4  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  4.  The  motive  power  of  said  street  railway  shall  be  electrical  only: 
Provided,  however,' That  in  no  case  shall  any  system  of  over-head  wires,  or  any  sys- 
tem requiring  the  use  of  poles  on  the  streets,  be  adopted  by  or  used  in  the  operation 
of  any  street  railway  line  herein  granted.  The  cars  shall  be  of  the  most  modern 
and  improved  pattern  ;  and  each  car  and  each  train  of  cars  shall  be  provided  with 
a  conductor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  look  after  the  safety  of  passengers  and  pedes- 
trians, to  collect  fares,  and  to  announce  all  street  crossings  as  they  are  approached  " 

G. — Amend  Section  10  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  10.  The  said  McNeal  and  his  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
signify  his  or  their  acceptance,  in  writing  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  ot  this  ordi- 
nance, within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  passage  thereof,  and  shall  begin  the  con- 
struction of  the  lines  of  railway  herein  granted,  within  ten  (10)  days  thereafter, 
and  continue  the  work  thereon  until  completed,  as  hereinafter  provided  :  Provided, 
That  any  time  lost  by  legal  proceedings  shall  not  be  included  in  the  period  often 
(10)  days  last  mentioned;    and  the  said  McNeal,  his  associates,  successors  and  as- 
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signs,  shall  complete  the  lines  of  street  railway  specified  in  the  first,  fifth,  sixth» 
seventh,  eighth  and  ninth  paragraphs  of  the  second  Section  of  this  ordinance,  and 
at  least  one-half  of  the  length  of  the  line  specified  in  the  sixth  paragraph  of  said 
Section,  in  one  (1)  year  after  the  acceptance  of  this  ordinance  as  above  provided. 
And  all  the  lines  of  railway  contemplated  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  completed  and 
in  operation  within  two  (2)  years  from  the  date  of  the  acceptance  of  this  ordinance, 
as  above  provided ;  and  all  lines  or  parts  of  lines  above  mentioned  not  so  completed 
and  in  operation  within  said  two  years,  shall  be  forfeited." 

H. — Amend  Section  1 1  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"Section  11.  The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  reserve  the  right 
to  impose  and  collect  a  specific  tax,  over  and  above  the  regular  ad  valorem  tax,  not 
exceeding  five  per  centum  of  the  gross  earnings  or  receipts  derived  from  the  opera- 
tion of  all  of  said  lines  of  railway  operated  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance: 
Provided,  That  such  specific  tax  shall  not  be  imposed  or  collected  before  the  first 
day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three  (1893);  and  provided  further,  That 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  reserve  the  right  to  increase  said  per 
centum  tax  on  gross  receipts  every  five  years  thereafter." 

I. — Amend  Section  15  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  Section  15.  Should  said  McNeal,  his  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  violate 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  in  the  construction  or  operation  of  any  of 
said  railway  lines,  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  reserve  the  right 
to  revoke  and  repeal  this  ordinance  at  any  time." 

Your  Committee  further  report  that  there  exists  at  present  also,  legal  objections 
to  granting  the  rights  herein  asked.  Judge  Taylor,  of  the  Superior  Court,  recently 
decided  that  the  city  had  no  right  to  grant  any  charter  to  an  electric  railway. 
While  this  opinion  stands  unreversed,  your  Committee  thinks  this  body  should  ex- 
ercise no  doubtful  powers  involved  in  this  matter.  In  order  to  make  it  possible  to 
operate  under  this  charter,  if  Judge  Taylor  is  right,  it  would  be  necessary  to  amend 
our  Statutes.  We  trust,  also,  that  some  legislation  may  be  enacted  by  which  we 
may  have  what  is  termed  "free  territory." 

In  conclusion,  we  think  that  under  the  existing  state  of  the  law,  we  have  no  right 
to  pass  this  ordinance,  and  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  same  be  postponed 
until  the  Legislature  has  an  opportunity  to  pass  the  proper  amendments  conferring 
the  necessary  power  on  the  city,  or  until  Judge  Taylor's  decision  is  reversed.

The  City  Civil  Engineer  submitted  the  following  reports ;  which  were 
read  and  received : 
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To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Adlermen : 

Gentlemen. — On  August  20th,  1888,  I  called  the  attention  of  your  honorable 
bodies  to  the  fact  that  the  contractors  for  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company  were 
not  only  negligent,  careless  and  dilatory  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work,  but  that 
they  had,  in  many  cases,  violated  the  provisions  of  the  Natural  Gas  Ordinance,  and 
I  strongly  urged  the  passage  of  such  an  ordinance  as  would,  in  your  opinion,  rem- 
edy the  defect.  For  some  reason  no  definite  action  was  taken  on  my  report,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  I  stated  verbally  to  the  Council  that  the  provisions  of 
the  existing  ordinance  would  not  reach  the  contractor. 

At  that  time  there  were,  and  had  been  for  some  time,  affidavits  filed  against,  and 
warrants  served  on  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company  for  some  of  the  several 
violations  of  the  ordinance.  Since  your  last  meeting,  however,  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  has  ruled  on  one  of  the  cases  pending  in  the  City  Court,  and  discharged  the 
defendant,  holding  that  under  the  peculiar  wording  of  the  ordinance,  there  must  be 
a  very  strong  case  of  willful  negligence  proven,  in  order  to  justify  a  conviction,  and 
intimating  that  the  proper  way  to  reach  the  whole  matter,  is  through  the  Council. 

There  can  be  no  question  but  that  under  Section  9  of  the  Natural  Gas  Ordinance, 
the  Council  has  clearly  reserved  the  right  to  pass  any  additional  legislation  that  the 
necessities  of  the  case  might  require. 

As  at  the  time  of  my  former  report  upon  this  subject,  I  am  still  of  the  opinion 
that  in  so  far  as  compelling  obedience  to  its  requirements,  the  ordinance  is  defect- 
ive, and  in  support  o''  that  opinion  I  refer  you  to  the  recent  decision  of  the  Mayor; 
therefore  I  repeat  my  former  recommendation  in  regard  to  additional  ordinance 
regulation,  for  now  there  is  practically  no  law  upon  the  subject.

The  following  report  from  the  City  Board  of  Health  was  read :       # 

Indianapolis,  Sept  15th,  1888. 
To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  City  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen:— At  a  session  of  the  City  Council  held  August  7th,  1888,  the  report 
of  a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Darnell,  Tru3ler  ond  Johaston,  containing  cer- 
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tain  charges  against  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company,  was  referred  to  the  City 
Board  of  Health.  We  have  conducted  an  investigation,  and  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report : 

We  have  made  frequent  visits  to  the  gallery  and  pump-house,  for  personal  in- 
spection. We  have  taken  the  evidence  of  forty-two  witnesses,  and  held  probably 
one  hundred  interviews.  A  greater  part  of  the  evidence  is  sworn  testimony.  The 
services  of  two  analytical  chemists  were  employed,  namely,  Charles  O.  Curtman,  of 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  and  Henry  Leffmann,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Samples  of  water  were 
collected  from  the  hydrants  at  Woods'  drug  store,  Meridian  National  Bank,  and 
.  from  the  filter  box  at  the  covered  gallery  respectively.  These  were  packed  and  sent 
by  express  in  the  presence  of  witnesses.  The  result  of  the  analyses  made  by  these 
gentlemen,  demonstrated  the  samples  to  be  good  and  wholesome  drinking  water. 

Near  the  intersection  of  Indiana  avenue  and  the  Belt  Railroad,  there  are  two 
•covered  galleries  and  one  open  gallery,  which  are  not  only  supplied  with  water  by 
a  series  of  driven  wells  and  springs,  but  also  at  the  head  of  the  upper  covered  gal- 
lery there  is  a  rudely  constructed  box  containing  a  water-gate,  which  is  a  medium 
between  a  filter  situated  in  the  river,  and  the  covered  gallery.  By  this  means  the 
water  from  the  river  is  used  directly  to  supply  the  galleries.  The  filter  is  inade- 
quate to  act  as  a  protection  against  some  of  the  important  causes  of  pollution,  and 
is  simply  a  strainer,  which  will  prevent  the  grosser  forms  of  floating  material  from 
gaining  admittance  to  the  gallery.  When  the  water  in  the' filter-box  is  pure  and 
wholesome,  it  is  presumably  true  that  the  unfiltered  river  water  is  identically  the 
same.  The  river  at  times  may  be  the  best  of  water  for  domestic  use;  while  on  the 
other  hand,  without  a  moment's  warning,  it  will  be  contaminated  with  filth,  and 
become  a  dangerous  beverage.  It  is  therefore  an  uncertain  source  without  the 
adoption  of  a  most  perfect  system  of  filtration.  We  are  firmly  convinced  that  a 
determined  effort  should  be  made  to  procure  an  increased  supply  of  water  exclu- 
sive of  the  river,  and  the  filter-gate  be  closed,  only  to  be  used  if  absolutely  neces- 
sary, or  in  case  of  an  emergency.  The  water  from  the  open  gallery  is  conducted  to 
the  cistern  at  the  pump-house  by  means  of  a  thirty-inch  main.  Prom  the  informa- 
tion which  we  were  able  to  obtain  during  the  investigation,  it  appears  very  evident 
that  the  supply  of  water  to  the  cistern  should  be  more  abundant  than  can  be  fur- 
nished by  the  present  construction.  • 

The  turbine  wheels  of  the  Gaskill  pumps  are  furnished  with  power  by  water  taken 
from  a  flume  in  the  canal.  This  flume  commences  at  a  point  between  Wabash 
street  and  Market  street,  and  thirty  feet  west  of  Gibson's  Mill,  and  terminates  in 
the  cellar  or  basement  of  the  pump  house.  In  the  flume,  at  a  point  in  close  prox- 
imity to  its  terminus,  a  sixteen-inch  pipe  connects  it  with  the  suction-pipe  of  the 
Holly  engine,  and  in  this  pipe,  at  a  location  twenty-four  feet  seven  inches  from  the 
flume,  and  three  feet  nine  inches  from  the  suction-pipe,  there  is  a  valve  which  can 
be  opened  and  supply  the  Holly  engine  direct,  independent  of  the  cistern  or  in  con- 
junction with  it;  and  in  this  manner  the  water  from  the  canal  can  be  pumped  into 
the  city  mains  to  supply  the  consumers.  It  is  positively  stated  by  persons  connected 
with  the  Indianapolis  Water  Company,  that  if  this  valve  has  ever  been  used,  it  was 
entirely  unnecessary;  yet  notwithstanding  this,  the  evidence  is  absolutely  conclu- 
sive that  at  many  times  previous  to  April  10th,  1888,  this  valve  was  opened  without 
the  least  hesitation,  both  before  and  after  a  fire,  and  when  there  was  a  plentiful 
supply  of  water  in  the  cistern.  The  major  portion  of  the  testimony  is  to  the  effect 
that  when  the  water  from  the  canal  was  used,  it  was  during  fire  pressure,  when  the 
water  in  the  cistern  was  at  a  low  stage,  or  when  work  was  in  progress  at  the  gal- 
lery, as  was  the  case  during  the  Summer  months  of  1887.  The  startling  facts  con- 
front us  and  are  established  without  a  possible  doubt,  that  the  water  from  the  canal 
has  been  pumped  into  the  city  mains  and  has  supplied  the  consumers.  These  facts 
warrant  unbiassed  condemnation,  knowing  that  the  canal  receives  filth  and  debris 
by  drainage  of  the  surrounding  thickly  populated  district,  and  has  been  a  modern 
Ganges,  and  a  flowing  receptacle  for  the  dead. 

The  question  paramount  is  a  protection  for  the  future.  The  freedom  with  which 
the  employes  of  the  company  have  trifled  with  this  valve,  make  it  imperative  that 
its  use  be  restricted,  and  under  the  direct  inspection  of  some  person  unconnected

with  the  Water  Company.  If  this  is  not  accomplished,  then  it  must  be  condemned. 
In  case  the  conduit  line  from  the  gallery  should  be  out  of  service,  or  there  should 
be  a  scarcity  of  water  at  a  conflagration,  it  is  possible  that  an  emergency  might 
present  itself  where  its  use  would  be  an  important  factor.  At  such  times,  however, 
all  consumers  should  be  notified  by  the  company,  and  it  should  also  be  promptly 
noticed  by  the  public  press. 

"We  believe,  that  to  say  the  least,  past  experience  necessitates  the  following  sug- 
gestions in  relation  to  the  valve : 

1st.  The  valve  should  be  securely  sealed,  and  inspected  by  a  health  officer 
weekly,  and  a  report  of  its  condition  kept  at  the  health  office.  , 

2d.  Its  unnecessary  use  should  be  followed  by  a  penalty  governed  by  a  city  or- 
dinance.

Jerry  Kinney,  Policeman,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  on  his  oath  says:  I  worked  for 
the  Water  Company  eight  or  nine  years.  I  lett  them  June  21st,  1887.  The  gal- 
lery supply  of  water  is  now  principally  obtained  directly  from  the  river  near  the 
Belt  Railroad  bridge;  is  conducted  through  a  covered  gallery  to  the  open  gallery, 
thence  to  the  basin  through  a  thirty-inch  main.  The  flume  begins  at  Market 
street,  runs  along  Market  street  to  Geisendorff  street;  thence  in  the  canal  to  the 
works.  The  water  is  used  in  running  the  pumping  machinery,  and  there  is  a  pipe 
about  sixteen  inches  in  diameter  from  the  flume,  connecting  with  the  suction  of  the 
Holly  engine,  and  also  with  the  basin.  The  water  from  the  flume  has  bsen  used  in 
cases  of  fire,  and  when  water  was  low  in  the  well  from  the  gallery.

Green  Hagerman,  Policeman,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  on  his  oath  says:  I  worked 
for  the  Water  Company  three  years.  The  water  from  the  open  gallery  is  princi- 
pally obtained  from  the  river,  near  the  Belt  Railroad  bridge,  conducted  through  a 
covered  gallery  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  to  the  open  gallery,  thence 
through  a  thirty-inch  main  down  the  old  bed  of  Fall  Creek  to  the  river;  thence  to 
the  basin,  at  the  works.  There  is  a  connection  from  the  flume  to  the  Holly  engine, 
and  also  with  the  basin.  Water  from  the  flume  was  used  many  times  to  my  knowl- 
edge, but  only  in  case  of  fire.  I  have  opened  the  valve  myself.  They  have  a 
guage  which  marks  the  depth  of  water  in  the  basin,  and  when  it  gets  too  low,  they 
open  the  valve  in  the  pipe  connecting  with  the  flume.  G.  Hagerman.

Samuel  Jackson,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  on  his  oath  says :  I  was  employed  by  the 
Water  Company  about  four  years  ago,  and  assisted  in  putting  the  box  in  the  river 
near  the  Belt  Railroad  bridge,  from  which  the  greater  part  of  the  water  supply  for 
the  gallery  is  drawn  There  is  a  box  sunk  in  the  river,  the  bottom  and  sides  of 
whick  are  calked.  The  top  is  of  "8  by  8"  pieces,  one  inch  apart,  covered  with 
bowlders  and  sand.  The  water  from  the  box  in  the  river  runs  through  a  covered 
gallery  to  the  open  gallery.  The  supply  of  water  in  the  gallery  is  regulated  by  a 
gate  placed  at  the  end  of  the  covered  gallery.

I  assisted  in  placing  a  box  in  the 
river  near  the  Belt  Railroad  bridge,  the  top  of  which  has  spaces  one  inch  wide,  cov- 
ered with  bowlders  and  sand,  through  which  the  water  is  filtered  which  supplies- 
the  gallery.

S,  F.  Herron,  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  on  his  oath  says:  I  worked  for  the  Indianapo- 
lis Water  Company  for  six  years.  I  left  their  employment  in  March,  1888.  I 
know  that  they  have  connection  with  the  river  at  the  upper  c  >vered  gallery,  about 
eighteen  feet  long  by  six  eet  wide,  three  and  a-half  to  four  feet  deep,  from  which 
they  get  the  greater  portion  of  the  water  furnished  the  city.  This  water  is  taken 
direct  from  the  river,  near  the  Belt  Railroad  bridge,  and  is  not  filtered  or  purified, 
except  by  passing  through  a  covering  of  bowlders  and  then  through  one-inch  spaces 
between  timbers  8  by  8  inches,  and  thence  into  the  covered  gallery.  This  covered 
gallery,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  long,  empties  directly  into  the  open  gal- 
lery by  two  arches  in  the  stone  walls  at  the  north  end  of  the  open  gallery,  which  i& 
used  as  a  kind  of  reservoir.  This  open  gallery  was  built  with  the  supposition  that 
the  city  could  be  supplied  with  water  which  should  filter  through  the  river  banks- 
into  it;  but  the  supply  being  insufficient,  connection  was  then  made  directly  with 
the  river.  A  thirty  inch  main  connects  with  t^e  open  gallery  at  its  south  end — is- 
carried  under  Fall  Creek  to  the  basin  in  the  river  bank  at  the  works. 

The  flume  begins  at  the  upper  level,  corner  of  Market  street;  is  carried  down 
Market  street  to  the  lower  level  on  Geisendorff  street,  thence  in  the  bed  of  the 
canal  to  the  pumping  house.  The  water  from  the  flume  is  used  in  running  the 
hydraulic  pumps.  They  also  have  a  connection  1rom  the  flume  to  the  Holly  en- 
gine, and  thence  to  the  basin,  into  which  the  main  from  the  gallery  empties. 

During  the  dry  season  when  the  river  is  low,  or  in  time  of  fire  when  the  supply 
of  river  water  from  the  gallery  is  insufficient,  the  connection  with  the  flume  is  used 
either  to  supply  the  Holly  engine  or  to  replenish  the  basin. 

There  is  a  thirty-inch  pipe  from  the  works  to  the  river,  directly  west,  and  one  of 
smaller  size  in  addition,  which  also  connects  with  the  Holly  engine.  The  supply 
from  these  pipes  has  been  used,  but  I  do  not  know  how  lately.  During  the  six 
years  that  I  was  with  the  company,  I  only  know  of  the  canal  having  been  cleaned 
twice.  It  was  cleaned  in  1887,  and  we  commenced  work  July  5th.  A  great  deal 
of  filth  and  many  dead  animals  were  taken  from  the  canal  at  that  time.  From  the 
screen  at  the  beginning  of  the  flume  on  Market  street,  the  dead  and  decaying  bodies 
of  dogs,  cats,  chickens  and  hogs,  are  almost  daily  taken.  During  the  last  few  years, 
the  bodies  of  John  Webber,  Chris.  Rosenbeck,  Bertha  Fisher,  an  old  lady  to  me  un- 
known, and  two  infants,  have,  to  my  knowledge,  been  taken  from  the  canal.     I  was 

present  and  assisted  in  removing  t.e  body  of  Bertha  Fisher,  on  or  about  

Her  body  was  in  such  a  condition  that  one  of  her  feet  fell  off  while  we  were  remov- 
ing her.  I  was  present  and  assisted  in  removing  the  body  of  John  Webber,  which 
was  in  such  a  condition  that  the  hair  and  beard  fell  off.  This  body  was  in  the  canal 
about  four  months.  Chris.  Rosenbeck's  body  was  in  the  canal  about  three  months. 
Canal  water  from  the  flume  was  pumped  into  the  city  mains  more  than  once  while 
dead  bodies  were  in  the  canal.  During  the  week  before  the  body  of  Bertha  Fisher 
was  found,  I  was  present  and  heard  the  engineer  order  the  wiper — Sam.  Hodges — 
to  open  the  flume,  as  the  water  in  the  basin  was  too  low.  This  wa'  done,  and  canal 
water  was  pumped  into  the  mains.  The  joints  in  the  thirty  inch  main  from  the 
gallery  are  not  leaded,  but  caulked  with  hemp.  S.  F.  Herron.

Whereas,  The  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis  entitled  "A.n  ordinance 
authorizing  the  Water  Works  Company  of  Indianapolis  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  water  works,  and  (to)  supply  water  to  the  city  and  citizens  of  Indianapolis  ; 
defining  its  powers  and  privileges,  and  prescribing  its  duties,"  ordained  and  estab- 
lished January  3d,  1870,  among  other  things  provides  that  said  water  works  com- 
pany shall  furnish  and  supply  water  taken  from  wells  dug  as  near  White  Eiver  as 
practicable,  not  connecting  with  the  river  or  any  other  open  stream  or  channel,  so 
that  the  water  of  the  wells  shall  be  derived  from  the  natural  filtering  or  percolation 
through  the  gravel  in  its  natural  place,  provided  the  same  can  be  obtained;  and 
the  City  Council  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  when  the  company  shall  have 
made  a  sufficient  effort  to  so  obtain  it;  and  if  the  said  company  shall  fail  to  furnish 
the  city  and  citizens  pure,  filtered  and  wholesome  water  at  the  rates  agreed  upon, 
then  in  either  case  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  should  be  forfeited;    and 

Whereas,  The  Indianapolis  Water  Company,  operating  and  doing  business  in  the 
•city  under  the  provisions  of  said  ordinance,  has  connected  its  water  gallery  and  is 
maintaining  said  connection  with  White  River,  and  the  water  used  by  the  city  and 
■citizens  is  not  all  derived  from  the  natural  filtering  or  percolation  through  the  gravel 
in  its  natural  place,  but  is  partly  derived  from  White  River  through  a  flume;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  company  has  not  furnished,  and  is  not  furnishing  to  the  city 
and  citizens  pure,  filtered  and  wholesome  water,  as  provided  for  in  the  contract 
made  and  entered  into  between  said  water  company  and  this  city  (pursuant  to  the 
said  charter  ordinance)  as  provided  for  in  General  Ordinance  No.  20,  1887,  ordain- 
ed and  established  June  2,  1887,  but  on  the  contrary  is  furnishing  impure  and  un- 
wholesome water ;    and 

Whereas,  Said  charter  ordinance  provides  that  said  company  shall  furnish  a 
maximum  capacity  of  at  least  six  million  gallons  of  water  liquid  measure  daily,  and 
shall  maintain  the  same  in  such  condition  as  to  be  capable  of  throwing  eight  streams 
at  once  one  hundred  feet  vertically  through  one-inch  nozzles,  all  of  which  require- 
ments it  has  been,  and  is  now  unable  to  comply  with;    and  therefore 

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  the  city  finds  it  to  be  a  fact  that  the  said,  water  company  has  not  made  suffi- 
cient effort  to  obtain  the  requisite  amount  of  water,  nor  has  it  obtained  and  furnish- 
ed, nor  is  it  now  furnishing,  pure,  filtered  and  wholesome  water;  nor  has  it  obtained 
■or  furnished,  nor  is  it  now  furnishing,  sufficient  pressure  to  throw  eight  streams  of 
water  one  hundred  feet  high  vertically  through  one-inch  nozzles,  as  required  by  its 
said  contract  with  the  city  so  made  and  entered  into  on  June  2d,  1887,  and  has  vio- 
lated, and  is  violating  other  provisions  of  said  ordinance;    and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  said  contract  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  annulled  and  abrogated 
by  the  city,  and  that  notice  is  hereby  given  to  said  water  company  that  no  pay- 
ments will  be  made  said  company  by  said  city  for  any  water  furnished  said  city  by 
said  company  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  JSovember,  1888;  and  the  City  Clerk  is 
hereby  instructed  to  at  once  serve  a  certified  copy  of  this  resolution  upen  said 
company.

That  the  report  from  the  Board  of  Health,  together  with  the  foregoing  motion 
and  resolution,  as  offered  by  Councilmen  Thalman  and  Darnell,  be  referred  back  to 
the  original  committee  and  Board  of  Health,  with  instructions  to  report  at  the 
next  regular  meeting.

shall  enter,  and  which  has  been  prepared  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and  we  sub- 
mit the  same  herewith,  and  recommend  its  passage  in  lieu  of  said  ordinance.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  26,  1888,  commonly  known  as  the  "McNeal  Street  Railway  Ordinance," 
report  that  we  have  considered  the  same,  together  with  the  report  heretofore  sub- 
mitted on  August  27th,  1888,  and  recommend  in  lieu  of  all  recommendations  sub- 
mitted in  said  former  report  of  August  27th,  1888,  that  Section  2  of  said  ordinance 
be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows; 

Section  2.  The  said  McNeal,  his  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  as  above 
mentioned,  are  hereby  authorized  and  fully  vested  with  the  right,  power,  authority 
and  privilege  to  lay  a  single  or  double  track  for  such  railway  line  in,  upon  and 
along  the  following  named  streets,  avenues  and  public  ways  in  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis, to-wit : 

Paragraph  1 — A  double  or  single  track  on  Pennsylvania  street,  from  Washington 
to  Merrill,  thence  en  Merrill  to  Union ;  thence  on  Union  to  Palmer;  thence  on 
Palmer  (crossing  Madison  avenue)  to  Lincoln;  thence  on  Lincoln  to  East;  thence 
on  East  to  Raymond,  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Gartield  Park. 

Paragraph  2 — A  double  or  single  track  on  Merrill  street,  from  Pennsylvania  to 
East;  thence  on  East  to  McCarty;  thence  on  McCarty  to  Beaty;  thence  on  Beaty 
to  Buchanan  ;  thence  on  Buchanan  to  McKernan  ;  thence  on  McKernan  to  Dough- 
erty; thence  on  Dougherty  (crossing  Virginia  avenue)  to  Elk;  thence  on  Elk  to 
Dillon  ;  thence  on  Dillon  to  Pleasant ;    thence  on  Pleasant  to  Reid. 

Paragraph  3 — A  double  or  single  track  on  Stevens  street,  from  East  to  Pine, 
(crossing  Virginia  avenue;)  thence  on  Pine  to  Huron  ;  thence  on  Huron  to  Grove; 
thence  on  Grove  to  Fletcher  avenue;    thence  on  Fletcher  avenue  to  Reid. 

Paragraph  4 — A  double  or  single  track  on  McCarty  street,  from  Union  to  Mis- 
souri; thence  on  Missouri  to  the  southern  terminus  thereof. 

Paragraph  5  — A  double  or  single  track  on  Georgia  street,  from  Pennsylvania  to 
Meridian;  thence  on  Meridian  to  Louisfana. 

That  Section  4  of  said  General  Ordinance  No.  26  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Section  4.  The  motive  power  of  said  street  railway  shall  be  electrical  onty,  and 
such  power  shall  be  used  impartially  upon  all  the  lines  contemplated  by  this  ordi- 
nance: Provided,  hoioever,  That  wherever  the  over-head  system  shall  be  used,  the 
said  McNeal,  his  associates,  succesors  and  assigns,  shall  furnish  and  keep  lighted  in 
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the  streets  so  used,  on  the  "all-night"  schedule  of  3,650  hours  per  annum,  such  num- 
ber of  2000-candle  power  double  arc  Hght3,  hung  at  such  places  as  the  Public  Light 
Committee  of  said  Common  Council  shall  prescribe ;  and  said  city  shall  pay  therefor 
the  sum  of  thirty  ($30  00)  dollars  per  annum,  in  quarterly  instalments,  for  each 
and  every  such  electric  light  so  kept  lighted.  Such  electric  lights  shall  be  the 
equivalent  of  the  best  arc  light  of  such  nominal  candle  power  now  manufactured, 
and  shall  be  suspended  in  the  center  of  the  street  in  such  manner  as  to  light  all  the 
street*intersections,  and  as  many  of  the  alleys  and  intermediate  points  of  the  blocks 
as  shall  be  directed  by  the  said  Public  Light  Committee. 

The  cars  shall  be  of  the  most  modern  and  improved  pattern,  and  each  car  shall 
be  provided  with  not  less  than  five  (5)  incandescent  electric  lights  of  sixteen  (16) 
candle  power  each,  an  alarm  bell,  and  the  most  approved  wheel  guards  or  fenders. 
Each  car  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  conductor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  look  after  the 
safety  and  comfort  of  the  passengers  and  pedestrians,  collect  the  fares  for  transporting 
the  passengers  thereon,  and  -to  announce  the  street  crossings  as  they  are  approached. 

The  city  hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right  to  require  all  wires  and  electric  con- 
ductors to  be  placed  under  ground,  at  any  time  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of 
Aldermen  deem  it  for  the  publie  good. 

That  Section  10  of  said  General  Ordinance  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  10.  The  said  McNeal,  his  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  shall  signify 
his  or  their  acceptance  of  this  ordinance,  in  writing  filed  with  the  City  Clerk,  within 
ten  (10)  days  from  the  final  passage  thereof,  and  shall  begin  the  construction  of  the 
lines  of  railway  herein  granted,  within  thirty  (30)  days  thereafter,  and  continue  the 
work  thereon  until  completed,  and  shall  have  the  same  completed  and  in  operation 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  1889:  Provided,  however,  That  any  time  lost  oc- 
casioned by  legal  proceedings,  shall  not  be  included  in  the  period  of  thirty  (30) 
days  above  mentioned,  but  such  lost  time  shall  be  added  to  said  thirty  days,  and 
also  to  the  date  above  set  for  the  completion  of  the  lines;  and  all  lines  or  parts  of 
lines  above  mentioned  not  so  completed  and  in  operation  as  herein  required,  shall 
be  forfeited. 

The  said  McNeal,  his  associates,  successors  and  assigns,  shall  file  with  the  City 
Clerk,  before  beginning  work  on  any  of  said  lines,  a  bond  payable  to  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  with  good  and  approved  sureties 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  as  a  guaranty 
of  good  faith,  and  a  pledge  to  abide  by  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  do  and 
perform  all  acts  and  things  in  pursuance  thereof. 

That  Section  11  of  said  General  Ordinance  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

Section  11.  The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  reserve  the  right  to 
impose  and  collect  a  specific  tax  over  and  above  the  regular  ad  valorem  tax,  not  ex- 
ceeding five  (5)  per  centum  of  the  gross  earnings  or  receipts  derived  from  the 
operation  of  said  lines  of  railway  and  the  extensions  thereof:  Provided,  That  such 
specific  tax  shall  not  be  imposed  or  collected  before  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D. 
1893 ;  and  -provided,  further,  that  the  city  reserves  the  right  to  increase  said  per  cent- 
age  at  any  time  after  ten  years  from  the  said  first  day  of  July,  1893. 

And  when  so  amended,  we  recommend  the  said  ordinance  be  passed.

The  following  report  from  the  City  Attorney  was  read  and  received : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Under  your  instructions,  I  herewith  submit  the  opinion  of  Judge 
Taylor,  of  the  Superior  Court,  stating  his  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  any  company 
to  operate  an  electric  or  cable  road  in  this  city. 

Respectfully  submitted,  Wm.  L.  Taylor,  City  Attorney. 

Hon.  W.  L.  Taylor: 

You  request  me  to  state  points  held  by  me  in  the  case  of  Citizens'  Street  Railroad 
Co.  vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  et  al.,  which  was  an  application  for  an  injunction. 

Since  the  hearing  and  decision,  a  considerable  time  has  elopsed,  and  I  have 
thought  very  little  about  the  case,  or  the  questions  involved,  and  can  state  my  rul- 
ings from  memory  only.     According  to  my  recollection,  they  were  these: 

First — That  the  ordinance  grant  by  the  municipal  authority  of  the  City  of  Indi- 
anapolis to  the  street  railroad  company  to  occupy  the  streets  of  the  city,  was  a  con- 
tract, and  that  by  the  acceptance  of  it  by  the  company,  its  building  of  tracks,  and 
operating  them,  the  expenditure  of  money,  etc.,  the  company  had  acquired  a  right 
in  the  streets  occupied  by  it  that  could  not  be  taken  from  it,  nor  interiered  with  by 
grants  to  other  street  railway  companies  by  said  municipality. 

Second — And  if  mistaken  as  to  its  being  a  contract,  and  viewing  the  ordinance 
grant  as  a  license  merely,  the  same  result  would  follow  as  to  streets  occupied  and 
used  by  the  company  under  the  grant. 

Third — That  the  right  granted  to  the  street  railroad  company  by  the  ordinance 
grant  in  the  streets  of  the  city,  can  only  be  taken  from  the  company  by  forfeiture 
incurred  by  the  company  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  ordinance. 

And  I  stated  further,  that  I  entertained  serious  doubts  as  to  the  authority  under 
the  Statute  to  create  a  street  railroad  corporation  to  operate  either  by  cable  or  by 
electricity;  that  the  terms  of  the  Statute  were  not  broad  enough  to  admit  of  such 
a  cons  ruction,  and  that  if  I  was  correct  in  that  view,  the  Council  could  not  law- 
fully give  the  power  to  such  a  street  corporation  to  occupy  and  use  any  of  the 
streets  of  the  city  with  either  cable  or  electric  lines.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  your  Special  Committee  to  whom 
was  referred  General  Ordinance  No.  26,  1888,  commonly  known  as  "The  McNeal 
Electric  Street  Railway  Ordinance,"  report  that  since  it  appears  from  the  opinion 
of  Judge  Taylor,  of  the  Superior  Court,  in  the  case  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway 
Company  vs.  The  Indianapolis  Cable  Street  Railway  Company,  recently  decided 
that,  in  his  opinion,  the  charter  of  the  city  does  not  permit  the  City  Council  to 
grant  any  company  the  right  to  operate  a  cable  or  electric  street  railway  in  this 
city,  therefore  we  recommend  that  said  ordinance  be  not  passed  until  further  legis- 
lation shall  have  been  secured;  and  therefore,  however  desirable  it  might  be  to 
have  competition  and  an  electric  road  in  the  city,  we  believe  that  the  decision  of 
the  court  in  the  case  mentioned,  should  be  respected,  and  therefore  recommend  that 
said  ordinance  be  not  passed.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — We  would  respectfully  represent  that  at  a  meeting  of  citizens  of  In- 
dianapolis, held  October  ...,  we  were  appointed  to  assume  and  discharge  such  duties 
as  we  might  deem  necessary  and  proper  in  conjunction  with  your  honorable  bodies, 
to  protect  the  interests  of  the  people  in  the  matter  of  the  entrance  into  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  the  city  of  the  tracks  of  the  Louisville,  New  Albany  &  Chicago  Kail- 
road  Company,  as  contemplated  in  Ordinances  Nos.  45  and  46,  1888,  now  pending 
on  your  rolls.  By  grace  of  the  authority  thus  conferred  upon  us,  we  have  the  honor 
to  report  the  following  statement  of  facts,  with  such  recommendations  pertinent 
thereto  as  reflect  the  wishes  of  the  people,  conserve  their  interests  and  accord  with 
the  execution  of  a  wise  public  policy. 

Having  duly  organized  our  committee,  to  get  a  complete  understanding  of  the  in- 
terests involved  in  the" said  ordinances,  or  either  of  them,  we  visited  the  points  of 
territory  embraced  in  the  contemplated  improvements  by  the  railroad  company. 
"We  find  the  premises  to  be- — 

1.  Some  months  ago  F.  W.  Morrison,  representing  the  Louisville,  New  Albany 
&  Chicago  Railroad  Company,  purchased  certain  bodies  of  real  estate,  to-wit :  A 
right-of-way  with  adjacent  territory  for  round-houses,  etc ,  along  the  west  side  of 
the  Lake  Erie  &  Western  Railroad  tracks,  between  Howland's  Junction  and  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city;  a  large  number  of  lots  lying  in  the  northeast  angle  of 
the  junction  of  the  Lake  Erie  and  the  Belt  tracks ;  a  tract  of  land — about  thirty-five 
acres — penetrated  by  Fall  Creek,  at  the  intersection  ot  Central  avenue,  and  to  be 
used  for  yards  and  transfer  purposes. 

2.  That  to  make  such  lands  available  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  pur- 
chased, the  said  Louisville,  New  Albany  &  Chicago  Railroad  Company,  through  and 
by  its  proper  officers,  represented  and  didfpropose,  in  so  far  as  we  were  able  to  ascer- 
*  in  their  motives,  to  build  a  main  line  track  from  Howland's  Junction  in  a  south- 
westerly direction  to  or  near  the  point  at  which  College  avenue  touches  Fall  Creek, 
and  thence  along  the  south  bank  of  the  creek  to  or  near  the  intersection  of  Meridian 
street;  thence  southwest  through  a  populous  and  highly  improved  district  suburban 
to  the  city,  so  as  to  connect  with  the  tracks  of  what  is  popularly  known  as  the  "  Big 
Four  Railroad,"  at  a  point  two  squares  south  of  the  Indianapolis  Work  House. 
Also,  to  build  a  spur  line  from  the  proposed  yards  west  of  Central  avenue  to  the 
proposed  round-house  almost  directly  east  thereof.  Also,  a  spur  line  from  the  said 
yards  to  the  point  at  which  the  Lake  Erie  road  joins  the  Belt.  Also,  such  other 
tracks,  switches  and  spurs  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  traffic  of  the  road. 

3.  That  by  courtesy  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads  of  the  Common  Council,  we 
were  enabled  to  confer  with  its  members  and  with  representatives  of  the  said  Lou- 
isville, New  Albany  &  Chicago  Railroad  Company,  at  which  conference  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  railroad  company  defined  their  position  to  be  that  their  enterprise 
had  always  been  attended  with  hardship;  that  its  line  was  now  operated  under  the 
menace  of  a  rival  and  powerful  corporation  which  often  inflicted  severe  penalties 
for  such  dependency;  that  it  was  now  the  desire  and  purpose  of  the  Louisville, 
2Jew  Albany  &  Chicago  Railroad  Company  to  relieve  itself  from  each  and  all  of  its 
old  sources  of  hardship  by  constructing  the  lines  contemplated  in  the  said  Ordi- 
nances No.  45  and  46;  that  the  western  entrance  to  the  city  was  desired  because  of 
the  increased  trackage  and  superior  manufacturing  district,  as  compared  with  the 
east  side  of  the  city  would  afford;  that  the  lines  north  of  the  city  could  be  con- 
structed without  the  consent  of  your  honorable  bodies;  that  the  Goodman  street 
connection  with  the  Belt  line  was  desired  as  a  freight  connection,  and  that  the 
rights  of  such  connection  being  granted,  the  Louisville,  New  Albany  &  Chicago  Rail- 
road Company  would  be  relieved  to  an  extent  which  would  free  it  from  dependency. 

Against  these  propositions  of  the  railroad  company,  our  committee  urged  that  the 
company  either  desired  such  an  entrance  into  the  city  as  would  give  it  terminal  fa- 
cilities, or  it  wanted  nothing;  that  the  contemplated  filling  up  of  the  vacant  terri- 
tory north  of  the  city  with  tracks  of  the  Louisville,  New  Albany  &  Chicago  Railroad 
Company,  would  license  and  invite  the  Belt  road  to  extend  its  tracks  across  what  is 
now  the  only  unobstructed  outlet  for  vehicles  from  the  city;    that  the  character  of 
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the  use  of  the  thoroughfares  to  be  thus  obstructed  —being  the  only  aven  ues  to  Crow  n 
Hill  Cemetery,  the  common  burying-ground  of  the  city — would  make  the  proposed 
railroad  lines  a  painful  and  outrageous,  as  well  as  unnecessary  hardship  upon  all 
the  citizens  of  Indianayolis,  and  that  there  was  neither  right  nor  decency  in  the 
effort  of  the  railroad  company  to  relieve  itself  from  burdens  it  had  assumed  of  its 
own  volition,  by  laying  its  ties  and  rails  virtually  upon  graves  which  represent  a 
large  majority  of  the  families  of  Indianapolis;  that  the  territory  to  be  thus  occu- 
pied with  tracks,  was  the  only  l<  open  space"  about  our  city  out  of  which  persons 
seeking  pleasure  or  health  could  go  without  the  menace  of  railroad  crossings ;  that 
it  was  also  in  the  line  of  private  improvements,  being  adjacent  to  a  supply  of  water 
for  domestic  us<-s  and  protection  against  fire,  and  being  at  the  same  time  in  a  di- 
rection away  from  our  outlet  of  sewerage;  that  the  construction  of  such  yards  and 
tracks  would  footer  the  growth  of  dumping  grounds  for  stock  cars  or  private  scav- 
engers, as  well  as  the  location  of  factories  which  might  be  offensive,  and  that  the 
enterprise  was  in  every  particular  hostile  to  our  municipal  sanitary  system  and  the 
logic  of  our  growth  as  a  city  of  homes,  health  and  attractiveness. 

At  the  same  time  a  feeling  of  friendliness  to  the  railroad  company,  as  to  all  other 
enterprises,  prevailed  in  our  committee,  and  the  representatives  of  the  railroad 
urged  our  co-operation  to  procure  such  data  and  information  as  would  enable  your 
honorable  body  to  determine  upon  what  would  be  best  for  the  railroad,  in  the  way 
of  extending  facilities,  while  at  the  same  time  conserving  the  higher  and  more  vital 
interests  of  the  city  and  its  citizens. 

Subsequently,  and  by  their  appointment,  qur  committee  held  a  conference  with 
other  representatives  of  the  road — the  general  officers  of  the  company  being  at  the 
time  in  the  city,  and  having  a  delegate,  their  General  Solicitor  — at  our  meeting. 
Many  suggestions  were  made  and  discussed.  After  the  conference,  and  at  the  re- 
quest ot  the  railroad  people,  our  committee  appointed  a  sub-committee  of  three,  to 
view  the  various  possible  routes  into  the  city;  our  work  to  be  done  in  conjunction 
with  the  officers  of  the  road.     Our  sub  committee  was  instructed  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  committee  that  the  road  ought  to  make  its 
passenger  and  freight  entrance  first,  over  its  present  line  coming  into  the  city  at  a 
point  in  the  northeast;  second,  if  there  should  be  any  departure  from  this  as  to  the 
entrance  of  passenger  and  freight  trains,  that  when  they  should  diverge  from  the 
present  line  at  some  point  not  south  of  Broad  Ripple,  and  keep  around  between  the 
river  and  the  canal;  or  if  on  the  east  side  of  the  canal,  then  as  near  the  canal  as 
possible;  and  in  the  event  of  such  divergance,  the  present  route  feom  Howland's  to 
Broad  Ripple  should  be  wholly  abandoned,  and  the  company  should  surrender  all 
its  claims  to  an  entrance  upon  the  Union  tracks  from  the  east ;    and 

Resolved,  That  until  the  question  of  route  into  the  city  has  been  settled  by  the 
company,  that  the  municipal  authorities  be  asked  to  withnold  all  action  on  Ordi- 
nances Nos.  45  and  46,  and  especially  on  any  ordinance  granting  any  connection 
with  the  Belt  Road,  because  such  grants  would  be  only  dilatory  and  of  uncertain 
purpose. 

"We  were  unable  to  devise  any  form  of  which  the  interests  of  the  city  could  be 
protected  if  the  Goodman  street  grant  requested  in  Ordinance  No.  45  w*s  voted  to 
the  company,  because  with  that  grant  made,  the  railroad  would  be  absolved  from 
"its  dependency"  not  only  to  corporations  of  its  kind,  but  also  to  the  city,  and  could 
construct  such  lines  as  it  saw  fit  in  the  territory  beyond  the  northern  limits  of  the 
city.  To  grant  the  Goodman  street  franchise,  would  be  to  locate  the  stub  of  a  great 
railroad  at  a  point  where  it  could  enjoy  no  terminal  facilities,  and  the  road  so  lo- 
cated would  be  a  constant  menace  to  all  the  property  between  such  stub  and  the 
point  at  which  its  terminal  might  reasonably  be  located.  Under  ihe  threatening 
menace  of  the  spur's  extension,  no  property  owners  who  might  fairly  be  expected 
to  come  within  the  influence  of  the  road  s  future  conduct,  would  dare  to  erect  im- 
provements, or  to  make  other  investments  of  a  permanent  character.  Thus  the 
property  owners  would  be  subject  to  a  hardship  for  which  the  road  were  directly 
to  blame,  but  for  which  it  granted  no  compensation  or  relief. 

These  views  we  obtained  from  the  citizens  whose  welfare  is  concerned,  a  great  num- 
ber of  whom  have  memorialized  your  honorable  bodies  against  granting  any  such 
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uncertain  and  pernicious  rights  as  the  company  seeks  in  the  ordinances,  or  either  of 
them  now  before  you.  Our  sub-commiitee  accepted  an  invitation  to  act  with  the 
representatives  of  the  road  in  locating  a  route  that  would  be  without  material  ob- 
jections, the  company  declaring  its  abandonment  of  the  efforts  to  come  in  under 
the  ordinances  before  you,  or  either  of  them.  Our  sub  committee,  which  had  been 
created  at  the  request  of  the  railroad  people,  met  at  the  time  and  place  named  by 
the  representatives  of  the  road,  and  waited  a  long  time,  but  in  vain,  for  them  to 
come,  and  they  paid  no  attention  to  the  engagement  they  had  made,  and  have  since 
then  given  this  subject  and  our  committee  no  consideration  whatever. 

4.  In  view  of  the  foregoing,  we  have  agreed  unanimously  to  join  as  a  committee 
in  the  prayers  of  the  citizens  heretofore  addressed  to  your  honorable  bodies  against 
granting  the  rights  sought. 

5.  We  would  respectfully  suggest  the  incorporation  of  such  adjacent  territory 
as  will  enable  your  honorable  bodies  to  protect  the  interests  and  conserve  the  future 
welfare  of  our  citizens  against  such  offorts  to  anticipate  your  authority,  as  are  reas- 
onably to  be  expected  from  corporations  or  persons  who  are  jealous  of  the  rights 
and  interests  of  our  citizens,  and  desire  to  usurp  them  by  processes  akin  to  antici- 
pation. We  would  also  respectfully  suggest  that  our  corporate  functions  can  not 
attain  the  scope  that  they  should,  to  insure  adequate  protection  to  our  great  and  di- 
verse interests,  under  the  present  laws.  It  has  occurred  to  us  that  it  would  be  wise, 
in  view  of  our  great  and  rapid  growth,  to  memoralize  the  Legislature  for  such  le- 
gislation as  will  enable  us  hereafter  lo  avoid  such  confusion  of  interests  as  has  come 
about  in  the  present  case.  Railroads'  which  expect  to  enter  cities  having  a  popula- 
tion of  say  a  hundred  thousand,  should  be  required  to  procure  their  rights  of  way 
through  such  cities  before  they  should  be  allowed  to  construct  any  part  of  their 
lines  in  the  county  in  which  such  city  is  located;  and  the  condemnation  of  railroad 
property  to  the  use  of  other  railroads,  should  also  be  authorized  where  there  are  so 
many  dependent  interests  as  there  are  here,  and  where,  consequently,  great  hard- 
ships must  otherwise  be  experienced. 

In  presenting  this  report  to  you,  we  feel  confident  that  we  reflect  the  sentiment 
of  a  great  majority  of  our  citizens.      We  were  diligent  in  procuring  the  views  of 
the  people,  and  know  it  is  the  general  opinion  that  the  Goodman  street  ordinance 
ought  not  to  be  passed  until  the  passenger  ingress  of  the  road  can  at  the  same  time 
•  be  determined,  and  the  whole  question  be  finally  settled;  otherwise  by  the  passage 

of  the  Goodman  street  ordinance,  the  public  mind  might  be  left  in  suspense  and 
trouble  for  months  and  years.

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Proceedings  of  Joint  Convention. 


FIRST  SESSION— Monday  Evening,  November  12,   1888. 

The  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indian- 
apolis convened  in  Joint  Convention,  in  the  Council  Chamber,  Monday 
evening,  November  12th,  1888,  at  eight  o'clock,  in  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  four,  of  the  following  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Indiana,  approved  March  8th,  1881  : 

An  Act  supplemental  to  An  Act  approved  March  14th,  1867,  entitled,  'An  Act  to 
repeal  all  General  Laws  now  in  force  for  the  incorporation  of  cities,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  the  incorporation  of  cities;  prescribing  their  powers  and  rights,  and  the 
manner  in  which  they  shall  exercise  the  same,  and  to  regulate  such  other  matters 
as  pertain  thereto." 

Mayor  Denny,  President  of  the  Joint  Convention,  in^the  Chair,  di- 
rected the  Secretary  to  call  the  roll.

G.  O.  44,  1888 — An  ordinance  authorizing  the  construction,  and  regulating  the 
operat  on  and  maintainance  of  incandescent  electric  lighting  plants,  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis. 

President  Wright  offered  the  following  amendment : 

I  move  to  amend  General  Ordinance  No.  44,  1888,  as  follows: 

In  the  title  of  said  ordinance,  after  the  word  "  incandescent,"  insert  the  words 
"and  aTc;' '  and  after  the  word  "lighting,"  insert  the  words  "and  power" 

Amend  Section  4,  line  2,  oy  inserting  after  the  word  "ordinance,"  the  words 
""within  the  limits  of  North,  South,  East  and  West  streets." 

Also,  same  Section,  line  6,  after  the  word  "laid,"  insert  the  words  "in  all  other 
territory  in  said  city  not  included  in  the  above  boundaries,  wires  may  be  strung  on 
poles,  which  poles  shall  be  located  in  alleys,  where  practicable,  under  the  direction 
of  the  City  Civil  Engineer." 

Strike  out  Sections  seven  and  eight. 

After  Section  6,  insert  the  following  Sections: 

Section  7.  No  arc,  electric  light  or  power  plant  shall  be  constructed,  operated 
or  maintained,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  except  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  or  persons,  company,  corporation  or  association,  intending 
to  construct,  operate  or  maintain,  an  electric  plant  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
electricity  for  arc  lights  or  power  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  privilege  of  occupying  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  public  grounds  of  said  city 
except  on  the  following  conditions,  to- wit: 

That  said  person,  persons,  company,  corporation  or  association,  de siring  to  do  any 
such  business,  shall  file  with  the  City  Clerk  at  the  time  application  is  made  for  the 
use  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  public  grounds,  under  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance, his  or  its  penal  bond  in  the  sum  ot  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000,) 
with  two  good  and  sufficient  resident  securities,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  conditioned  that  he  or  it  will  comply  with  all 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  other  ordinances  which  may  hereafter 
be  pa«sed,  relating  to  the  subject  of  this  ordinance,  and  will  pay  into  the  city  treas- 
ury the  per  centage  upon  its  gross  receipts  as  provided  in  this  Section  ;  and  such 
person  or  persons,  company,  corporation  or  association,  shall  at  the  time  of  filing 
said  bond,  also  file  with  the  City  Clerk  its  or  his  written  acceptance  of  the  privi- 
leges granted  by  this  ordinance,  and  agree  therein  that  he  or  it  will,  on  the  first  day 
of" July  and  January,  of  each  year  thereafter,  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a  statement 
of  his  or  i» s  gross  receipts,  derivei  from  such  business  for  the  six  months  not  pre- 
ceding such  statement,  which  shall  be  sworn  to  by  such  person  or  persons,  or  by 
sig.  75, 
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the  proper  officers  of  such  company,  corporation  or  association;  and  further  agree 
that  he  or  it  will,  at  the  time  of  filing  such  statement  with  the  City  Clerk,  pay  into 
the  c  ty  treasury  two  and  one  half  (2  J)  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  such  grids' re- 
ceipts after  the  first  day  of  January,  1889,  and  five  (5)  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of 
such  gross  receipts,  a'ter  the  first  day  of  January,  1894;  which  amount  shall  be  in 
addition  to  all  other  taxes  imposed  by  law.  .      •        :         :i 

If.  the. Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the 
correctness. of  any  statement  made  as  required  by  this  Section,  they  shall  have  the 
power  to  require  any  of  the  parties  making  such  statement  to  make  to  them  an  ex- 
hibit of  the  bnoks  and  papers  of  such  party,  and  they  may#hake  an  examination 
thereof;  and  if  it  shall  appear  from  such  books  and  pnpers,  or  if  in  any  other  manner 
they  shall  have  I  atisfoctory  proof  thereof,  that  the  gross  receipts  of  such  party  du- 
ring the  time  specified  in  such  statement  were  greater  than  the  amount  so  returned 
in  such  statement,  then  the  said  party,  notwithstanding  such  statement,  shall  piy 
into  the  city  treasury  the  peicentage  as  provided  in  this  Section,  upon  such  excess. 

Skc.  9.  Persons,  companies,  corporations  or  associations,  shall  do  no  injury  to 
any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  ground,  nor  to  any  shade  tree,  nor  in  any  manner 
disturb  or  interfere  with  any  water  or  gas  pipe,  gate,  valve  «»r  regulator,  nor  with 
any  public  or  private  sewer,  now  or  hereafter  laid  or  constructed  by  any  authorized 
person  or  corporation,  and  shall  fully  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of  Iti- 
.dianapolis  from  any  claims  or  damages  for  which  said  city  misrbt  be  made,  orbe- 
come  liable  to  pay  by  reason  of  the  construction,  operation  or  maintainance  of  said 
arc  light  or  power  plant,  or  the  giving  or  allowing  of  the  license,  rights  and  privi- 
leges hereby  granted;  - 

Skc.  10.  All  wires  or  other  conductors,  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  or 
supplying  electricity  for  arc  ligh's  or  power,  under  this  ordinance  within  the 
limits  of  North,  South,  East,  and  West  streets,  shall  be  l*.id  under  ground  and  at  a 
depth  of  not  less  than  two  (2)  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  street,  avenue,  alley- or 
public  ground  in  or  ihrough  which  said  wires  or  conductors  may  be  laid.  In  all 
other  territory  in  said  city  not  included  in  the  sbove  boundaries,  wires  way  be 
strurg  on  poles,  which  poles  shall  be/located  in  alleys  where  practicable,  under  the* 
direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer.  Whenever  any  excavat  on  is  made  in  any 
iStreet,  avenue,  alloy  or  public  ground,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  or  replacing  any 
such  line,  wire  or  electric  conductor,  such  street,  avenue  or  public  ground,  shall 
be  replaced  by  such  person  company,  corporation  or  association  in  as  good  ecu  di- 
tion  as  it  was  in  before  such  excavation  was  made,  and  for  a  failure  or  neglect,  for 
i a,  period  of  five  (5)  d*ys  after  the  completion  or  repair  of  such  line  wire  or  other 
conductor,  to  so  replace  sUv,h  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  ground,  such  person, 
company,  corp  ration  or  association,  its  agents  or  officers,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  an  offence  and  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum,  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  {$100i  dol  ars,  and  each  and  every  day  shall  constitute  a  separate  offence. 

The  work  of  removal  and  replacement  of  pavements  in  any  and  all  streets, 
avenms,  alleys  and  public  grounds,  in  or  through  which  the  wires  or  conductors 
may  be  laid,  under  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  and  supervision 
of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  excavat  ons  in  any  and  all  of  the  unpaved  streets, 
avenues,  alleys  or  public  grounds  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  shall  be 
subject  to  like  control  »nd  supervision. 

The  method  of  conducting  such  underground  currents  of  electricity  shall  also  be 
subject  to  th"  approval  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  when  concurred  in  by  the  Com- 
mon Councsl  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  to  that  *nd,  persons,  companies,  corpo- 
rations or  associations  shall  before  beginning  th e  laying  of  any  such  underground 
wire,  or  o  her  conductor,  submit  to  said  engineer,  a  general  plan,  showing  first  the 
territory  intended  to  be  supplied  with  such  electricity  and  the  manner  of  conduct- 
the  same,  and  shall  first  receive  the  written  approval  of  said  Engineer,  and  the 
approve  of  the  Common  Council  and  Hoard  of  Aldermen. 

Sec.  II.  It  shall  be  un'awful  for  any  person,  el-etrc  light  or  power  company, 
or  any  other  company,  to  attach  or  in  any  manner  connect  any  electric  wire  or 
any  other  conductor  of' electricity,  or  to  run  any  wiro  or  other  electric  conductor 
in  dangerous  proximity  to  any  metal  awning,  railing,  roof,  wire  or  other  conduc- 
tor of  electricity,  belonging  to,  append. ng  or  appertaining  to  any  house,  building, 
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structure  or  pole,  or  to  run  any  overhead  line,  wire  or  other  conductor  of  elec- 
tricity over  or  along  any  building-  or  across  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public 
ground,  or  private  ground,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

All  work  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  bo  done  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and  whenever  any  person,  com- 
pany, corporation  or  association  shall  violate  »ny  of  the  provisi  ns  of  this  or  any 
other  ordinance  which  may  hereafter  be  passed  upon  this  subj  ct,  said  Engineer 
shall  notify  said  person,  company,  corpora  ion  or  association  of  such  violation,  and 
if  the  same  is  not  remedied  at  once,  the  said  Engineer  shall  report  the  facts  to  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  who  shall  have  power  to  eompel  the 
removal  of  any  part  or  all  of  said  plant. 

Sec.  12.  All  electricity  to  be  supplied  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  generated 
from  dynamos,  especially  constructed  for  the  use  intended,  and  in  no  case  shall 
incandescent  lights  be  supplied  from  arc  circuit",  nor  shall  arc  lights  be  supplied 
from  incandescent  circuits,  nor  shall  any  power  be  supplied  from  any,  other  than 
arc  circuits. 

The  manner  of  putting  in  plant,  in  all  details  as  well  as  kind  of  insulation  em- 
ployed, shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer.  All  wiring  or 
other  work,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  above,  be  done  according  to  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

Sec.  13.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  heretofore  passed,  in  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  the  supply  of  electricity  for  arc  lights  or  power,  are  hereby  repealed: 
Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  thi3  ordinance,  in  reference  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  per  cent,  on  the  gross  receipts,  and  the  placing  of  wires  or  other  elec- 
tric conductors  under  ground,  shall  not  apply  to  the  Indianapolis  Brush  Electric 
Light  and  Power  Company,  until  after  the  expiration  of  its  contract  with  said 
city,  to-wit:     December  31st,  1891. 

Sec.  14.  The  Common  Council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  reserve  the 
right  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  thi3  ordinance  at  any  time. 

Sec  15.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  tho  "Indian- 
apolis Gazette." 

Alderman  Laut  moved  that  the  ordinance  and  amendment  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Public  Light. 

Alderman  Smith  moved  to  lay  the  motion  on  the  table.

The  following  report  from  the  City  Commissioners,  accompanied  with 
resolution,  was  read  .    . 

Report  of  the  City  Commissioners  on  the  vacation  of  a  strip  off  of  the  west  side  of 
the  alley  on  the  east  side  of  Pogue's  Run,  running  from  South  street  to  AlcNabb 
street. 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Board  of  City  Commissioners  of 
said  city,  duly  appointed,  qualified,  and  acting  under  the  provisions  of  the  Statutes 
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Jthe  State  of  Indiana,  in  relation  to  laying  out,  opening,  widening,  altering  and 
yacation  of  streets,  alleys  and  highways,  beg  Jeave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

1st.  We  met  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk,  in  Eoom  2,  on  Tuesday,  the  3d  day 
of  July,  1888,  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  to  examine  into  tbe  matter  of  the  proposed  vaca- 
tion of  a  strip  of  ground  two  feet  wide  at  South  street,  tapering  to  a  point  183  feet 
north  of  South  street,  in  accordance  with  a  notice  of  the  City  Clerk,  which  notice 
and  the  return  of  service  marked  thereon,  is  filed  herewith  as  a  part  hereof,  and 
marked  exhibit  No.  1. 

2d.  We  immediately  entered  into  the  consideration  of  said  vacation,  and  having 
examined  the  papers,  found  them  in  regular  order,  accompanied  with  a  bond  for 
costs,  and  a  plat  showing  the  strip  of  ground  to  be  vacated.  We  proceeded  at  once 
to  view  the  alley,  a  portion  of  which  was  to  be  vacated,  and  the  property  contiguous 
thereto,  and  the  surrounding  property  along  the  line  of  said  alley,  and  find  that  the 
following  persons  owning  the  property  therein  described,  are  interested  in  said  va- 
cation, viz :  Thos.  Farley,  the  owner  of  21  feet  west  end  of  Lot  1,  Blake's  subdivision 
of  Square  96;  Chas.  Kuhn,  owner  of  22J  feet  of  the  north  two-thirds  of  Lot  2, 
Blake's  subdivision  of  Square  96  ;  A.  R.  White,  Geo.  Yandes,  Trustee,  south  third 
of  Lot  2,  north  third  of  Lot  3,  south  half  of  Lot  4,  north  third  of  Lot  5,  Blake's 
subdivision  of  Square  96  ;  Peter  Spitzfadden,  the  owner  of  the  south  two-thirds  of 
Lot  3,  in  Blake's  subdivision  of  Square  96 ;  Joseph  A.  Moore,  Attorney  in  fact  for 
the  Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Co.,  the  owner  of  the  south  two-thirds  of 
Lot  5,  Blake's  subdivision  of  Square  96 ;  W.  W.  Herod,  owner  of  Lot  6,  in  Blake's 
subdivision  of  Square  96  ;  John  V.  Martin,  the  owner  oi  middle  third  of  the  south 
half  of  Square  96.  We  made  due  report  of  said  facts  to  the  City  Clerk,  requiring 
him  to  have  the  proper  notices  issue  to  the  parties  therein  described,  to  meet  the 
City  Commissioners  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  on  Monday,  the  3d  day  of  September, 
1888,  at  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  in  Room  2,  of  the  City  Clerk's  office.  Said  report  is  filed 
herewith  as  a  part  hereof,  marked  exhibit  "A." 

3d.  We  further  report  that  we  met  at  the  time  and  place  named,  and  found  that 
service  had  not  been  had  on  the  interested  parties.  Whereupon  we  made  a  sup- 
plementary report  to  the  City  Clerk,  requiring  him  to  have  the  proper  officers  serve 
notices  on  the  parties  named  in  our  report  to  the  City  Clerk  filed  July  9th,  1888, 
notifying  them  to  appear  before  the  Commissioners  on  the  29th  day  of  October, 
1888,  at  10  o'clock,  a,  m.,  to  hear  testimony  and  further  consider  said  vacation  at  a 
meeting  of  tbe  Commissioners  to  be  held  in  the  City  Clerk's  office,  in  Room  2,  on 
said  day.  Said  supplementary  report  is  filed  herewith  as  a  part  hereof,  and  marked 
exhibit  "B." 

4th.  We  further  report  that  we  met  on  the  29th  day  of  October,  and  found  that 
all  the  interested  parties  had  been  served,  and  said  notice,  and  the  return  of  the 
same  endorsed  thereon,  is  filed  herewith  as  a  part  hereof,  and  marked  exhibit  "C;" 
none  of  the  interested  parties  having  offered  any  valid  objection. 

5th.  We  now  further  report  that  the  length  and  width  of  said  vacation  is  as  fol- 
lows :  The  length  of  said  strip  is  one  hundred  and  eighty  three  feet,  being  two  feet 
wide  at  South  street,  coming  to  a  point  one  hundred  and  eighty-three  feet  north 
of  South  street. 

6th.     We  consider  that  there  is  no  intrinsic  value  to  the  strip  of  ground  taken. 

7th.  The  benefit  to  the  persons  desiring  the  vacation  is  equivalent  to  the  ex- 
pense attending  said  vacation. 

8th.     There  are  no  objections  to  said  vacation. 

9th.  The  expenses  attending  this  vacation,  to  be  paid  by  the  petitioners,  is  one 
hundred  and  ten  dollars. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  prayer  of  the  petition  be  granted,  and  that  said  va 
cation  be  made  as  prayed  for,  and  the  accompanying  resolution  adopted.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — In  1880  Simon  Yandes  took  judgment  against  this  city,  John  T. 
Dickson  and  others,  for  the  sum  of  $5,858.69,  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the  city  to 
notify  said  Yandes  as  mortgagee  of  the  proposed  opening  of  Second  street.  The 
decree  provided,  however,  that  all  of  said  sum  should  be  collected  trom  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  after  a  narrow  strip  of  the  lots  taken  for  said  street  should  be  sold; 
and  the  decree  relieved  the  city's  co-defendants  from  any  liability  what*  ver.  On 
July  8th,  1880,  said  Yandes  compromised  with  the  city  for  the  whole  of  said  debt, 
and  the  city  paid  him  $4,500.00  cash,  and  was  released  from  said  judgment,  but  the 
judgment  itself  was  not  satisfied.  Said  Dickson  is  threatening  to  compel  a  satis- 
faction of  said  judgment,  and  said  Yandes  agrees  to  release  the  same  if  the  city  will 
release  all  claims  against  said  co-defendants;  and  since  the  city  has  no  possible 
claim  against  her  said  co-defendant  Dickson,  I  recommend,  to  save  costs  of  suit, 
that  the  accompanying  motion  be  adopted.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Health,  to  whom  was  referred  General 
Ordinance  No.  53,  1888— being  an  ordinance  prohibiting  the  location  of  establish- 
ments for  storing  raw  hides,  pelts,  etc., — recommend  that  the  following  proviso  be 
added  to  Section  1,  to-wit: 

"Provided,  however,  That  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any 
said  building  or  establishment  above  described  now  erected  and  in  operation." 

And  when  said  ordinance  is  so  amended,  we  recommend  that  the  same  do  pass.

Councilman  Trusler  presented  the  following  petition ;  which  was  read : 

Indianapolis,  November  19,  1888. 
To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianopolis: 

Gentlemen: — At  your  last  meeting  there  was  introduced  for  your  consideration 
an  ordinance  entitled  "An  ordinance  prohibiting  the  location  and  maintainance  of 
establishments  for  the  storage  and  shipment  of  raw  hides,  pelts  and  tallow,  in  the 
City  of  Iudianapolis." 
'  The  firms  dealing  in  the  above  articles,  beg  to  make  the  following  statement: 

The  oldest  inhabitant  will  not  recall  the  time  when  this  city  has  not  been  a  mar- 
ket for  hides.  Prior  to  1874,  the  following  firms  were  engaged  in  the  purchase  and 
sale  of  hides:  Daniel  Yandes,  Jr.,  for  several  years,  at  36  east  Washington  street ; 
Deitz  &  Reisner,  at  21  and  23  south  Delaware  street;  F.  W.  Baugher,  No.  30  south 
Meridian  street,  near  Pearl,  and  later  at  29  east  Maryland  street;  John  Fishback 
and  ''The  Hide,  Leather  &  Belting  Co."  for  many  years  at  125  south  Meridian 
street;  also  Mooney  &  Mount,  at  147  south  Meridian  street.  Prior  to  1874,  hides 
were  handled  in  connection  with  leather.  About  that  time  most  of  the  hide  trade 
passed  into  other  hands,  and  became  a  specialty.  In  this  connection  we  may  say, 
prior  to  1874  the  business  was  of  a  local  character,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
less  than  $200,000  annually.  Since  1874,  in  addiiion  to  handling  the  local  business, 
the  dealers  here  have  been  drawing  their  supplies  from  the  cities  in  Indiana  and 
Illinois,  giving  employment  to  about  ten  traveling  men.     The  business  of  1888  will 
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amount  to  more  than  $1,500,000.  The  passage  of  this  ordinance  will  certainly  drive 
all  of  this  outside  business  to  other  markets.  It  will  make  the  handling  of  the 
local  hides  from  butchers  or  farmers  illegal  within  the  city  limits. 

Let  us  see  where  this  business  is  handled  in  other  cities:  In  New  York  city,  the 
largest  hide  market  in  the  United  States,  we  find  the  business  transacted  in  Spruce, 
William,  Cliff,  Ferry  and  Gold  streets.  All  of  these  are  principal  streets,  within 
two  to  five  blocks  from  the  City  Hall.  In  Philadelphia,  we  find  the  business  loca- 
ted on  Second,  Third  and  Market  streets,  all  principal  streets  of  the  city.  In  Boston, 
on  Federal,  Purchase  and  Atlantic  avenue.  This  is  in  the  leather  and  shoe  district, 
in  the  heart  of  the  city.  In  Louisville,  Ky.,  there  are  four  or  five  dealers;  the  two 
largest  are  John  White  &  Co  ,  and  M.  Sable  &  Sons.  John  White  &  Co.  are  dealers 
and  exporters  of  hides  and  raw  furs;  they  are  located  on  Main  t-treet,  equidistant 
from  the  Gait  House  and  Louisville  Hotel,  where  they  have  been  in  business  for 
the  past  thirty-five  years,  at  the  same  stand.  M.  Sable  &  Sons  are  located  at  233 
and  235  Market  street,  in  a  portion  of  the  city  which  is  devoted  to  the  retail  busi- 
ness. At  Cincinnati,  will  be  found  three  firms  doing  a  large  business  on  Main 
street,  Nos.  16,  22,  24  and  36,  two  squares  from  Third  and  Main  streets;  Third 
street,  near  Main,  being  almost  entirely  occupied  by  bankers,  insurance,  etc.  In 
Chicago,  the  business  will  be  found  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Chicago  River,  on 
Kinzie,  Michigan  and  ^iorth  Dearborn  streets.  There  are  forty  or  fifty  firms; 
some  of  these  are  doing  a  very  large  business,  and  are  located  in  the  main,  central 
portion  of  the  city.  In  the  cities  of  Fort  Wayne,  Terre  Haute  and  Evansville,  this 
business  will  be  found  located  on  some  of  the  principal  streets  of  these  places. 

Gentlemen,  we  trust  you  will  give  this  matter  your  careful  consideration.  If 
passed,  it  will  be  the  first  of  the  kind  in  any  city  of  the  United  States,  as  far  as  we 
know.

"  That  L.  V.  Boyle  be,  and  is  hereby,  granted  permission  to  grade  and  pave 
with  brick  the  sidewalk  alongside  of  his  property  on  Lincoln  avenue,  between 
Broadway  street  and  College  avenue.  Work  to  he  done  at  his  own  expense,  under 
the  direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer."

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen; — The  Board  of  Aldermen,  at  its  special  session,  h«  Id  in  the  Alder- 
manic  Chamber  this  evening,  November  19th,  1888,  adopted  the  following  amend- 
ments to  G.  O.  44,  1888,  and  then  passed  the  ordinance  as  amended . 

I  move  to  amend  General  Ordinance  No.  44,  1888,  as  follows: 
In  the  title  of  said  ordinance,  after  the  word  'incandescent,"  insert  the  words 
"and  arc;' '  and  after  the  word  "lighting,"  insert  the  words  "and  power  " 

Amend  Section  4,  line  2,  oy  inserting  after  the  word  "ordinance,"  the  words 
"within  the  limits  of  North,  South,  East  and  West  streets." 

Also,  same  Section,  line  6,  after  the  word  "laid,"  insert  the  words  "in  all  other 
territory  in  said  city  not  included  in  the  above  boundaries,  wires  may  be  strung  on 
poles,  which  poles  shall  be  located  in  alleys,  where  practicable,  under  the  direction 
■of  the  City  Civil  Engineer." 

Strike  out  Sections  seven  and  eight. 
After  Section  6,  insert  the  following  Sections: 

Section  7.  No  arc,  electric  light  or  power  plant  shall  be  constructed,  operated 
or  maintained,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City' of  Indianapolis,  except  in 
conformity  with  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  or  persons,  company,  corporation  or  association,  intending 
to  construct,  operate  or  maintain,  an  electric  plant  for  the  purpose  of  supplying 
electricity  for  arc  lights  or  power  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  shall  he  entitled  to 
the  privilege  of  occupying  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  public  grounds  of  said  city 
except  on  the  following  conditions,  to  wit: 

That  said  person,  persons,  company,  corporation  or  association,  desiring  to  do  any 
such  business,  shall  tile  with  the  City  Clerk  at  the  time  application  is  made  for  the 
use  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  public  grounds,  under  the  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance, his  or  its  penal  bond  in  the  sum  ol  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000,) 
with  two  good  and  sufficient  resident  securities,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  conditioned  that  he  or  it  will  comply  with  all 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  other  ordinances  which  may  hereafter 
be  passed,  relating  to  the  subject  of  this  ordinance,  and  will  pay  into  the  city  treas- 
ury the  per  centage  upon  its  gross  receipts  as  provided  in  this  Section  ;  and  such 
person  or  persons,  company,  corporation  or  association,  shall  at  the  time  of  filing 
said  bond,  also  file  with  the  City  Clerk  its  or  his  written  acceptance  of  the  privi- 
leges granted  by  this  ordinance,  and  agree  therein  that  he  or  it  will,  on  the  first  day 
of  July  and  January,  of  each  year  thereafter,  file  with  the  City  Clerk  a  statement 
of  his  or  its  gross  receipts,  derived  from  such  business  for  the  six  months  next  pre- 
ceding such  statement,  which  shall  be  sworn  to  by  such  person  or  persons,  or  by 
the  proper  officers  of  such  company,  corporation  or  association  ;  and  further  agree 
that  he  or  it  will,  at  the  time  of  filing  such  statement  with  the  City  Clerk,  pay  into 
the  city  treasury  two  and  one  half  (2^-)  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  such  gross  re- 
ceipts after  the  first  day  of  January,  1889,  and  five  (5)  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of 
such  gross  receipts,  alter  the  first  day  of  January,  1894;  wh  ch  amount  shall  be  in 
addition  to  all  other  taxes  imposed  by  law. 

If  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the 
correctness  of  any  statement  made  as  required  bj'  this  Section,  they  shall  have  the 
'  power  to  require  any  of  the  parties  making  such  statement  to  make  to  them  an  ex- 
hibit of  the  books  and  papers  of  such  party,  and  they  may  make  an  examination 
thereof;  and  if  it  shall  appear  from  such  books  and  papers,  or  if  in  any  other  manner 
they  shall  have  tatisfactory  proot  thereof,  that  tke  gross  receipts  of  such  party  du- 
ring the  time  specified  in  such  statement,  were  greater  than  the  amount  so  returned 
in  such  statement,  then  the  said  party,  notwithstanding  such  statement,  shall  pay 
into  the  city  treasury  the  percentage  as  provided  in  this  Section,  upon  such  excess. 

Sec.  9.  Persons,  companies,  corporations  or  associations,  shall  do  no  injury  to 
any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  ground,  nor  to  any  shade  tree,  nor  in  any  munner 
disturb  or  interfere  with  any  water  or  gas  pipe,  gate,  valve  or  regulator,  nor  -with 
any  public  or  private  sewer,  now  or  hereafter  laid  or  constructed  by  any  authorized 
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person  or  corporation,  and  shall  fully  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  City  of  In- 
dianapolis from  any  claims  or  damages  for  which  said  city  might  be  made,  or  be- 
come liable  to  pay  by  reason  of  the  construction,  operation  or  maintainance  of  said 
arc  light  or  power  plant,  or  the  giving  or  allowing  of  the  license,  rights  and  privi- 
leges hereby  granted. 

Sec.  10.  All  wires  or  other  conductors,  used  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  or 
supplying  electricity  for  arc  lights  or  power,  under  this  ordinance  within  the 
limits  of  North,  South,  East  and  West  streets,  shall  be  laid  under  ground  and  at  a 
depth  of  not  less  than  two  (2)  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  street,  avenue,  alley  or 
public  ground  in  or  through  which  said  wires  or  conductors  may  be  laid.  In  all 
other  territory  in  said  city  not  included  in  the  above  boundaries,  wires  way  be 
strung  on  poles,  which  poles  shall  be  located  in  alleys  where  practicable,  under  the 
direction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer.  Whenever  any  excavation  is  made  in  any 
street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  ground,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  or  replacing  any 
such  line,  wire  or  electric  conductor,  such  street,  avenue  or  public  ground,  shall 
be  replaced  by  such  person,  company,  corporation  or  association  in  as  good  condi- 
tion as  it  was  in  before  such  excavation  was  made,  and  for  a  failure  or  neglect,  for 
a  period  of  five  (5)  days  after  the  completion  or  repair  of  such  line  wire  or  other 
conductor,  to  so  replace  such  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public  ground,  such  person, 
company,  corporation  or  association,  its  agents  or  officers,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  an  offence  and  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  ($100)  dollars,  and  each  and  every  day  shall  constitute  a  separate  offence. 
The  work  of  removal  and  replacement  of  pavements  in  any  and  all  streets, 
avenues,  alleys  and  public  grounds,  in  or  through  which  the  wires  or  conductors 
may  be  laid,  under  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  the  control  and  supervision 
of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  excavations  in  any  and  all  of  the  unpaved  streets, 
avenues,  alleys  or  public  grounds  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city  shall  be 
subject  to  like  control  and  supervision. 

The  method  of  conducting  such  underground  currents  of  electricity  shall  also  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  when  concurred  in  by  the  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  to  that  end,  persons,  companies,  corpo- 
rations or  associations  shall,  before  beginning  the  laying  of  any  such  underground 
wire,  or  other  conductor,  submit  to  said  engineer,  a  general  plan,  showing  first  the 
territory  intended  to  be  supplied  with  such  electricity  and  the  manner  of  conduct- 
the  same,  and  shall  first  receive  the  written  approval  of  said  Engineer,  and  the 
approval  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  electric  light  or  power  company, 
or  any  other  company,  to  attach  or  in  any  manner  connect  any  electric  wire  or 
any  other  conductor  of  electricity,  or  to  run  any  wire  or  other  electric  conductor 
in  dangerous  proximity  to  any  metal  awning,  railing,  roof,  wire  or  other  conduc- 
tor of  electricity,  belonging  to,  appending  or  appertaining  to  any  house,  building, 
structure  or  pole,  or  to  run  any  overhead  line,  wire  or  other  conductor  of  elec- 
tricity over  or  along  any  building  or  across  any  street,  avenue,  alley  or  public 
ground,  or  private  ground,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 
All  work  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  clone  under  the  super- 
vision and  control  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and  whenever  any  person,  com- 
pany, corporation  or  association  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  or  any 
other  ordinance  which  may  hereafter  be  passed  upon  this  subject,  said  Engineer 
shall  notify  said  person,  company,  corporation  or  association  of  such  violation,  and 
if  the  same  is  not  remedied  at  once,  the  said  Engineer  shall  report  the  facts  to  the 
Common  Conncil  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  who  shall  have  power  to  compel  the 
removal  of  any  part  or  all  of  said  plant. 

Sec.  12.  All  electricity  to  be  supplied  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  generated 
from  dynamos,  especially  constructed  for  the  use  intended,  and  in  no  case  shall 
incandescent  lights  be  supplied  from  arc  circuits,  nor  shall  arc  lights  be  supplied 
from  incandescent  circuits,  nor  shall  any  power  be  supplied  from  any,  other  than 
arc  circuits. 

The  manner  of  putting  in  plant,  in  all  details  as  well  as  kind  of  insulation  em- 
ployed, shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,     All  wiring  or 
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other  work,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  above,  be  done  according  to  the  rules  and  reg- 
ulations of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters. 

Sec.  13.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  heretofore  passed,  in  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  the  supply  of  electricity  for  arc  lights  or  power,  are  hereby  repealed : 
Provided,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  in  reference  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  per  cent,  on  the  gross  receipts,  and  the  placing  of  wires  or  other  elec- 
tric conductors  under  ground,  shall  not  apply  to  the  Indianapolis  Brush  Electric 
Light  and  Power  Company,  until  after  the  expiration  of  its  contract  with  said 
city,  to-wit:     December  31st,  1891. 

Sec.  14.  The  Common  Council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  hereby  reserve  the 
right  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  ordinance  at  any  time. 

Sec.  15.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication  once  each  week  for  two  consecutive  weeks  in  the  "Indian- 
apolis Gazette."

Gentlemen: — Deeming  it  for  the  best  interest  of  the  City,  to  promote  cleanliness, 
and  to  prevent  the  unsightly  obstruction  to  Washington,  and  other  streets  now,  or 
that  may  hereafter  be  paved  with  asphalt,  T  have  prepared,  and  herewith  submit, 
a  general  ordinance,  prohibiting  the  standing  of  public  vehicles  on  any  street  so 
paved,  and,  as  in  my  opinion  there  is  an  emergency  for  the  taking  effect  of  this 
ordinance,  I  recommend  its  speedy  passage. 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  the  adoption  of  some  system  of 
cleaning  Washington,  and  the  asphalt  paved  streets  around  the  new  Union  Pas- 
senger Station. 

Washington  street  particularly,  is  now  in  a  filthy  condition,  owing  to  the  lack 
of  thorough  sweeping.  I  am  informed  by  the  Street  Commissioner  that  the  ma- 
chine he  now  has  for  that  purpose  is  practically  worthless. 

As  one  of  the  advantages  of  asphalt  pavement  is  in  its  cleanliness,  I  would  rec- 
ommmend  as  a  means  contributing  to  cleanliness,  that  merchants  and  others  doing 
business  upon  Washington  street,  and  other  asphalt  paved  streets,  be  prevented 
from  sweeping  papers,  dirt,  etc.,  upon  the  street,  and  to  that  end  I  recommend 
that  the  Superintendent  of  Police  be  instructed  to  strictly  enforce  the  provisions 
of  section  32  of  the  ordinance  upon  the  subject,  passed  September  2,  187*,  and  that 
the  City  purchase  a  street  sweeper  of  sufficient  capacity  to  thoroughly  sweep  all 
asphalt  streets  now  laid,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioaer  be  instructed  to  sweep 
all  of  said  streets  every  night  after  midnight,  and  to  remove  said  sweepings  before 
six  o'clock  in  the  morning.

And  that  in  case  of  failure  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  resolution,  prosecutions  against  said  owners  of  the 
vaults,  or  the  claimant  of  the  bodies,  or  both,  will  be  instituted.  And  that  the 
secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to  prepare  and  serve  upon  each  of  said  owners 
a  copy  of  this  resolution.

Gentlemen: — Your  Special  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  complaint  of 
citizens  on  North  Meridian  street,  relative  to  placing  such  large  electric  light  poles, 
so  closely  together,  on  said  street;  would  report  tuat  we  have  investigated  the 
matter,  and  find  that  as  far  as  the  size  of  the  poles  is  concerned,  the  Electric  Light 
Co.  has  to  use  a  large  pole  on  account  of  the  weight  of  the  wires  ;  if  smaller  poles 
were  used,  they  would  have  to  be  guyed  to  make  them  safe,  which  would  be  more 
unsightly  and  inconvenience  the  public,  than  large  poles.  Therefore  we  don't  see 
any  remedy,  if  Meridian  street  is  to  be  lighted  with  electric  light  under  the  present 
system. 

We  believe  the  Committee  on  Public  Light  acted  in  good  faith,  and  should  be 
exonerated  from  what  might  have  seemed  intentionally  placing  an  unsightly  ob- 
struction on  said  street,  and  recommend  that  said  street  be  lighted  as  contemplated 
by  the  Committee  on  Public  Light.

That  the  City  Clerk  be  directed  to  notify  the  Gas  Company  to  re  mantle  the 
gas-post  at  the  mouth  of  the  first  alley  north  of  Bicking  street,  on  Southeast  street. 
That  two  vapor  lights  be  erected  on  Valley  street. 

Councilman  McClelland  presented  the  following  petition ;  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  City  Civil  Engineer  and 
City  Attorney,  and  that  the  Street  Commissioner  be  not  allowed  to  re- 
move said  fence  without  further  notice :

To  His  Honorable  Mayor,  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  your  petitioners,  respectfully  represent  to  you  hon- 
orable body : 

That  we  are  the  owners  of  lots  65  and  66  in  Noble  subdivision  of  the  western 
part  of  Out-lots  45,  50,  55,  56  and  61,  in  this  city,  a  plat  of  which  is  recorded  in 
Piatt  Book  No.  1,  page  31. 

That  we  have  this  day  been  notified  by  the  Street  Commissioner  to  remove  the 
fence  enclosing  our  property,  from  "Walnut  street,"  within  five  days.  And  upon 
our  failure  to  comply,  that  tne  Street  Commissioner  remove  the  same  at  our  ex- 
pense, etc.,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  pissed  by  your  honorable  body  on  the 
13th  instant.  f 

Your  petitioners  cannot  believe  that  your  honorable  body  has  any  desire  or 
intention  to  take  our  private  property  for  a  public  highway  without  due  process  of 
law,  and  without  proper  compensation  therefor. 

But  we  believe  that  your  honorable  body  has  been  imposed  upon,  by  relying 
upon  the  misrepresentation  of  interested  and  designing  men.  And  that  you  have 
acted  without  proper  prior  investigation,  neglecting  the  wise  saying,  "  First  know 
that  you  are  right,  and  then  go  ahead." 

For  the  better  information  of  your  honorable  body,  we  respectfully  submit  to 
you,  and  make  it  a  part  of  this  petition,  a  true  and  correct  plat,  copied  from  the 
records  of  the  county,  of  all  the  property,  including  our  own,  between  St.  Clair 
on  the  north,  and  North  street  on  the  southland  Noble  street  on  the  west,  and 
Kail  road  street  on  the  east. 

The  plat  aforesaid  will  show  your  honorable  body  the  following  facts,  to  wit: 

1.  That  the  first  street  south  of  St.  Clair  is  North  street. 

2.  That  no  "  Walnut  street''  exists  alongside  of  our  property,  which  we  could 
illegally  enclose  in  a  fence. 

3.  That  Walnut  street  ends  on  the  west  side  of  Noble  street,  330  feet  south  of  a. 
point  245  feet  west  of  our  property. 

4.  That  not  only  no  Walnut  street  exists  alongside  of  our  property,  but  also 
that  no  other  legal  public  highway,  deserving  the  name  of  a  street,  exists  there. 

5.  That  the  only  legal  public  highway,  that  exists  alongside  of  our  property,  is 
a  fifteen  feet  alley,  donated  to  public  use  by  James  Gilhspie;  as  for  his  plat  and 
subdivision  or  Out-lot  43,  recorded  in  Plat  Book  No.  1,  page  13. 
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6.  That  although  the  size  of  lots  64  and  65  in  Noble  subdivision  aforesaid,  are 
not  stated  on  the  recorded  plat  in  feet  and  inches,  but  the  plat  plainly  shows  those 
lots  to  be  much  larger  than  the  lots  south  of  them,  which  are  marked  forty  feet 
front. 

7.  That  the  plat  aforesaid  plainly  shows  that  the  north  line  of  said  lots  64  and 
65  is  the  north  line  ©f  Gut-lot  45,  and  bordering  on  the  fifteen  feet  wide  alley 
aforesaid,  on  the  south  side  of  Out-lot  43. 

And  your  petitioners  can  verify  to  your  honorable  body,  that  in  purchasing 
lott  65  and  66  from  John  L.  Ketcham,  commissioner,  etc.,  we  paid  a  proportion- 
ately higher  price  for  lot  65  than  we  did  for  lot  66,  for  the  reason  aforesaid,  "that 
it  was  a  larger  lot." 

Your  petitioners  admit  that,  partly  in  ignorance  of  or  indifference  to  our  rights 
in  the  premises,  we  have  for  some  time  permit' ed  the  public  to  trespass  upon  our 
property.  But  lately  we  have  had  the  same  surveyed  by  a  competent  civil  en- 
gineer, who,  after  examination  of  the  public  records,  gave  us  the  true  boundaries 
of  our  lots.     And  thereafter  we  enclosed  the  same  in  a  fence,  and  nothing  more. 

Your  petitioners  would  therefore  respectfully  ask  3Tour  honorable  body  to  re- 
consider your  hasty  and  ill-advised  action  in  the  premises,  and  refer  the  same  to  a 
proper  committee,  with  the  city  attorney,  or  the  mayor,  or  both,  for  proper  inves- 
tigation and  verification  of  the  facts  herein  set  forth.     And  we  will  ever  pray,  &c.

COMMUNICATIONS,    ETC.,     FROM    THE    MAYOR. 


His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  submitted  the  following  message: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council: 

Allow  me,  at  this  last  meeting  of  the  year,  to  add  a  few  words  to  my  suggestions 
of  January  2d  and  August  20th. 

OUR   FINANCES. 

In  discussing  our  financial  condition  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  I  gave  certain 
figures  furnished  me  at  the  time  from  the  County  Auditor's  office,  which  1  now  find 
to  be  erroneous.  It  was  then  stated  that  the  assessed  value  of  property  in  ihe  city 
at  the  time. the  ninety  cent  limit  law  was  passed,  in  1877,  was  $60,456,201,  and  that 
reductions  in  assessments  for  taxation  had  gradually  been  made,  until,  in  the  year 
1886,  the  total  valuations  were  but  $48,756,608. 

I  now  hold  a  certificate  of  the  County  Auditor  under  date  of  November  21,  1888, 
showing  that  the  total  a  sessed  values  for  1877  amounted  to  $68,583,700,  and  that 
the  figures  given  for  1886,  were  correct.  The  valuations  now  stand  at  about  $50,- 
500,000.  It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  the  city's  income  from  property  taxes,  in 
1877,  at  the  time  the  English  Bill  parsed  (the  rate  then  being  $1  13  on  the  hundred), 
was  $774,995,  while  its  income  now  on  the  same  account,  is  but  $454,500,  or  a  re- 
duction of  over  41  per  cent. 

It  must  also  be  understood  that  several  square  miles  of  territory  have  been  added 
since  the  tax  limit  was  fixed,  thus  largely  adding  to  the  cost  ot  fire  protection,  street 
lighting,  water  supply,  etc.  Wnen  these  facts  are  considered,  ought  the  public  to 
criticise  you  for  not  having  as  well  paved  streets  as  other  cities?  or  because  you  do 
not  sprinkle  them  at  a  cost  of  from  $40,000  or  $50,000  a  year,  to  be  paid  for  out  of 
the  public  treasury?  or,  because  you  do  not  do  the  other  dozen  things  which  our 
neighbors  pride  themselves  about?  I  often  hear  comparisons  made  between  Indi- 
anapolis and  other  cities,  with  reference  to  public  improvements  that  are  being 
made,  and  am  frequently  a*ked  why  our  city  can  not  keep  pace  with  St.  Paul  and 
other  cities,  in  these  respects.  My  answer  has  neen,  that  with  an  annual  income  of 
over  $3,000,000,  like  St  Paul.  Indianapolis  could  at  once  begin  to  look  like  a  mod- 
ern, wide  awake  city  also.  I  believe,  from  the  best  and  latest  information  I  have 
been  able  to  procure,  that  the  rate  of  taxation  for  city  purposes  in  Indianapolis,  is 
the  lowest  of  any  city  of  a  hundred  thousand  or  more  inhnbitants  in  the  country. 
Some  go  as  high  as  $2.94  on  the  hundred.  But  I  do  i.;ot  wish  to  dwell  on  these 
matters.  I  have  several  times  tri<  d  to  lay  the  simple  facts  concerning  our  finan- 
cial condition  before  the  public,  so  that  the  people  themselves  might  take  action  in 
some  form,  if  iluy  should  deem  an  increase  in  our  tax  rate  advisahle. 

Your  Special  Committee  on  Legislatatien,  at  one  of  its  recent  meetings,  had  the 
benefit  of  an  opinion  Irom  one  of  our  largest  tax  payers  and  most  influential  citi- 
zens, on  the  que-tion  of  the  propriety  of  increasing  the  tax  rate  on  property,  and 
also  as  to  the  prospect  of  securing  the  passage  of  such  a  bill  this  winter,  if  asked  for 
by  the  city's  representatives.  He  opposed  such  a  measure,  and  gave  it  as  his  opinion 
that  not  one  of  the  Senators  or  Representatives  from  Marion  county  would  favor  it. 
I  do  not  suppose  there  is  a  member  of  this  body  who  is  in  favor  of  an  increase  of  our 
property  tax,  if  it  can  possibly  be  a>ot'<ed  without  injury  to  our  credit,  or  without  hiyii<g 
ourselves  and  our  citizens  liable  to  humi  vrting  criticisms  from  our  ve  ghbors;  and  yet  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  an  increase  of  the  rite  of  taxation  which  would  simply  equal 
the  reductions  made  in  the  assessed  values  of  our  city  property  since  1877,  would  be 
no  increase  whatever  over  the  burdens  imposed  by  the  act  of  that  year,  it  would 
seem  that  the  subject  of  an  amendment  to  the  limit  act  referred  to,  is  at  least  worthy 
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of  the  consideration  of  our  legislators,  particularly  if  a  special  vehicle  tax  and  an 
increase  in  the  saloon  tax  can  not  be  had.  1  shall,  if  permitted  by  my  associates 
on  the  Legislative  Committee,  simply  lay  the  facts  on  the  subject  of  our  financial 
condition  before  our  Senators  and  Representatives,  and  there  leave  the  matter, 
deeming  it  to  be  as  much  the  duty  of  the  tax-payers  and  legislators  to  make  a 
change  in  the  law  now,  if  needed,  as  it  was  in  1877,  without  reference  to  the  views 
of  the  city  officials.  I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  invite  all  of  our  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives  from  Marion  county  to  meet  with  our  Legislative  Committee  during 
the  present  week,  so  that  all  the  facts  here  referred  to,  may  be  fully  discussed  and 
understood  by  them  before  the  General  Assembly  convenes. 

STATE    CAPITOL    GROUNDS.  » 

I  again  express  the  hope,  as  I  did  two  years  ago,  that  the  General  Assembly,  at 
the  approaching  session,  will  favorably  consider  the  propriety  of  purchasing  or  con- 
demning the  ground  in  front  of  the  Capitol,  as  far  east  as  the  first  alley,  so  that 
proper  approaches  may  be  made  to  that  magnificent  building.  1  shall  do  what  I 
can  to  have  a  special  committee  appointed  early  in  the  session,  to  investigate  and 
report  on  the  feasibility  of  this  project. 

HACK    STANDS. 

I  renew  my  recommendation  made  in  January  last,  concerning  the  location  and 
regulation  of  stands  lor  hacks  and  express  wagons.  Unless  a  number  of  places  can 
be  selected,  I  would  suggest  that  none  be  established  at  all;  for  it  is  neither  con- 
venient to  the  public,  nor  just  to  the  business  public  adjacent  to  where  they  are 
located,  to  have  but  one  or  two,  in  a  city  of  this  size.  It  would  be  better  to  require 
all  express  and  hack  men  to  locate  at  stables  maintained  for  that  special  purpose,  if 
possible;  and  rather  than  allow  the  present  condition  of  things  to  continue  inde- 
finitely, such  a  system  ought  to  be  enforced. 

I  think,  however,  that  the  proprietors  of  hotels  should  be  permitted  to  authorize 
the  standing  of  hacks  in  front  of  their  premises,  if  desired. 

OUR   MARKETS. 

Many  complaints  are  made  by  marketers  at  the  East  Market,  from  time  to  time, 
concerning  the  rule3  governing  the  same.  Without  attempting  to  explain  the 
trouble  here,  it  is  sufficient  to  say,  that  the  ordinances  for  the  government  of  our 
markets  ought  to  be  so  specific  that  no  misunderstandings  could  arise.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  a  careful  revision  of  the  old  ordinances  be  prepared  by  the  proper 
committees  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  the  same  may  be  passed  before  the  next  an- 
nual sale  of  stalls  occurs. 

I  think  very  stringent  provisions  ought  to  be  inserted  on  the  subject  of  cleaning 
up  immediately  after  tte  market  is  over  each  day,  and  these  rules  should  be  rigidly 
enforced;  particularly  as  to  street  stands. 

Regular  market  gardners  occupying  street  stands,  should  be  compelled  to  buy 
their  spaces  by  the  year,  and  the  payment  of  daily  market  fees  should  be  forbid- 
den, as  far  as  possible. 

OUR  STREETS. 

Complaints  still  continue  concerning  the  bad  condition  in  which  many  streets  and 
alleys,  heretofore  opened  by  the  natural'  gas  companies,  have  been  left.  Much 
work  in  making  repairs  has  recently  been  done  under  the  imperative  orders  of  the 
Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen;  but  it  is  not  likely  that  this  will  prove  as  satis- 
factory as  it  would  if  the  repairs  had  been  made  in  the  summer  and  fall,  when  the 
contractors  were  first  ordered  and  expected  to  do  this  work. 

It  will  be  the  plain  duty  of  the  city's  representatives  to  require  all  the  streets  and 
alleys  to  be  put  hack  in  as  good  condition  as  they  were  in  before  being  opened; 
and  as  the  city's  right  to  require  these  repairs,  made  after  a  year  has  expired  from 
the  date  of  the  openings,  respectively,  would  no  doubt  be  questioned  under  the 
terms  of  the  natural  gas  ordinances,  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  early  spring,  look- 
ing to  the  thorough  repair  of  all  such  streets. 

OUR   STREET    CAR   SERVICE. 

Our  citizens  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  recent  improvements  made  in  our 
street  car  service.      While  the  officials  of  public  corporations,  under  ordinary  cir- 
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cumatances,  deserve  no  special  thanks  for  doing  what  the  law  requires  them,  I  feel 
that  a  word  of  commendaion  is  due  to  "J.  C  Shaffer,"  Superintendent,  and  the 
other  gentlemen  who  have  controlled  the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  in 
this  city  for  the  past  seven  months. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  enumerate  the  improvements  made  in  that  time 
by  the  new  management.  These  are  matters  of  every  day  comment  and  congratu- 
lation on  our  streets. 

The  cost  of  new  extensions  and  improvements  made  by  the  present  owners  during 
that  time,  amounts  to  more  than  a  quarter  of  a  million  of  dollars,  as  I  have  been 
informed.  But  with  all  these  satisfac  ory  conditions  surrounding  the  new  service, 
it  is  by  no  means  perfect ;  and  I  would  not  be  understood  as  saying  that  the  present 
management  have  done  all  they  ought,  or  will  be  requ'red  to  do  in  the  future.  But, 
considering  the  voluntary  action  of  the  company  in  paying  out  a  large  sum  in  the 
improvement  of  Washington  street,  which  the  old  company  always  refused  to  do, 
and  the  friendly  spirit  in  which  the  present  management  have  at  all  times  met  the 
city  authorities  on  all  questions  of  improvements,  I  do  not  approve  of  two  great 
haste  in  requiring  unusual  and  unnecessary  expef  ditures  ©n  the  part  of  the  company. 
Feeling  that  the  city  can  get  all  improvements  desired  by  our  citizens  with  unrea- 
sonable rapidity  by  exercising  a  friendly  spirit  toward  the  new  management,  I  dis 
approve  of  all  attempts  at  unfriendly  and  spiteful  legislation,  which  has  been 
threatened,  or  may  he  attempted. 

I  reserve  the  right  to  withdraw  all  I  have  here  said,  whenever  I  find  that  the 
street  railroad  company  ceases  to  show  a  friendly  and  enterprising  spirit  toward 
ourcitizeDS.  But  until  that  time  occurs,  I  must  be  allowed  to  observe  the  Golden 
Rule  toward  this  company,  even  at  the  expense  of  being  criticised  by  the  minority 
of  people  who  do  not  underssand  the  meaning  or  observe  the  spirit  of  that  rule. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  say  that  we  will  be  compelled  to  exercise  even  stricter  econ- 
omy next  year  than  we  have  this.  I  hope  the  Finance  Committee  will  place  the 
estimates  for  next  year  at  the  lowest  possible  figures,  and  insist  on  the  heads  of  de- 
partments keeping  within  them ;  for  we  shouid  not  increase  the  amount  of  this 
year's  temporary  loan,  under  any  circumstances.  The  public  ought  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  improvements  you  are  able  to  make  with  the  money  furnished.  But 
whether  satisfaction  can  be  given  by  such  a  policy,  or  not,  it  is  nevertheless  our 
duty  to  live  within  the  city's  income. 

Councilman  Thalman  offered  the  following  motion ;  which  was  adopted : 

That  the  Mayor's  recommendations  and  suggestions  be  referred  to  the  Committees 
on  Rules  and  Ordinances,  and  the  City  Attorney,  and  that  they  be  instructed  to 
report  such  ordinances  or  rules  on  the  matters  suggested,  as  they  may  consider  ne- 
cessary, and  that  100  extra  sheets  of  that  part  of  the  Council  Proceedings  be  printed.

action  by  said  Board  of  Health,  is  strictly  in  pursuance  of  tneir  powers  and  duties 
as  defined  by  statute.

ad  there  leave  the  street  ending  in  commons. 

We  recommend  that  the  motion,  instructing  the  Street  Commissioner  to 
repair,  with  broken  stone,  the  crossing  of  Prospect  and  Linden  streets,  and  the 
crossing  of  Prospect  and  Spruce  streets,  be  adopted.

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take  immediate  steps  to  drain  the  first  alley  south  of  Woodlawn  avenue,  between 
Spruce  and  Reid  streets  be  adopted.

The  following  entitled  ordinance,  as  amended,  was  then  read  the  third 
time  : 

G,  O.  57,  1888 — An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Louisville,  New  Albany  &  Chicago 
Railway  Company  to  construct  certain  tracks  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Indianapolis. 

The  question  then  being,  il  Shall  the  ordinance  pass?"  the  following 
vote  was  had : 

Ayes,  1 — vis:     Alderman  Clark. 

Nays,  9 — viz:  Aldermen  Connett,  Laut,  Rail,  Reinecke,  Reynolds,  Smith,  Taylor, 
Tousey,  and  President  Wright. 

So  said  ordinance  failed  to  pass. 

Whereupon  Alderman  Connett  gave  notice  that  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Aldermen,  he  would  move  to  reconsider  the  vote  just  had, 
by  which  G.  O.  57,  1888,  failed  to  pass. 

On  motion,  the  Board  of  Aldermen  then  adjoarnd,  at  10:20  o'clock,  p.  m. 
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
